THE HOPS MARKETING SCHEME, 1932. 

The Hops Marketing Scheme, which apphes to England, came 
into force on 7th July, 1932. Following an affirmative vote 
of registered producers, the provisions of the scheme came fully 
into operation on 6th September, 1932. A brief explanation of the 
scheme was given in the last report. 

The Board consists of 14 members elected for local districts and 
four special members elected at the annual general meeting of 
registered producers. There was no change in the personnel of the 
Board during 1934. A contest was necessary in one district election 
only, when the sitting member was retmmed, and the fom- special 
members were re-elected at the annual general meeting. 

The remuneration of the Board, voted by the registered producers 
at the annual general meeting in 1934, for the two years 1933-34 
and 1934-35 was as follows ; —

The number of producers registered with the Board on 1st Septem- 
ber, 1934, was 1,043. 
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Amendment of the Scheme. 

In June, 1933, the Board submitted draft amendments of the 
scheme, the principal feature of wliich was the provision of pro- 
ducep selling quotas. After consideration of the objections made 
to the amendments and of the report of Mi-. F. M. Eusseil 
liavies, K.G., who held the Public Inquiry, and after consulta- 
tion with the Board of Trade, the Minister modified the draft 
amendments in certain pai'ticulars and laid them before Parlia,- 
ment in December, 1933. It was not found possible to take 
affirraa,ti-ve resolutions before the Christmas recess, and the draft 
■"a-as -withdrawn and relaid in February, 1934. De-velopnients which 
are referred to later resulted in further postponement, and affirma- 
tive re.solutions were not passed until July. The amendments were 
brought into force on 14th July, 1034, by the Hops Marketing- 
Scheme (Amendment) Order, 1934.* 

Under the scheme, as amended, basic quotas have been allotted 
to all producers who were reg-istered on 1st September, 1933, or 
who, in the opinion of the Board, were entitled to be registered 
at that date and were then occupying fai-ms which were wholly or 
partly under hops in 1932. In general, the basic quota is the 
average annual quantity of hops picked on the farm of the registered 
producer during the five seasons 19-28 to 193-2, adjustments being 
made to ensm-e that an owner-occupier tvho centralized his pro- 
duction on one farm during the five-year period should not be 
penalized thereby, and also that in no case should the quota 
represent more than 20 c-wt. nor less than 8 cwt. per acre on the 
1932 acreage, nor lees than 40 cwt. in all. 

The Board are required by the scheme to estimate the total 
market demand for English hops of each season, except in the event 
of the quantity of English hops which the Board, or producers, may 
sell in that season being determined by or under any -4.ct of 
Pai-liament. In the latter case, the quantity so determined shall 
be taken to be the total market demand. 

A registered producer’s selling quota for any season is the same 
fraction of the total market demand for English hops of that season 
as his basic quota is of the total of all basic quotas, e.g. , if the total 
of the basic quotas is 100 and the market demand 90, a producer’s 
seasonal quota will be nine-tenths of his basic quota. If a ]-egistered 
producer tenders to the Board hops in excess of his selling quota, 
the hops of highest value are to be selected for treatment as quota 
hops. 

The Board’s net receipts from the sale of all hops must be applied 
first to the payment of registered producers in proportion to the 
values of the quota hops of that season supplied by each producer, 
and then, if there is any balance, to payment in proportion to the 
values of non-quota hops.

When the estimated total market demand in any season exceeds 
110 per cent, of the total of the basic quotas, the Board must 
allot further basic quotas. 

If, in any season, the Board so determine, transfers of seasonal 
selling quotas between registered producers may be made. This 
arrangement is designed to give the scheme reasonable flexibility 
where, owing to climatic conditions, disease or other causes, the 
crops of some growers are heavy while other growers have short 
crops. Advantage was taken of this provision to transfer seasonal 
quotas for the 1934 season (the first to be dealt with under the 
amended scheme) to the extent of slightly less than five per cent, 
of the crop. 

The quota provisions of the scheme are operative for a five-year 
period ending on 31st July, 1939. 

The Joint Committee. 

While the draft amendments w'ere before Parliament, conversa- 
tions w'ere proceeding between the Hops Marketing Board and 
the Brewers’ Society regarding the arrangements to be made, under 
tlie amended scheme, for the supply of hops to meet brew’ers’ re- 
quirements. On 9th April, 1934, the Minister, after consultation 
w'ith the Hops Marketing Board and the Brewers’ Society, 
appointed a Provisional Committee consisting of four representatives 
each of the Board and of the Society, together with three impartial 
members, to consider, in principle, the following matters ; — 

(a) long-term planning in the production of hops ; 

(b) the fixation of the estimated total market demand for 
hops of each season ; 

(c) the determination of prices, with reference to (i) costs 
of production; (ii) the rate of profit to be fixed, having regard 
to the growers’ willingness to accept a fixed rate provided 
the brewers agree to purchase not less than the quantity put 
forward as their firm requirements for the purpose of estimating 
the total market demand ; (iii) the nature of the undertaking 
the Brewers’ Society are able to give in this respect ; and 
(iv) the marketability of the crop; 

(d) the administration of any fund that might be established 
to purchase any unsold balance of the estimated total market 
demand ; and 

(e) any other relevant question which the Brewers’ Society 
and the Hops Marketing Board may agree to refer to the 
Committee ; 

and, having done so, to make recommendations regarding the com- 
position, functions and machinery of a Permanent Committee to 
deal with these questions. 

The impartial members of the Committee were Lt. -Colonel Sir 
John E. Chancellor, G.C.M.Q-., G.C.V.O., D.S.O., who acted as 
Chairman. Mr. P. D’Arcy Cooper, and Capt. Oliver Lyttelton, 
D.S.O., M.C. 
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The of the Committee,* which was presented on 21st 

June, 1934, was laid before Parliament together with a copv of 
an agi-eement between the Hops Marketing Board and the 
Brewers Society, which the Committee were successful in 
negotiating. 


The Committee recommended that there should be set up a 
leiinanent Joint Committee, constituted in the same proportions 
as the Provisional Committee, whose main duties would be to 
estimate the total market demand for English hops ; to advise as 
to the methods of determining costs of production ; to adjust, should 
occasion arise, the agreed average price for hops; to administer 
the fund to be established under the agi’eement ; to appoint 
arbitrators to settle any disputes which might arise as to the 
quality and marketability of hops offered for sale by the Board; 
to make recommendations in respect of the importation of hops 
and, generally, to supeiwise the administration of the agi-eement. 

The main heads of the agi-eement, which will operate during the 
five-year period in which the quota provisions are in force, are : — 

(i) the average price of English hops for each of the five 
crops commencing with the 1934 crop to be £9 per cwt., 
including factors’ commission and the expenses of the Board ; 

(ii) brewers agree to make firm contracts in advance for 
at least two-thirds of the total market demand ; 

(iii) any unsold balance of the total market demand to be 
purchased out of a levy fund, the property in the hops so 
purchased to be vested in the Permanent Joint Committee ; 

(iv) in order to provide this fund, a levy of lOs. per cwt. 
to be added to the price of all hops sold by the Board ; the 
fund to be controlled by the Permanent Joint Committe'e ; 

(v) the maximum liability of the levy fund to equal the 
actual value of one-third of the total market demand : when 
the fund reaches its maximum liability, the levy to be reduced 
or discontinued ; 

(vi) parties agree that the maximum level of importations 
of hops should be 15 per cent, of the total market demand, 
with safeguards for brewers who require special foreign hops, 
and that any application or representations to the Government 
to regulate imports should be made only through the Permanent 
Joint Committee. 


Following publication of the report of the Provisional Committee, 
the Hops Marketing Board and the Brewers’ Society set up a 
Permanent Joint Committee. The Minister nominated Sir John 
Chancellor, Mr. D’Arcy Cooper, and Gapt. Lyttelton to be the 
impartial members, Sir John Chancellor to bs the Chairman, and 
Mr. D’Arcy Cooper the Vice-Chairman, of the Committee.

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Trading Operations of the Board. 

The acreage planted with hops in 193'2, 'when the Board took 
office was 16,500. In 1933 it rose to 16,900, and in 1934 to 18,000. 
The quantity of hops tendered to the Board by the registered pro- 
ducers was 166,000 cwt. in 1932, 194,000 cwt. in 1933, and approxi- 
mately 240,000 cwt. in 1934. 

The aggregate sums received by the Board for the sale of hops 
in 1932 and 1933 were J1 ,471, 700 and J2, 928 ,000 respectively, 
the average prices realised per cwt. being :£8 17s. 2d. and .£15 Is. 8d. 
The total sums disti'ibnted to registered producers, after deducting 
selling commission, expenses of the Board and contributions to 
meet general expenses and reserves, amounted to £1,370,000 in 
1932 and £2,785,000 in 1983, giving the growers net average 
prices of £8 6s. and £14 6s. lid. per cwt. respectively. 

As explained in the last report, the Board were able to sell the 
whole of the 1932 crop. The 1933 crop, which was of high 
quality, came on the market in very favourable circumstances. 
America had “ gone wet ” ; at home, a penny had been taken off 
the beer duty ; continental hops were selling at much more than 
the average of £16 per cwt. fixed by the Board for English hops. 
The whole of the crop was sold in a few days’ trading. 

In 1934, the Board had to deal with a crop larger in quantity and 
more varied in quahty than the 1933 crop. On this account, the 
valuation of the hops tendered by individual producers proceeded 
more slowly, and trading in satisfaction of the contracts entered into 
by brewers did not commence until 17th December, 1934. Heavy 
buying was immediately experienced. 

The Permanent Joint Committee notified the Hops Marketing 
Board that, for the purpose of the agreement, the 'estimated 
market demand for the 1934 crop should be 216,000 owt. The 
Board, after taking this figure into account, prescribed the total 
market demand, including the demand for hops not under their 
jurisdiction, at 224,000 cwt., which allowed producers’ selling' 
quotas to be 97 per cent, of their basic quotas. 

Firm contracts, entered into by or on behalf of brewers in respect 
of the 1934 crop, in accordance with the agreement, amounted to 
90 per cent, of the market demand, as estimated by the Joint 
Committee, and to about 80 per cent, of the total quantity of hops 
tendered to the Board by registered producers. 

A summary of the trading operations of the Board relating to the 
1932 and 1933 crops and, as far as figures are available, to the 1934 
crop, is given below.

Miscellaneous. 

Accounts of the Board. — Copies of the Income and Expenditure 
Accounts and of the Board’s Balance Sheets as at 31st March, 1932 
and 1933 are printed in Appendix III. 

Complaint regarding the Operation of the Scheme. — In December, 
1933, the Minister directed the Committee of Investigation 
for England to consider and report upon a complaint made 
by the Brewers’ Society as to the prices charged for 1983 
English hops. After hearing evidence on behalf of the Society and 
the Hops Marketing Board, both of whom were represented by 
Counsel, the Committee reported to the Minister that the evidence 
and arguments placed before them disclosed no justification for the 
complaint. 


SCOTTISH MILK MABKETING SCHEME, 1933. 

This scheme for regulating the marketing of milk produced in the 
counties of Angus and Perth, the greater part of the county of 
Argyll and the whole of Scotland lying to the south of these counties 
came into full operation on 1st December, 1933. A brief outline of 
the provisions of the scheme was given in the report for 1933. 
These provisions are based on the principle of equahsation amongst 
the registered producers of the proceeds from the sales in the liquid 
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milk and the manufactming markets at prices and on terms 
regulated by the Board. 

Producers who sell milk only in small quantities to their employees 
or to neighbours for then- own consumption are exempt from 
registration under the scheme, the limits fixed by the Board as 
qualifying for this exemption being a maximum sale of three gallons 
daily and a maximum number of six customers. All other pro- 
ducers are requhed to register under the scheme and to sell their 
milk in accordance with its provisions. The milk must be sold 
only to or through the agency of the Board with the exception of 
direct sales made under prescribed conditions by producer- 
wholesalers, producer-retailers, and producers of Certified milk. 

The total quantity of mUk sold by the registered producers during 
the year ended 30th November, 1934, amounted to 106,379,073 
gallons of which 87,694,544 gallons (82'43 per cent.) were sold to 
or through the agency of the Board and 18,684,529 gallons 
(17'57 per cent.) represented the total of the direct sales of the 
producers in the special categories. ' Of the total sales, 67,870,722 
gallons (63'8 per cent.) were sold for liquid consumption and 
38 ,.508,351 gallons (36'2 per cent.) were sold or used for the manu- 
facture of milk products. The statement on page 24 gives statistics 
of the gallonage of the sales in each month during the year. 

The estimated total quantity of milk sold by the registered pro- 
ducers during December, 1934, was 7,870,000 gallons of which 
76 per cent, was absorbed by the liquid market. 

Election of the Board. 

The first Board, consisting of the members named in the scheme 
and two members nominated by the Secretary of State for Scotland, 
remained in office until the first annual general meeting, which was 
held on 10th May, 1934, when they were replaced by a Board of 
eight members elected by the Selection Committee in accordance 
with the scheme. 

In accordance with Section 14 of the Agricultural Marketing 
Act, 1933, the scheme was amended by the Scottish Milk 
Marketing Board (Co-opted Members) Order, 1934,* made by 
the Secretary of State on 15th June, and the Board, after consulta- 
tion with the Market Supply Committee and with the approval of 
the Secretary of State, co-opted Mr. W. J. Harvey, 7, Cambridge 
Gardens, Leith, and Mr. John Dallas, Milton House, Cowcaddens, 
Glasgow, as members of the Board. 

At the annual general meeting the retiring Board were voted a 
remuneration of £2,500 to be divided amongst the members of the 
Board as they might determine.

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Diflerent Types of Registered Producers. 

The total mimher of producers registered as at 30th November, 
1934, was 8,149. The producers who, during the month of 
November, sold milk as producer-wholesalers, producer-retailers 
and producers of Certified milk numbered 698, 2,349 and 89 respec- 
tively, many being- included in more than one of the cate'mries 
recognised under the scheme. ” 

Producer-wholesalers,-producer-retailers and producers of Certified 
milk are granted partial exemption from the provi.sioiis of the 
scheme. These producers make their own arrangements for the 
sale of their milk and for collecting payment of account.s, but they 
are recjuired to observe the scale of prices fixed by the Board and to 
contribute to the cost of operating the scheme a .sum per gallon 
equal in amount to nine-tenths of that payable by the other pro- 
ducers. They are entitled, however, to sell then- surplus milk to or 
through the agency of the Board on the same terms and conditions 
as the ordinary producers. 

A producer-wholesaler is a producer w-ho is licensed by the Board 
to sell milk to a retail distributor -who, because his daily purcha.seB 
do not exceed a prescribed maximum gallonage,® is required to pay a 
wholesale price in excess of the Standard Price. A producer who is 
classed as a producer-wholesaler in respect of sales to certain dis- 
tributors m.ay be classed as an ordinary producer in respect of sales 
to other and larger distributors. 

A producer-retailer is a producer who is licensed by the Board to 
sell milk of his own production to domestic consumers. 

Owing to a disagreement as to the interpretation of the provisions 
of the scheme relating to the calculation of the amount of the con- 
tribution payable to the Board by producer-retailers, the Board 
agreed to bear the expense of a special case before the Court of 
Session. The decision was given on 20th July, 1934, in the Board’s 
favour and the pi-oducers in the special categories W'ere held liable 
for payment of monthly contributions on their sales representing 
nine-tenths of the full difference between the Standard Price (i.e., 
the price determined by the Board for untreated milk for liquid 
consumption delivered at the distributor’s premises, railway station 
or pier) and the monthly average price payable to the ordinary 
producers. 

The ordinary producer supplies milk either under contract to a 
distributor or, under the Board’s directions, to one of the Board’s 
depots or creameries. The Board receive payment from distributors 
according to returns rendered by producers and pay to the producer 
an average price per gallon determined monthly in the manner 
described below.

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Payments to Producers. 


The proceeds from the sale of millc to or through the agency of 
the Board, the contributions by produoei'-wholesalers, producer- 
retailers and producers of Certified milk and all other receipts of the 
Board, such as the profit in operating the Standard Haulage fund, 
are paid into the general ‘‘ pool ”, After allocation to producers 
of any sums realised on the sale of their milk in excess of the 
Standard Price and deduction of the amounts necessary to meet 
administrative expenses and to provide for reserves, the Board at 
the end of each month distribute the balance equally amongst the 
producers in proportion to the quantity of milk supplied by them 
during the month. A producer whose milk, by reason of its grade 
or quality or by reason of special services rendered by the producer 
to the buyer, realises a price higher than the Standard Price, is 
paid the excess in addition to the average price. The difference 
between the Standard Price and the average price represents the 
amount of the contribution per gallon by the producer towards the 
cost of operating the Scheme. 

In the spring of 1934, the Board entered into agreements with 
504 farm cheesemakers in terms of which each producer undertook 
for an agreed period to manufacture the whole of his production of 
milk into cheese on his farm. In respect that the prices realised 
by the producer on the sale of the cheese would be less than the 
return to him for the milk if sold through their agency, the Board 
agreed to pay to him an allowance representing the difference 
between the monthly average price (less the Standard Haulage Bate 
— see below) under the scheme and the value of the cheese cal- 
culated on the basis of the market prices for cheese in the month 
immediately preceding the month of manufacture. In addition, the 
Board paid to the producer, in respect of his services and the 
expenses of manufacture incurred by him. Id. per lb. of cheese 
manufactured. For the purpose of the agreement, one lb. of cheese 
was regarded as being equivalent to one gallon of milk.

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Haulage. 

Producer-wholesalers and producer-retailers, selling milk as such, 
make their own an’angements for haulage and for payment of the 
cost. 

The Board pay all charges for haulage of milk sold to them or 
through them agency. They are empowered by the scheme to fix 
the rates for haulage of milk by road, and producers who send 
milk by road transport must employ haulage contractors approved 
by the Board. These contractors mclude both distributors and 
producers. 

The haulage rates fixed by the Board for the period 1st December, 
1933, to 30th November, 1934, were as follows : —

The average price payable to the producers for milk sold to or 
through the agency of the Board was made subject to a deduction, 
termed “ the Standard Haulage Kate ”, representing the cost that 
would have been incurred in the haulage of the milk at the rates 
fixed by the Board from the producer’s farm or premises to which- 
ever of the following centres was nearest thereto, viz., Glasgow, 
Edinburgh or Dundee. The deduction calculated at that rate is 
made hrespective of the actual distance of the haulage of the 
producers’ milk. As explained later, additional centres have been 
prescribed for the calculation of the Standard Haulage Kate pay- 
able by producers in the east of Scotland during the year 1935. 

Contracts. 

A Permanent Joint Committee has been set up consisting of 
representatives of the Board, the Scottish Milk Trade Kederation, 
the Scottish Co-operative Milk Trade Association and various dis- 
trict associations of dairymen. The objects of the Committee are 
to negotiate (a) wholesale and retail prices of milk for hguid sale 
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within the area of the scheme, (b) the price of milk for the various 
classes of manufacture, and (c) conditions of the sale of milk. 
The agreement constituting the Committee provides for calling 
a consultant into the negotiations in the event of failure to reach 
agreement. Contracts under the scheme were made for the 
following periods — (1) 1st December, 1933, to 31st March, 1934; 
(2) 1st April to 30th September, 1934; and (3) 1st October, 1934, 
to 30th September, 1935. The services of a consultant were 
utilised by the Committee when negotiations were proceeding in 
regard to the contracts for the first and thhd periods. 

The parties to a contract are the seller (the producer) , the buyer 
(the distributor) and the Board. One form of contract only is 
supplied by the Board ; it prescribes the terms and conditions of 
sale and purchase of milk for hquid consumption and for manu- 
facture. The ordinary basis of the contract is the sale of the whole 
of the producer’s supply, the distributor accepting responsibility 
for any excess of supply over his requurements. The contract for 
the second period included provision for payment of a premium 
of Id. per gallon by distributors who contracted to buy a level 
quantity of milk daily. In addition to that provision, the form 
of contract for the current period requires payment of a premium 
of 2d. per gallon in cases where the producer provides wholesale 
services. 

The producers are required, in terms of the contract, to supply 
milk attaining a standard of butter fat content of not less than 
3'4 per cent, during the months of February to July and 3-5 per 
cent, during the months of August to January. 

Licences. 

Licences in accordance with the provisions of the scheme were 
issued to producer-retailers at the beginning of November, 1933. 
These licences are granted subject to conditions prohibiting the sale 
of milk outwith the area of the scheme and stipulating a minimum 
standard of butter fat content as provided for in the contracts of 
ordinary producers. 

Manufacturers’ licences are issued by the Board subject to con- 
ditions providing for (1) proof of manufacture ; (2) prohibition of 
the purchase of milk outwith the area of the scheme ; (3) pro- 
hibition of the piu'ohase of fresh cream outwith the area of the 
scheme without the consent of the Board ; and (4) prohibition of 
the sale of fresh cream at a price less than that fixed by the 
Board. 

Liquid Milk Prices. 

During the first two contract periods the Standard Price, i.e., the 
price for the sale to distributors of untreated milk for liquid con- 
sumption, was determined by the Board at Is. 2d. per gallon. In 
the current contract period, the Standard Price will average Is. 2d. 
per gallon, the variations during different months of the year being 
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as follows : — October, 1934 — Is. 2d. per gallon; Kovember, 1934, to 
February, 1935 — Is. 3d. per gallon ; March, 1935 — Is. ‘2i.l. per 
gallon; April to July, 1935 — la. Id. iKr gallon; August and 
September, 1935 — Is. 2d. per gallon. The variation of the Standard 
Price in that manner is one of the adjustments made with a view 
to alleviating the effect of the scheme on level producers. 

The prices for the sale of milk of the official grades are determined- 
by the Board in relation to the Standard Price. 

The prices per gallon payable by buyers such as hotels, restaur- 
ants, etc. (i.e., semi-retail prices) for the curx-ent contract period 


are as follo-^\'s : —

The price to institutions, -svhether rate-aided or charitable, during 
the current contract period has been fixed at not less than the 
Standard Price. 

The Board have power to determine the retail price to be charged 
by producer-retailers, and distributors are under obligation in terms 
of their contract to charge the same retail price. The retail price 
as from 1st December, 1933, was fixed at 2s. per gallon, and this 
price was continued in the second and third contract periods. 
Broadly, the effect, in comparison cvith the retail prices charged 
before the scheme came into operation, was a decrease of 4d. per 
gallon in the winter months in certain parts of the east of Scotland, 
more particularly in Edinbm'gh, and an increase of 4d. per gallon 
in the summer months in western districts. 

Manufacturing Milk Prices. 

A Manufacturing Sub-Committee of the Permanent Joint Com- 
mittee meets each month to determine the prices of milk for manu- 
facture. These prices vary for the different milk products. The 
price of milk for the manufacture of cheese during the first contract 
period was a sum per gallon equal to the average price per lb. for 
the previous month of the finest New Zealand Cheese, less the 
sum of IJd. per gallon. For the second contract period the price 
was determined at a sum per gallon equal to the average price 
per lb. for the previous month of the finest New Zealand and 
Canadian Cheese, coloured and white, less the sum of IJd. per 
gallon, but in view of representations by manufacturers, the Board 
agi’eed to reduce the price in certain months. The determination 
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of the price on the basis of that formula was continued by the 
Board during the ciUTent contract period pending a decision on a 
complaint by the manufactm-ers, which was referred to the Com- 
mittee of Investigation for Scotland for consideration, and on the 
understanding that retrospective adjustments would be made, if 
necessary, in accordance with the decision. 

During the period from 1st December, 1933, to 30th November, 
1934, the price of milk for manufactm’e into fresh cream was fixed 
at 7id. and the price of milk for the manufacture of margarine was 
9d. per gallon. The average price obtained for milk for manufac- 
ture into butter was 5'30d. per gallon. Sales of milk for the 
manufacture of milk powder and condensed milk were made during 
the period as from 1st -\pril at prices ranging respectively from 
3gd. to 4Jd. and 4d. to 5d. per gallon ; milk for manufacture into 
tinned cream was sold at 4Jd. per gallon. 

Manufacturing Operations of the Board. 

The Board have purchased seventeen farmers’ co-operative 
creameries at prices determined by arbitration, the total amounting 
to i£T80,956 18s. 3d. In consequence of an agreement entered into 
with the English Milk Marketing Board to reduce consignments of 
milk to England, these creameries were worldng during the summer 
of 1934 far beyond the capacity for which they were intended. With 
a view to making provision for all requirements next season, the 
Board have authorised expenditure amounting to £155,000 on 
additional buildings and equipment, including a new depot in 
Glasgow, a new condensery and two milk powder plants to make 
use of skim milk. They have also installed can-washing and sterilis- 
ing machines at each creamery in order to eliminate risk of 
contamination from dirty containers. 

The quantities of milk manufactured by the Board into various 
products at their creameries during the period 1st December, 1933,

Advances amounting to £58,484 were also made to the Board 
under Section 3 of the Act in respect of 9,750,384 gallons of milk 
converted into cheese at farms during that period. 

At the date of this report no advances had been made under 
Section 2 of the Act in respect of milk used by the Board for the 
manufacture of milk products. 

Arrangements were made by the Board, with the approval of 
the Secretary of State under Section 11 of the Act, for the supply 
of milk at reduced prices in schools within the area of the scheme. 
All full-time schools or courses for children recognised for grant 
by the Scottish Education Department come within the scope of the 
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arrangements, and also authorised courses of instruction for unem- 
ployed boys and girls established under the Unemployment Act, 
1934, and recognised for grant by the Ministry of Labour. Teachers 
and local authorities are co-operating voluntarily in carrying out 
these arrangements, -rvhich came into force on 5th November, 19.34. 
So far a.s po.ssible, Grade A (T.T.) milk is being supplied and it 
is distributed in bottles containing one-third of a pint at a price of 
oiie halfpenny per bottle, i.e., at the rate of Is. per gallon. lA'here 
Grade .4 (T.T.) milk is not available, the source and quality 
of the milk supplied are subject to the approval of the Medical 
Officer of Health. 

There was a very' satisfactory I'esponse to the offer of milk on 
these terms. The estimates supplied to the Board of the require- 
ments of the schools showed that over 400,000 children will par- 
ticipate in the scheme during 1935. 

Complaints regarding the Operation of the Scheme. 

(1) Consumers. 

The Consumers’ Committee for Scotland reported on complaints 
received with respect to the following matters : — 

(a) Retail price of milk in the shimmer months . — The Committee 
supported the complaints made regarding the Board’s decision to 
continue during the summer months the retail price of Ss. per 
gallon. They stated that they' sa^w no reason for the departure 
from the long established practice of discriminating between winter 
and summer prices and that they were not convinced that the 
Board’s decision was justified. 

The Committee’s report was referred to the Committee of Investi- 
gation for Scotland who found that the Board’s action was not 
unreasonable or against the public interest. They considered that 
the Board, in deciding to continue the retail price of 2s. during 
the summer months, had acted in a reasonable manner in a genuine 
endeavour to reconcile the conflicting interests of the producer, 
distributor and consumer. 

Following upon suggestions in the reports of the two Committees 
on this subject, the Lepartment of Agriculture for Scotland made 
arrangements for an enquiry into the cost of milk production to 
bo carried out by the Advisory Officers in Agricultural Economics 
attached to the Agricultural Colleges, in collaboration with the 
Department’s Advisory Officer in Farm Economics. The enquiry 
will extend over one year from 1st October, 1934, and the cost is 
being met by the undernoted contributions from the Milk Market- 
ing Boards to the Colleges conducting the enquiry in their respective 
areas : — 

^500 from the Scottish Milk Marketing Board to the Edin- 
burgh and East of Scotland and the West of Scotland Colleges 
of Agriculture. 
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_£150 and ^100 from the Aberdeen and District and the 
North of Scotland Milk Marketing Boards respectively to the 
North of Scotland College of Agriculture. 

(h) Prices of milk to hotels and restuarants. — The Consumers’ 
Committee for Scotland did not consider that a case had been estab- 
lished for a reduction of these prices. 

(c) Price of bottled half-pints of milk. — The Committee recom- 
mended that the price should be at the same rate per gallon as for 
pints and quarts. The Board agreed to reduce" the irrice 
accordingly. 

(d) Prices of milk su.pplied to institutions administered by the 
Glasgow Corporation, to voluntary hospitals and under child icelfare 
and maternity schemes.— The Committee recommended that these 
prices should be reduced. Their report has been referred to the 
Committee of Investigation for Scotland for consideration. 

The Board agreed, on representation by the Consumers’ Com- 
mittee, to reduce by 2d. per gallon the price of milk supplied under 
child welfare and maternity schemes. 

(3) Distributors. 

Complaints on the following subjects were referred to the Com- 
mittee of Investigation for Scotland — 

(a) Price for milk supplied to small distributors. — A complaint 
was made by the Dairymen’s Association of Ayrshire and certain 
other associations of milk distributors regarding' the price fixed by 
the Board during the first contract period for milk sold to distributors 
whose daily sales did not exceed 60 gallons. It emei'ged, on enquiry, 
that the Board vrere not enforcing payment by these distributors at 
the prescribed rate and proposed to amend the scale of prices for 
the next contract period in order to remove the grievance, and the 
Committee accordingly recommended that no action should be 
taken on the complaint. The adjustment in the scale of prices was 
duly made. 

(b) Supply of milk to retail co-operative societies. — The Parlia- 
mentary Committee of the Co-operative Congress complained that 
the Scottish Co-operative Wholesale Society was being refused the 
right to supply milk to certain of its constituent retail societies. 
The Committee of Investigation, while finding that the Board’s 
action regarding which particular complaint w>as made, was not 
unreasonable, recommended that the Board should permit the 
Wholesale Society to supply milk to retail societies where this could 
be economically done and suggested that, up to a hmit of 25 miles, 
the cost of transport of the milk should be allowed to the Society by 
the Board so long as such cost 'was not appreciably greater than 
would be incmTed by the Board in supplying the milk from one of 
the Board’s creameries. This recommendation was made -with 
respect to the supply of " accommodation ” milk, i.e., milk 
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required by the retail societies to meet special demands in supple- 
ment of their regular supplies from producers. The Board agreed 
to give effect to this recommendation. 

(3) Manufacturers. 

Price of milk for manufacture into cheese . — A complaint was 
received from the manufacturers on the Manufacturing Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Permanent Joint Committee appointed under the 
scheme regarding the formula, contained in the Board’s contracts, 
by which the price of milk for manufacture into cheese was deter- 
mined. The complaint has been referred to the Committee of 
Investigation for Scotland. 

(4) Producers. 

(a) Complaints by East of Scotland Milk Producers' Federation . — 
Arising out of complaints made by the East of Scotland Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Federation as to the effect of the operation of the scheme, 
the following questions were remitted to the Committee of Investi- 
gation for Scotland for consideration and report ; — 

(1) The position of level producers within the area of the 
scheme, and whether it is necessary or desirable to provide for 
payment to them of an additional price per gallon by way of 
level delivery premium, or otherwise. 

(•2) The necessity or advisabilit}’ of amendment of the pro- 
visions of the scheme in regard to haulage charges. 

(3) The desirability of the Board’s contracting on the present 
basis of butter-fat content. 

(4) Whether it is practicable, and, if so, whether it is advis- 
able, that a system of regional prices should be instituted 
under the scheme. 

(5) The extent and nature of the amendments which will be 
necessary to the scheme in order to give effect to the recom- 
mendations of the Committee in regard to the above matters. 

The Committee issued an interim report on 23rd July. With 
regard to the first question they suggested that, for a specific limited 
period, some provision should be made by means of an additional 
payment per gallon or otherwise for alleviating the effects of the 
scheme on level producers generally, and accordingly proposed that 
the Board should' discuss this suggestion with the producers affected 
with a view to agreement being reached as to the method to be 
adopted, the extent of the additional payment, and the time for 
which it should be made. 

With regard to the third question, the Committee saw no objec- 
tion in the public interest to a continuance of the system whereby 
the Board had contracted for a minimum butter-fat content in excess 
of the legal minimum of 3 per cent. ; while, as regards question 
(4) , the Committee did not consider it practicable to institute a 
system of regional prices under the scheme. 
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The Committee deferred their conclusions on the remaining ques- 
tions remitted to them pending further discussion between the 
Board and producers concerned. 

following on these discussions, certain proposals tvere formulated 
by the Board and submitted to the Committee, the principal pro- 
posals being as follows : — 

(1) that a premium of 2d. a gallon should be given to level 
producers during the months of March to August, 1935, in 
respect of a certain basic quantity of milk or, alternatively, that 
the Standard Price should be varied so as to give higher returns 
for winter production ; 

(2) that six additional haulage centres should be provided 
in the eastern district ; 

(3) that powers should be given to the Board to enable them 
to discourage excessive production it necessary ; 

(4) that the contribution required from producer-retailers 
should be calculated on the basis of covr-stock instead of on that 
of milk sales. 

The Committee made a final report in October after hearing 
further evidence from the parties. Their specific finding was that 
it was contrary to the interests of the complainants and not in the 
public interest that no effort should be made to mitigate the loss 
inflicted by the operation of the scheme upon level producers in 
general and, in particular, in the East of Scotland. Accordingly, 
so that some provision should be made for alleviating the effect of 
the scheme upon these producers, in order to enable them, if they so 
wish, to adjust their system of dairying to meet the changed condi- 
tions under the scheme, the Committee unanimously recommended 
the adoption of the second alternative in the Board’s first proposal, 
and the adoption of the second and fourth proposals. As regards 
haulage centres, they proposed that the Board should be enabled 
to alter the centres prescribed from time to time should changed 
conditions make that advisable. As regards the third proposal, the 
Committee, with one dissentient, recommended that the Board 
should be given power to prescribe basic quantities that should 
qualify for the average price. 

The Secretary of State, following upon conferences with repre- 
sentatives of the parties interested, intimated in a Parliamentary 
Statement on 10th December, 1934 (Official Report, Vol. 296, 
No. 15, Cols. 26-29) that he had decided to make adjustments in the 
scheme, for a period of one year, providing for ; — 

(a) a variation of the standard price of milk as recommended 
by the Committee of Investigation ; 

(b) twelve additional haulage centres to be prescribed in the 
East of Scotland area ; 

(c) a special premium of Jd. per gallon on milk sold by all 
ordinary level producers, i.e., producers who contract not to 
sell to or through the agency of the Board in any month during 
the year 1935 a quantity exceeding by more than 10 per cent, 
the quantity so sold in December, 1933 ; 
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{dj the levy on producer-retailers to be fixed on the basis of 
the number of cows in then' possession ; the levy to be at 
the rate of £5 per annum, provided that in the case of a 
prodncer-retailer who makes and observes a contract to handle 
all his own milk (that is, to sell no milk otherwise than by 
retail) the levy shall be at the rate of £4 per annum. 

The Statement also referred to a proposal that the Board should 
review the financial an-angements with respect to the acquisition 
of creamerie.s so as to effect a reduction in the contribution payable 
by producers for this purpose throughout the scheme area, and 
announced a decision reached in consultation with the Minister of 
Agriculture and Fisheries that a Milk Reorganisation Commission 
for Great Britain should be constituted which would undertake, in 
the course of the next twelve months, a comprehensive survey of 
the working of organised milk marketing in Great Britain and of 
the possibilities of further improvement, including the question 
of co-ordination or amalgamation of schemes. 

With respect to the problem of the unpaid levies, which are owing 
by a considerable number of producer-retailers, against some of 
whom legal proceedings had been instituted by the Board, the State- 
ment recorded that the Board had already undertaken that in cases 
of serious hardship they would not demand full payment of the 
unpaid levies immediately, and that it had been suggested to the 
Board that in such cases they should consider the possibility 
of devising a plan to provide for the payment of the amounts due 
by a system of instalments. It was pointed out, however, that 
the collection of the levy is a statutory duty of the Board and 
that the arrangements which were being made absolved neither the 
Board from that duty nor producers from their obligations under 
the scheme. 

The necessary adjustments in the scheme for the year 1933 in 
accordance with these decisions were made on 28th December by 
the Scottish Milk Marketing Scheme (Amendment) Order, 1934,* 
and the Scottish Milk Marketing Scheme (Directions) Order, 1934. t 
In terms of the Orders, the haulage centres under the scheme for 
the year 1935 will be : — Alloa, Brechin, Crieff, Cupar, Dundee, 
Dunfermline, Duns, Edinburgh, Galashiels, Glasgow, Haddington, 
Kinross, Kirkcaldy, Perth and Stirling. 

(b) Complaint hy the Association of Certified and Grade A [T.T.\ 
Milk Producers . — The Association complained that the scheme failed 
to encourage existing producers of Certified and Grade A (T.T.) 
milk to continue production of mill!: of these grades or to encourage 
other producers to undertake the production of milk of the higher 
grades. This complaint was referred to the Committee of Investi- 
gation on 6th December.

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Miscellaneous. 

Finances of the Board. 

A copy of the Profit and Loss Account of the Board for the period 
ended .31st January, 1934, and of the Balance Sheet as at that date 
will be found in Appendix III. 

The loan of ^1,.500 made to the Board from the AgTicultural 
Marketing (Scotland) Fund to provide for expenses in connection 
with the poll of the producers was repaid on 29th December, 1933. 

The Secretary of State certified, in terms of Section 22 (2) of 
the Agricultural Marketing Act, 1933, that the expenses reasonably 
incurred by the persons who submitted the scheme in connection 
with the promotion, submission and bringing into operation of 
the scheme amounted to £375 17s. .5d. 

Board's Journal. 

Since April, 1934, the Board have published a monthly Journal 
giving particulars of their operations for the information of 
registered producers. 

Imposition of Penalties on Registered Producers. 

The Board have experienced considerable difficulty in obtaining 
returns in respect of sales by prodiicer-retailei-s and producer- 
wholesalers, particularly in the Eastern Counties. In exercise of 
their powers under the scheme, the Board imposed penalties 
amounting to £380 10s. on eighty-three producers during the year 
to 30th November, 1934, mainly for failing to furnish information 
required by the Board. An appeal against the Board’s action in 
imposing a penalty without giving die producer concerned an 
opportunity of being heard was referred to arbitration, and upheld 
by the arbiter. In accordance with that decision, the Board waived 
the penalties, amounting to £165, imposed on tw'enty-five of these 
producers prior to July. 

.4greet)ieiits with English Milk Marketing Board. 

Before the scheme came into operation, the creameries in the 
South West of Scotland sent supplies of milk into England, the 
estimated quantity consigned during 1933 being 10,600,000 gallons. 
At the request of the English Board, the Scottish Board agreed 
to reduce the sales into England as fax as possible, the English 
Board agreeing to make payment of suitable compensation in 
respect of the loss so sustained. With the exception of one con- 
tract entered into prior to the agreement with the Enghsh Boai'd, 
the supply of milk into England from the area of the scheme has 
now ceased. 

An agreement covering the period to 31st December, 1934, was 
also made between the Scottish and English Milk Marketing 
Boards, the Irish Free State Government and the manufacturers 
in Northern Ireland for the fixing of a minimum price for cream 
(see page 57).

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PIGS AND BACON MAEKETING SCHEMES, 1933. 

The Pigs and Bacon Marketing Schemes, both of which apply 
to Great Britain, are component parts of a structure designed to 
secure an orderly and expanded market tor the home bacon in- 
dustrj', and it will be convenient, therefore, to deal with the 
schemes together, as in the last report. Both schemes came into 
full operation on 9th September, 1933, after having been endorsed 
by large majorities of the registered producers voting on the initial 
polls. 

The first Boards, consisting of members named in the schemes, 
with two members nominated by “ the Minister ” (the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture and Eisheries and the Secretary of State 
for Scotland acting jointly) , went out of office on 31st March, 1934. 
They were succeeded by elected Boards, consisting, in the case of 
the Pigs Marketing Board, of eight members elected by the 
registered producers voting in districts and three special members 
elected by the registered producers in general meeting ; and in the 
case of the Bacon Marketing Board, of 14 members of whom 12 
were elected by the registered producers in England and Wales, 
voting in classes, and two by registered producers in Scotland. 

Elections of district members of the Pigs Marketing Board were 
held in each of the eight electoral districts on 3rd Eebniary, 1934, 
when seven of the eight sitting members were returned. The three 
special members were elected at the aimual general meeting of 
registered producers held in London on 16th February. The meeting 
voted the sum of £4,990 as remuneration to members of the Board 
in respect of the period 7th July, 1933, to 31st March, 1934, divided 
as follows: — Chairman, £600; Vice-Chairman, £400; other 
members of the Executive Committee, £270 each ; remaining 
members of the Board, £220 each. 

At a general meeting of registered producers under the Bacon 
Marketing Scheme, held on 30th January, 1934, a resolution was 
passed, pm-suant to paragi-aph 7 of the scheme, altering the limits 
determining the electoral classes of registered producers according 
to the quantities of bacon manufactured annually. The new limits 
fixed were 1,000 tons (instead of 800) and 2,000 tons (instead of 
1,800) as the maximum annual bacon output for “ small ” and 
" medium ” curers respectively. “ Large ” curers were those 
whose output exceeded 2,000 tons. The number of registered pro- 
ducers at 31st December, 1934, was 620. The elections of mem- 
bers of the Board were conducted at meetings held on 8tli and 13th 
February, when 14 members were elected, of whom one was a 
newcomer. At the first annual general meeting of registered 
producers, held on 14th February, it was resolved that a sum of 
£2,800 should be paid as remuneration, exclusive of expenses, to 
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members of the Board for the j'ear beginning 1st April, 1934, the 
division between members to be left to the Board, and that 
remuneration at the same rate should be paid in respect of the 
period 6th J11I5', 1933 (the date on which the scheme came into 
force), to 31st March, 1934. 

After consultation with the Bacon Marketing Board, “ the 
Minister ” on 29th June, 1934, made the Bacon Marketing Scheme 
(Co-opted Members) Order, 1934,* amending the scheme so as to 
provide for the co-option by the elected members of the Board of 
two additional members. The two members co-opted by the Board, 
after consultation with the Market Supply Committee and with 
the approval of “ the Minister,” were the Hon. Jasper Eidley and 
Mr. W. Patrick Spens, K.C., M.P. 

The origin, progress and main features of the schemes were 
described in the last report, which covered the operations of the 
Boards up to a date about midway through the first contract 
period. It also touched upon the difficulties which arose from the 
unexpectedly large volume of contracts in the initial period, and 
the means adopted for dealing with the situation, including the 
passing of the Agricultural Marketing (No. 2) Act, 1933. 

One of the main objects of the schemes is to reheve the pig 
industry from the unsettling effects of cyclical price movements 
and at the same time to give the bacon-cm’ing industry a more 
regular su^rply of raw material. The process by which it is sought 
to achieve these objects is a system of contracts for the supply of 
bacon pigs to registered cui-ers, working in conjunction with a 
quantitative regulation of bacon imports. The Pigs Marketing 
Board have power to require that all sales of pigs by registered 
pig producers to registered bacon curers for conversion into bacon 
shall be made only in accordance with contracts prescribed by the 
Pigs Marketing Board after consultation with the Bacon Market- 
ing Board; and under the Bacon Marketing Scheme a registered 
curer is prohibited, except in certain specified circumstances, from 
selling bacon not produced from pigs purchased in accordance 
with such bontracts. The number of pigs contracted for in each 
year forms the basis of the regulation of impoi-ts of bacon in that 
year. 

The form of contract first prescribed by the Pigs Marketing 
Board covered the four months November, 1933, to Bebruai'y, 
1934, inclusive. This was followed by a contract covering the ten 
months March to December, 1934. The schemes are now in the 
third contract period, which runs for the full year, January to 
December, 1935. 


» S.R. & 0. 1934, No. 734. 
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First Contract Period. 

November, 1933, to Fehruanj, 1934. 

Two forms of contract were pi’escribed bj' the Pigs Marketing 
Board, viz., a direct contract and a gronp contract, the latter 
being designed to meet the needs of small producers. 

The direct contract was a contract made between a registei'ed 
pig producer and a registered ciu’er, and I'equired the producer to 
undertake to deliver a stated number of pigs in stated months 
during the coutraet period, with a tolerance of 10 per cent, on 
monthly deliveries but of not more than 5 per cent, on total 
deliveries over the whole period. The pi'oducer was required to 
undertake to deliver his pigs in one or more of four weight-classes, 
as follows : — 

Class 1. — Dead weight 7 score to 8 score 10 lb. 

Class 2. — Dead weight 8 score 11 Ib. to 9 score 10 lb. 

Class 3. — ^Dead weight 9 score 11 lb. to 10 score 10 lb. 

Class 4. — Dead weight over 10 score 10 lb. 

A certain degree of tolerance was, however, permitted as regards 
the W’eights of pigs delivered. Wilful or negligent default in 
deliveries rendered the producer liable to pay to the Pigs Market- 
ing Board by way of liquidated daniage.s a sum of 111 for each pig 
which he failed to deliver, in addition to any damages tor which 
he might become liable to the curer under the contract. 

For the fm-ther protection of the curer, the Pigs Board undertook 
to make good deficiencies in deliver}- as far as was possible out of 
supplies of pigs under their control, and that, it no such supplies 
were available, they would use their best endeavours to purchase 
and re-sell to the curer pigs of the weights required , provided they 
were not liable to incur a greater loss than could be covered by a 
fund which the Board, by agreement with the Bacon Board, had 
earmarked for this purpose. If the Board had no pigs, or could 
not obtain them to replace the default, they were liable to pay to 
the curer, up to the extent of the fund so earmarked, any damages 
legally due to the curer from the producer, which the curer for any 
sufficient reason had been unable to recover from the producer. In 
accordance with this pirovision, the Pigs Marketing Board have 
earmarked for the purposes described 15 per cent, of the total levies 
received under paragraph 43 of the Pigs Marketing Scheme. 

Pigs delivered in each weight class (except Class 4) were to be 
carcase-graded in five grades (A to E) according to measurements 
of shoulder fat and belly thickness taken at the factory. The 
contracts provided that w'eighing, classification and grading should 
be inspected by graders appointed by the Pigs Board. 

The curer undertook to pay for all pigs delivered in pursuance of 
the contract according to a price scale which was drawn with 
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regard to the weight-class and grade of 07617 carcase, the standard 
being the Grade C pig in Class 1. The price was linked to the 
cost of production by being made to vary with the “ feeding cost,” 
i.e., the cost of an agreed ration of feeding stuffs compounded of 
barley meal (65 per cent.), English middhngs (25 per cent.) and 
protein and mineral content — e.g., fish meal (10 per cent.). 

With the feeding cost at 7s. 6d. per cwt. the price of the 
“ basic ” (Class 1 Grade C) pig was fixed at 12s. per score. The 
price of the “ basic pig " varied 3d. per score upwards or down- 
wards for every 3d. rise or fall in the feeding cost. Grade C pigs 
in Classes 2 and 3 and all pigs in Class 4 suffered deductions of 
6d., Is., and Is. 6d. per score respectively, compared with the 
basic pig in Class 1. Pigs accepted in Class 4 but not spiecifically 
contracted for in that class suffered a further deduction of fid. per 
score on the full weight of the pig for each 10 lb. or part of 10 lb. 
in weight over 11 score. A Grade A pig carried a premium of Is. 
per score over a basic pig in the same Class. Grade B pigs 
received fid. per score premium. Grade D pigs and Grade E pjgs 
suffered deductions of 3d. and fid. per score respectively, compared 
with the basic pigs in each Class. In all Classes a black or mainly 
black pig suffered a deduction of fid. per score. 

The expenses of dehvery from producer’s premises to bacon 
factory fell mainly on the curer, who had to bear all freight and 
feeding charges from the producer’s railway station or road col- 
lecting station, or, in the case of the group contract, from the group 
collecting station, if the distance exceeded two miles. If the pro- 
ducer undertook delivery, the curer had to reimburse him. If, 
however, the curer collected the pigs at the producer’s premises, 
he could recover an agi’eed sum up to fid. per pig from the 
producer. 

The contract provided that the curer should effect an insurance 
with the National Earmers’ Union Mutual Insurance Society, 
Limited, of every pig delivered under the contract, except pigs 
contracted for in Class 4. The cost of insurance was fid. per pig 
and by the terms of the contract, the curer deducted 3d. per pig 
from the purchase price as the producer’s share. The curer was 
also required to deduct from the pmchase price the levy of Is. 2d. 
per pig due to the Pigs Board by the producer, and remit it to the 
Board, and he could be required to deduct and remit other sums 
which might be payable by the producer to the Board. The balance 
due to the producer had then to be paid over to him by the curer 
within 14 days from the date of grading. 

The group contract followed generally the terms of the direct 
contract. For the purposes of this contract, producers formed a 
group under a “ group agent ”, each producer in the group agree- 
ing to sell a number of pigs to the Board, the group agent being 
a party to the contract. The group contractors, however, were 
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not required to specify the class in which pigs were to be delivered 
and were not given the option of contracting to deliver pigs in 
Class 4. Moreover, the default clause in the group contract made 
the group agent liable to the Pigs Board in the sum of £1 for 
every pig not delivered, any damages so paid and costs incurred ir. 
him being made a debt due to him from the producer in default. 
Each producer in the group was required to deliver his pigs to 
•such premises as might be designated by the Board, and the group 
agent was required to assist the producer tvith his deliveries. 
Where a producer failed to dehver his pigs, the group agent was 
responsible for endeavouring to obtain pigs from other members of 
his group or, with the Board’s consent, by outside purchase, to 
replace the deficiency. Thus, although individual producers were 
ultimately liable for damages for their own defaults, mentbersliip of 
a group put them in a position, through the group agent, to call 
on the resources of the whole group to make god deficiencies. 

Pigs sold to the Board on group contracts were re-sold to those 
curers who required pigs in addition to those bought on direct 
contracts, the Board charging the curer Is. per pig in addition to 
the agreed contract price. Prom the price payable by the Board 
to the group contractors, the sum of Is. per pig was deducted 
as the group agent’s commission. 

'S’o contract (“ direct ” or “ group ”) could take effect until 
it had been registered and confirmed by the Pigs Marketing Board, 
who could confirm a contract either unconditionally or subject to 
a reduction in the numbers of pigs agreed to be sold under it. 
Where such a reduction was made in a contract it remained 
binding on the parties in respect of the reduced numbers of pigs, 
except where the curer produced a certificate of the Bacon 
Marketing Board that the modification of the contract W'ould 
involve him in loss. The object of this clause was to enable a 
limitation of supply to be effected in the event of pigs being con- 
tracted for in excess of the quantity which the G-overnment was 
prepiU'ed to accept as the home quota of bacon. Finally, the 
contract could be voided if imports of bacon into the United 
Kingdom ceased to be regulated, or if the total quantity of bacon 
permitted to be sold in the United Kingdom rose above a certain 
limit. 

The closing date for the registration of contracts for the delivery 
of pigs in the four months November, 1933, to February, 1934, 
was 12th October, 1933. The number of pigs contracted for, 
together with the relatively small number which it was calculated 
that registered curers would themselves produce, was 585,636, of 
which about 20 per cent, were on group contracts. Contracts 
were not evenly distributed between curers ; while Wiltshire-cure 
factories in general had obtained all the pigs they needed, curers 
requiring the heavier classes of pig were short of their require- 
ments. The Boards discussed ways and means of seeming a more

eijuitable distribution of pigs among curers, and it was event- 
ually decided (a) to use group contracts to meet the needs 
of curers requiring fewer than 50 pigs per week, (h) to supply 
to all curers who had obtained contracts for more than 
80 per cent, of their requirements a list of those -whose con- 
tracts fell short of that figure, with the object of securing a voluntary 
assignment of contracts from the former to the latter, and (c) 
having obtained details of assignments of pigs of this kind, to 
level up supplies to cmers as far as possible by means of the 
remaining pigs controlled by the Pigs Board under group contracts. 

At the outset there -was a glut of pigs, possibly due to October 
pigs being held back so as to effect delivery in the contract period. 
Tlie difficultie.s were intensified by the unwillingness of some 
curers to take delivery of group contract pigs which, to a large 
extent, meattt pigs from distant centres, involving heavy carriage 
charges. The Pigs Marketing Board at once took up this matter 
with the Eailvvay Companies, and were successful in getting the 
rates from the far-western counties to the midlands substantially 
reduced. An undue proportion of low-grade and over-weight pigs 
also gave trouble in the eaidy weeks, but with the assistance of 
County Pig Committees the Board were able to secure more 
attention on the part of producers to these important matters. 

By the end of December the glut had not only been cleared 
but the position ha-d become entirely reversed. Partly through 
miscalculation of the number of pigs that would be available and 
partly through the counter-attraction of the open market, where 
prices were relatively high, deliveries of pigs fell markedly below 
the contracted numbers in January and February, 1934, and the 
Pigs Board were obliged to take measures against defaulters to 
recover damages as provided in the contract. 

The difficulties experienced by curers in taking delivery of pigs 
in November and December were aggravated by a fall in the bacon 
price which set in at the beginning of the contract period. This 
fall was due primarily to the fact that the large numbers of pigs 
contracted for, at the start of the scheme, involved a hea-vj' reduc- 
tion in imports which could only be effected by an Order under 
the Agricultural Marketing Act, 1933. In the interval required 
for the establishment of the necessary regulation machinery, imports 
were coming in at a high rate, depressing the market. Curers, 
however, had bound themselves for four months to buy pig.s at a 
price which had been stabilised only with reference to costs of pig 
production, and regardless of fiuetuations in the bacon market ; and 
the situation became so serious that the Government had to provide 
special assistance to tide the schemes over the emergency. 

This assistance took the form of a loan from the Agricultural 
Marketing Funds which, subject to fm’tlier investigation and 
subject also to a recommendation of the Agi'icnltiiral Marketing 
Facihties Committee for Great Britain, was to be made to the Bacon 
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Marketing Board and to be nsed by them to indemnit'v cnrev.s 
against an agreed ]part of their ascertained losses. The loan was to be 
repaid by means of special deductions to be made by curens from 
the prices returned to pig producers for pigs delivered in the en.suing 
contract periods. 

Repayment of the loan was to be guaranteed by the Pigs Market- 
ing Board under powers derived from the AgTieultural ’Miu-keting 
(No. 2,) Act, 1933. The method of assessing losses and the making 
of payments out of the fund created by the loan were to be under 
the supervision of the Wyndham Portal Committee, to which 
reference was made in the last rejKirt. The Bacon Marketing 
Scheme was to be amended so as to confer on the Bacon Board the 
necessary powers to enter into an agreement with the Pigs Board, 
and also to pay over the compensation money to individual curers. 
A further amendment enabled the Bacon Board to increase the 
amount of the levy on curers, provided that the curer was entitled, 
under the terms of the contract, to deduct the amount of 
the increased contribution from the price pavable to the pig 
producer. 

The statutory procedure which had to be followed in connection 
with the amendments took some time. However, the Bacon 
Marketing Scheme (Amendment) Order, 1934,® made by “ the 
Minister ” on 20th June, 1934, and the Agi-iciiltural hlarketing 
(Guai’antee No. 1) Order, 19.34, t made on 25th June, enabled the 
arrangements to he completed. 

Meanwhile, the Wyndham Portal Committee, after investigation 
of the accounts of representative groups of bacon factories of differ- 
ent types, came to the following conclusions, viz., that a loss had 
been occasioned to curers as a result of the operation of the Pigs 
and Bacon Marketing Schemes up to 31st December, 1933 ; that 
the data obtained as a result of the investigation should Ije used as 
a standard to be applied to all factories ; that compensation should 
be paid at a flat rate of 7s. 5d. per pig, representing a part of the 
standard average loss ; and that the compensation should be paid 
in respect of pigs bought from registered producers at the prescribed 
prices, and on which the Pigs Board levy was paid during the period 
loth September to 31st December, 1933. With the concurrence of 
“ the Minister,” it was agreed that no account should be taken 
of profits or losses on pigs bought subsequent to 31st December, 
1938. 

The amount of the loan ultimately found to be required wms 
£160,000, and after the making of the two Orders mentioned above 
and the completion of a Deed of Charge incorporating a guarantee 
of repayment by the Pigs Board, an advance of £144,000 was made 
from the English Agricultural Marketing Eund on 26th June, 
followed on 5th July by an advance of £16,000 from the Scottish 
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Fund, secured by a separate Deed of Charge. The rate of interest 
charged was per cent, per annum. 

The terms of the loan provided for repayment by six consecutive 
monthly instalments commencing on 31st July, 1934. The neces- 
saiT funds for repayment were to be derived from contributions 
levied on pigs sold under contract and delivered between 1st March 
and 31st December, 1934, but since the collection of the levy on 
pigs delivered in December would not be completed before the end 
of that month, it was provided that any instalment might be paid 
within 30 days after the day appointed for payment. The levy 
was to be paid by bacon curers, who would recoup themselves from 
pig producers. The amount of the deduction from the pig pur- 
chase price to be made by curers in respect of the levy was to be 
determined monthly by the Pigs Marketing Board. The total sum 
repaid by the Bacon Board up to 31st December, 1934, was 
£141,873, comprising £140,142 in repayment of principal and 
£1,731 in interest.* 

Delinerics in First Contract Period. — The contract system for the 
sale of pigs w'as a complete innovation in this countiy, and it was 
to be anticipated that many producers would meet with difficulty 
in accurately' estimating their output several months in advance 
and, in consequence, in adhering to their contracts. This proved 
to be the case. The following table shows the number of pigs con- 
tracted for and delivered in each month of the first contract period. 
The deficiency, which was heavy — particularly in January and 
February, 1934 — amounted to 15'6 per cent, of the total numbers 
contracted for over the whole period. Considerable numbers of 
pigs due in January and February were, however, delivered in sub- 
sequent months, by agreement with curers.

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The price o? ihe standard feeding stuffs ration did not vary by 
so ranch as '3d. per ewt. in any month ; consequently the basic 
contract price per pig remained at 12s. per score thi'oughout the 
period. 

Second Contract Period. 

March to December, 1934. 

As ah'eady indicated, it was decided that the second contract 
period should cover the ten months March to December, 1934, 
a step towards the objective of a yearly contract period which the 
Heorganisation Commission for Pigs and Pig Products had recom- 
mended as deshable. 

Experience of the working of the contract system in the first 
period suggested the need for some modification of the contract 
terms, and on 1st January, 1934, the Boards invoked the aid 
of the Wyndham Portal Committee in drawing up the new contract. 

As regards the first two months of the period, it was decided to 
adhere to the old method of fixing prices according to the price 
of an agreed feeding ration. In March and April the " basic ” 
price per score was to be 12s. fid. so long as the price of the agreed 
ration remained at 7s. fid. per cwt. This was an advance of fid. 
per score on the previous basic rate, but provision was also made 
for a deduction by the curer of fid. per score towards repayment 
of the indemnity loan. 

As from 1st May, a new method of price-fixing came into opera- 
tion, the aim of which was to i-elate pig prices not only to feed 
prices but also to the prices realised by the bacon and offals obtained 
from the pig, thus relieving the curer of a part of the risk of loss in 
the event of feeding stuff prices moving upward while bacon and 
offal prices moved downward. 

After prolonged negotiations, in which invaluable help was given 
by the independent members of the Wyndham Portal Committee, 
the two Boards agreed upon a scale of prices for this “ co-partner- 
ship ” form of contract. “Initial prices ” of 11s. per score for 
the pig and 85s. per cwt. for bacon while the standard feeding 
stuff ration remained at 7s. fid. were fixed as the basis of the 
relationship between pig and bacon prices. These prices were not 
intended to represent costs of production ; they merely served to 
define a ratio which would obtain provided other factors did not 
vary. As regards these other “ variables ”, it was agreed that 
for every 3d. per cwt. variation in the price of the standard ration 
above or below 7s. fid. a corresponding variation of 3d. per score 
upwards or downwards should be made in the initial price of the 
pig, and of Is. 9d. per cwt. in the initial price of bacon— on the 
broad principle that 7 score 2 lb. of pig equal 1 cwt. of bacon. 
Thus, with feed costs at 7s. 9d. the initial pig price was to be 
11s. 3d. per score and the initial bacon price 86s. 9d. per cwt.

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The initial bacon price, again, was based on the assumption that 
the offals from a 7 score 2 lb. pig would realise 10s. Any decrease 
or increase in the actual ascertained value of offals was to be 
added to or deducted from the initial bacon price. 

For every Is. 2d. variation in the ascertained price of English 
bacon above or below the initial price, as modified to allow for 
changes in feed prices or ofial values, a corresponding variation 
was to be made in the pig price, by adding or deducting Id. per 
score to or from the initial price. By this means the farmer re- 
ceived one-half of the profit or bore one-half of the loss on the 
actual price of bacon as compared with the initial price. It was 
provided, however, that in the months September to December, 
1934, the producer would receive 75 per cent, instead of 60 per 
cent, of the surplus in respect of any excess over 18s. per cwt. in 
the margin between the actual and initial bacon prices. 

The ascertained price, which was that of sizeable green Wilt- 
shire whole sides delivered to the retailer, was arrived at each month 
from retm'ns certified by an independent accountant from five 
Wiltshire cm-ers selected jointly by the Boards, the value of offals 
being determined from similar data. 

Apart from price conditions, the terms of the new contract did 
not differ materially from those of the previous contract. In one 
detail, namely the prescription with regard to insurance of pigs, 
the contract was modified in consequence of the findings of the 
Committee of Investigation for Great Britain upon complaints made 
by the Live Stock Offices’ Association and the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee of the Co-operative Congress. The complainants had been 
aggrieved by the action of the Pigs Board under the first contract in 
requiring all insurances to be effected with one company. The 
Committee of Investigation reported to “ the Minister ” that the 
complaints were justified and that compulsory insurance with an 
individual company to the exclusion of all other companies was 
neither necessary nor essential and was unfair to the other com- 
panies and to the insured, and was contrary to the public interest. 
The Pigs Marketing Board gave an undertaking to “ the Minister ” 
that the business of insuring pigs during the second contract period 
would not be withheld from any reputable company or society which 
was prepared to undertake the business on terms which the Board 
accepted from any other company or society. Accordingly, the 
new conti-act required the insurance to be effected “ in an Insurance 
Company or Society to be approved by the Board ”. 

Another innovation was the prescription of two forms of direct 
contract, viz., a general contract and a Wiltshire contract. The 
latter was framed to meet the special needs of Wiltshire curers, 
and provided for the delivery of Class 1 pigs only, i.e., pigs within 
the weight range of 7 score to 8 score 10 lb. dead weight. Slight 
amendments were made in the grade measurements, with the object 
of making the grading a little more strict. Deductions in respect 
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o£ pigs below Grade C were increased to 6d. per score for each 
grade instead of 3d. as before. On the other hand, the deductions 
in respect of Class 3 and Class 4 pigs as compared with Class 1 
pigs were reduced from Is. and Is. 6d. per score to 9d. and Is. 3d. 
respectively. 

The new contract provided for the transport of all pigs for journeys 
of over five miles by the Kailway Companies at a flat rate, irrespec- 
tive of distance, in pursuance of an agreement reached between the 
Boards and the Railway Companies, which was subsequently sanc- 
tioned by the Railway Rates Tribunal. The rate fixed was 2s. 
per pig, less the railway freight rebate of 4d., i.e., Is. 8d. net. A 
committee consisting of representatives of the Boards and of the 
Railway Companies was set up to consider cases where, owing to 
exceptional circumstances, freedom of action as regards transport 
w'as claimed by producers and curers in respect of pigs travelling 
distances of over five and up to 15 miles. Where reasonably 
required to do so, the Companies agreed to carry pigs by road 
from producer to curer for distances up to 15 miles, subject to a 
minimum load of 15 pigs. 

The protracted nature of the negotiations did not leave much 
time to inform registered producers and curers of the full purport 
of the new contract, and the date for lodging contracts had to be 
extended from 21st Pebmary to 12th March, 1934. This meant 
that contracts could not be confirmed until well after the commence- 
ment of the contract period, and in the meantime arrangements 
were made to continue the rate of imports of bacon and hams at 
the existing level. Pig producers were invited to deliver, and 
curers to accept, pigs during the month of March as though the 
contracts had been confirmed, and with the co-operation of both 
sides of the industry, smooth working was secured. All contracts 
registered were confirmed unconditionally by 21st March. 

Pig prices under the new method of price determination were 
on the whole shghtly lower than in the first contract period and 
in September the basic price had fallen to 11s. 5d. per score. A 
rise in both bacon and feeding stuffs prices, however, improved 
the basic pig price very considerably in the last three months of 
the period. 

The numbers of pigs contracted for and the numbers delivered m 
the second contract period are shown in the table on page 36. 
The table also gives the standard pig prices per score. As pro- 
ducers became more accustomed to the contract system, defaults 
in deliveries became less ; during the second contract period de- 
liveries were 7 per cent, below contracts compared with 15'6 per 
cent, in the first contract period.

It took even longer to settle contract terms for the third period 
than for either of the previous periods, and the terms of the 
contract tor 1935 were not announced until 19th October, 1931. 

The contracts run for the whole of the calendar year 1935 
and retain the main features of previous contracts. The “ co- 
partnership ” basis of the formula for fi:sing pig prices has been 
varied in three main particulars ; — 

(а) The “ initial ” prices of pigs and bacon have been 
altered to 11s. 6d. per score and 96s. per cwt. respectively. 

(б) The equahty basis of sharing of bacon and feed price 
movements holds good only so long as the ascertained price of 
bacon does not fall below 90s. 3d. or rise above 98s. 3d. per cwt. 
Outside these hmits the pig producer will carry a gradually 
increasing proportion of the “ profits ” or " losses,” so that 
when the bacon price is below 86s. 9d. or above 101s. 9d. 
the basis of sharing wiU be 73 per cent, to the pig producer, 
and 25 per cent, to the bacon curer. When, however, the 
price of bacon is above lOls. 9d. and the feed price more 
than 9s. per cwt., or when the price of bacon is below 86s. 9d. 
and the feed price less than 6s. per cwd. , feed price movements 
are again shared equally. 

(c) The pig price is no longer varied to meet changes in 
the value of offals. 

The price terms, moreover, incorporate a new feature in the 
shape of provisions included to secure adequate and regular deliveries 
throughout the year. Further, upon notification by the Bacon 
Board that a sufficient total number of pigs has not been 
secured on contracts in each of the twelve months to ensure to 
curers an economic throughput, the contract may become deter- 
minable at the instance of any of the parties thereto. The producer 
is required to undertake to supply during the months January to 
April at least 25 per cent., and during the months September to 
December not more than 45 percent., of the total number of pigs for 
which he contracts. Bigs contracted for delivery and delivered and 
accepted in the first four months will rank for bonus, at rates vary- 
ing according to the proportions of pigs so delivered, to be provided 
from a fund raised by a contribution of 2d. per score to be paid by 
curers on all pigs delivered and accepted for bacon throughout 1936. 

Some adjustment has also been made in the price differences 
between classes, in the weight limits of Classes 2 and 3, and in 
the grade measurements of G-rades B and D. The deduction in 
the case of pigs which are black or mainly black can in future 
only be made if the carcase shows this characteristic after dressing. 

Transport and insurance arrangements have also been varied. 
The agreement with the Eadway Companies to carry pigs at a 
flat rate has been extended to all pigs regardless of the distance 
involved, and the rate has been reduced from Is. 8d. to Is. 6d. 
net (station to station). The producer is responsible for putting 
28457 B 3 
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the pigs on rail ; if he does not do so there will be a deduction oi 
6d. per pig from the price paid to him. The Eailway Companies 
also undertake to provide through road conveyance in all cases 
within 25' miles of the curer’s factory, where loads of not less than 
12 pigs can be made up with an average of not less than three pigs 
per collection. The rate for this service is 2s. Id. per pig. Both 
the cure!" and the producer have the option of providing then- 
own transport without l imi t a's to distance ; the flat rate per pig 
for road transport must, however, be paid in each case to the 
Eailway Company and a rebate claimed on a fixed scale according 
to distance. 

The obligation to insure all pigs sold under the contract has been 
abandoned. The curer, however, agrees to pay to the producer 
Id. per score on pigs accepted towards the cost of any insurance 
which the producer may wish to effect. In the absence of compulsory 
insurance, the producer has to deliver sound, healthy pigs, and 
his liability extends up to the factory, notwithstanding that the 
curer takes delivery when the pigs are put on rail or road vehicle. 
The Pigs Board have negotiated with the Insurance Companies 
mainly interested in livestock insurance, a policy under which con- 
tract pigs can be insured by producers at rates of Is. 6d. per pig 
for full cover and Is. 2d. per pig for cover of the carcase including 
head but excluding offals. Arrangements have also been made to 
enable curers, by consent of the pig producers concerned, to carry 
the insurance risk for full cover at Is. 2d. per pig. 

A new clause of considerable importance has been inserted in the 
contract to provide against the contingency of a fall in bacon prices 
(or rise in feed prices) of such magnitude as to make the contract 
price uneconomic for curer or producer. Either Board may in such 
circumstances give three months notice to declare the contracts 
void. In that event, an appeal may be made to a referee as to 
whether the contracts shall remain in force or not, and if, after 
taking into account prices of pigs and bacon and all other relevant 
factors, the referee so decides, the contracts shall remain in force. 

The original closing date for receipt of contracts by the Pigs 
Marketing Board was 14th November, 1934. As a result, however, 
of the short time allowed for signing contracts, the number of con- 
tracts received by that date was unsatisfactory. The agreement of 
" the Minister ” was therefore obtained to a six-days extension 
of the contract period. The number of pigs covered by contracts 
received by the Pigs Board up to 20th November amounted to 
1,688,000. This represented a small increase in the bacon pig 
output over 1934 but it was not regarded by the Boards as sufficient, 
having regard to the increase in the number of pigs on farms in 
Great Britain, as disclosed by the 1934 Agricultural Eeturns. The 
strict limitation of seasonal variations in the numbers of pigs con- 
tracted for had undoubtedly deterred a number of producers from 
contracting. Moreover, supplies were very unevenly distributed 
between factories. The agreement of “ the Minister ” to a further 
extension of the time for securing contracts was therefore obtained. 
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with a \ iew to providing .sufficient pigs to give all eurers an economic 
throughput, and a supplementary contract was issued which gave 
producers the opportunity of contracting with the Pigs Board, 
direct or through an agent, for an additional 450,000 pigs. The 
terms of this suppleruentai'y contract were, in most respects, the 
same as tno.se of the direct contract, but there were no limita- 
tions as to the minimum and maximum percentage of pigs to be 
delivered in any period of the year and no provisions for the pay- 
ment of level delivery bonuses. Curers were, however, required to 
pay to the Board 2d. per scoi’e on all pigs delivered and accepted for 
bacon under supplementary contracts, the proceeds to be added to 
the bonus fund. 

The closing date for the receipt of supplementary contracts by 
the Pigs Board was *22nd December, 19.34. By that date, however, 
contracts for only some 100,000 additional pigs out of the 450,000 
required had been obtained, and it was decided subsequently to take 
steps to augment the supply of pigs to meet curers’ requirements by 
the is.sue of a further supplementary contract. 

Efficiency Measures. 

The report of the Eeorganization Commission, which w^as pre- 
sented in October, 1932, contained, in addition to the draft market- 
ing schemes for pigs and bacon and proposals with regard to the 
regulation of imports, a number of other important recommenda- 
tions designed to increase the efficiency of the industrv. 

-\s regards pig production and marketing, the Commission’s pro- 
posals included the standardization of quality and type of bacon 
pigs, the px-omotion of research into diseases of pigs, improved 
management, regularity of production, and organized assembly and 
transport of pigs. 

On the bacon curing side, their m:iin proposal was the establish- 
ment of a Development Board to canry out a programme of 
“ rationalisation ” of the curing industry. The Commission’s pro- 
posals also covex’ed the standardization of cure and grading of bacon, 
research into bacon prodixction methods and the organization of 
marketing, including collective advertising. 

Progress has been made in some of the directions indicated by 
the Commission. The negotiation of a flat rate for transport of all 
pigs and the steps taken in the 1935 contract to secure regular 
deliveries throughout the year have already been described. As 
regards the standardization of quality and type of bacon pigs, the 
grading of all pigs delivered on contracts and the payment of pigs 
by grade are probably the most effective means of securing progress 
as they appeal to the producer through his pocket. Complete data 
with regard to the results of grading are not yet available, but the 
percentage of pigs rejected by the curers fell from 7'2 in November, 
1933, to 2'2 in December, 1934, while the numbers graded in the 
classes A, B and C increased from 47B per cent, to 63’8 per cent. 

Progress on the curing side of the industry may be expected to 
result from the establishment of the Development Scheme for 
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organising the production of bacon. A draft scheme, which w-as 
submitted by the two Boards under the Agricultural Marketing Act, 
1933, is at present under consideration. 

The question of the development of the tank curing method has 
attracted some attention. It is known that certain factories have 
increased their capacity for tank curing since the schemes came into 
operation, but more precise information is lacking. The Bacon 
Marketing Board are conducting enquiries with a view to obtaining 
this information. 

The Bacon Marketing Board have co-operated in the circulation 
te curers of a leaflet on the technique of bacon curing, prepared by 
Dr. E. H. Callow, of the Cambridge Low’ Temperature Eesearch 
Station, and issued by the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Eesearch. 

Segulation of Bacon Supplies. 

Quantitative regulation of bacon and ham imports dates from 
November, 1932, when, as a result of the low prices prevailing for 
bacon, agreement was reached with the eleven principal foreign 
countries exporting bacon to the United Kingdom, for a voluntary 
reduction of their supplies by some 15 per cent, compared with 
the three months November-January, 1931-32. 

Further reductions in imports from these countries were made by 
voluntary agreement from time to time dming 1933, the aim being 
to reduce foreign supphes, by the time the Pigs and Bacon Market- 
ing Schemes came into operation, to a level which, combined with 
home and Dominion supplies, would give a total figure approxi- 
mately equivalent to that at which the Eeorganization Commission 
recommended the stabilisation of total market supplies, namely, 
10,670,000 cwt. per annum. 

In 1934, further reductions in imports from foreign countries were 
effected by Order* under the Agricultural Marketing Act, 1933. 
The gross supplies of bacon t from home. Dominion and foreign 
sources during 1934, compared with 1932, were as follows : —

Miscellaneous. 

Accounts of the Boards. — Copies of the Income and Expenditure 
Accounts and of the Boards’ Balance Sheets as at 31st December, 
1933 and 1934, are printed in Appendix III. 

Expenses of Promoting the Schemes. — A certificate under Sec- 
tion 22 (-2) of the ^Agricultural Marketing Act, 1933, was given by 
“the Minister ’’ on 28th February, 1934, in respect of the expenses, 
amounting to £1,670 Os. 6d., incurred by the Food Manufacturers’ 
Federation, Incorporated, in connection with the promotion, sub- 
mission and bringing into operation of the Bacon Marketing 
Scheme. A similar certificate in connection with the Pigs Market- 
ing Scheme was given on 12th June, 1934, in respect of expenses, 
amounting to £2,031 13s. 9d. , incurred by the National Farmers’ 
Unions of England and Scotland. 

Imposition of Penalties on Registered Producers. — The schemes 
provide that the respective Boards shall impose upon and recover 
from registered producers who sell pigs or bacon, as the case may 
be, in contravention of the provisions of the schemes or of deter- 
minations of the Boards thereunder, monetary penalties. Failure 
to comply with a demand of the Board for retons or other informa- 
tion relating to the regulated product also renders a registered 
producer under either scheme liable to the imposition of a penalty 
by' the Board. No penalties have hitherto been imposed by the 
Pigs Marketing Board. Penalties in respect of failure to render 
returns have been imposed by the Bacon Board on 13 registered 
ciirers, the total penalties amounting to £65. 

Amendment of Schemes. — Amendments of the Bacon Marketing 
Scheme were submitted by the Bacon Board in March, 1984. 
These included three unopposed amendments which were approved 
in June by the Bacon Marketing Scheme (Amendment) Order, 
1934,* and two other amendments designed to enable the Board 
to determine the quantity of bacon that may be sold in any year 
by any registered curer, and to secure that in any expansion of the 
market for home-produced bacon the extent to which any registered 
cm-er might participate with bacon produced from pigs of his own 
production should be regulated. Objections to the two latter 
amendments were lodged by the Parliamentary Committee of the 
Co-operative Congress, and a public inquiry into the objections was 
held by Mr. N. L. Macaskie, K.G., by direction of “ the Minister.” 
The objections and the report on the inquiry are under consideration. 

The Pigs Marketing Board have recently submitted to “ the 
Minister ” a series of amendments to the Pigs Marketing Scheme. 
The period for lodging objections or representations with respect 
to the proposed amendments expired on 16th April, 1935. 
Complaints regarding the Operation of the Schemes. 

Beference has been made above (page 34) to the findings of the 
Committee of Investigation for Great Britain upon a complaint 

* S.E. & 0. 1934 No. 679. 
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which “ the Minister ” referred to them regarding a term of the 
first contract relative to the insurance of pigs. 

The Committee have had under consideration complaints 
by the Parhamentary Committee of the Co-operative Congress as to 
(o) the omission in the third contract of any obligation to insure 
pigs and (b) the requirements in the third contract regarding the 
flat rate system for the transport of all live pigs purchased by 
curers ; they have also had under consideration a complaint upon 
the latter point by the National Federation of Meat Traders’ 
Associations.

MILK MAEKETING- SCHEME, 1933. 

The Milk Marketing Scheme, covering England and Wales, came 
into force on 28th July, 1933. At the initial poll of registered 
producers, 96 per cent, of those voting, counting numbers and 
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productive capacity, were in favour of the scheme remaining in 
force, and accordingly it came fully into operation, at the end of 
the suspensory period, on 6th October, 1933. 

The main features of the scheme were described in the last report. 
In each region (of which there are eleven) the registered pro- 
ducers receive a “ pool ” price, which is arrived at by distributing 
among the producers the total proceeds of the sale of all milk by 
wholesale in the region (after adjustments have been made in 
respect of intei-regional compensation payments and of the 
premiums earned by individual producers) in proportion to the 
quantities of milk sold wdiolesale by each. 

The first Board administering the scheme consisted of the 
members named in the scheme and two members nominated by 
the Minister and held office until 30th June, 1934, when they 
were replaced by the elected board consisting of 12 regional 
members, 3 special members and 2 members co-opted by the 
Board after consultation with the Market Supply Committee." 
Elections of the regional members were held on 2nd June, 1934; 
the special members were elected at the annual general meeting 
held on 8th June, 1934. Of the members of the first Board, 6 
were re-elected as regional members and 2 as special members, 
so that the new Board included 6 regional members and 1 special 
member who had not previously held office. The members co-opted 
by the Board were Lord Cranworth and Mr. M. Hely-Hutchinson , 
the latter being one of the Minister’s nominees on the first Board. 

The remuneration of members of the first Board, voted by the 
registered producers at the annual general meeting, was : — 
Chairman £T,200, Vice-Chairman ^700, other members £350 each. 

Contact between the Board and the regions is maintained by 
regional committees elected by the registered producers in each 
region . 

The number of producers registered under the scheme on 
31st December, 1934, was 158,706. 

The main work of the Board has been in connection wnth the 
regulation of sales of milk by registered producers and the adminis- 
tration of the pooling provisions of the scheme. Sales by wholesale 
by registered producers have been governed by the terms of 
contracts prescribed by the Board ; producer-retailer sales have been 
controlled thraugh the conditions attaching to the retail licences. 

A statement showing the quantities of Hulk sold under the scheme 
during the period 6th October, 1933, to 31st December, 1934, is 
given on page 58. 

Wholesale Contracts. 

The scheme provides that the Board may, from time to time, 
after consultation with representatives of purchasers of milk by 
wholesale, prescribe the terms on which and the form in which 

* During tie period of 12 montha from 30th June, 1934, the co-option of 
any person to the Board is subject to the approval of the Minister. 
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contracts for the sale of milk by registered producers (other than 
sales by retail) shall be made. The scheme also provided, however, 
that during' the year follo'wing the end of the suspensory period, 
that is to say, from 6th October, 1933, to 5th October, 1934, the 
Board should not make any determination with regard to prices, 
or prescribe the terms of any contracts 'which affected prices, with- 
out first consulting representatives of the wholesale purchasers, 
together with three persons appointed by the Minister ; and if, 
after such consultation, the Board and the purchasers’ repre- 
sentatives failed to agree upon the price, the Appointed Persons 
should fix the price. The Minister appointed Mr. P. M. Bussell 
Davies, K.C., Mr. A. B. Cutforth, C.B.E., B.C.A., and Mr. 
W. Fraser, C.B.B., to act in the circumstances referred to. 

The Board have prescribed the terms and the form of the 
wholesale contracts for three periods ; — 

(i) 6th October, 1933, to 31st March, 1934. 

(ii) 1st April to 30th September, 1934. 

(iii) 1st October, 1934, to 30th September, 1935. 

As regards the first and second contracts, the Board and the 
purchasers’ representatives failed to agree upon prices, which 
were accordingly fixed by the Appointed Persons. In the case of 
the third contract, however, the Board and the purchasers’ repre- 
sentatives were able to reach agreement. 

The form of the three contracts -was on similar lines. In each 
case the Board were a party to it and the purchase price was 
payable to them ; the contract was conditional upon its registration 
with the Board, who were entitled to enforce any of the rights of 
the registered producer thereunder as well as their own. The 
main operative provisions of the contracts are compared in the 
following paragraphs. 

Methods of Sale . — A registered producer may contract to sell 
either the whole output of his herd or of a stated number of cows, or 
he may contract to deliver a stated daily quantity of milk. In the 
latter case an additional premium, called the level delivery pre- 
mium, is payable by the purchaser. The first contract provided for 
two rates of premium, Id. per gallon for a variation of 5 per cent, 
either way from the level quantity, and Jd. per gallon for a 
variation of 10 per cent. In the second and third contracts, 
provision was made for one level delivery premium only, namely, 
Jd. per gallon for a variation of 10 per cent. During the first 
contract period, level delivery contracts comprised 26 per cent, of 
the total number of contracts ; in the second period the percentage 
was 19. 

Prices . — The following table shows the prices prescribed by the 
Board for liquid milk in the three contract periods. In the first 
and second periods the prices prescribed were those fixed by the 
Appointed Persons.

t In March, 1934, the prices of fresh cream and tinned cream were reduced 
by the Appointed Persons to 7*d. and 6d. per gallon respectively. 
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Delivery. — Each contract provided that delivery could be made 
(1) direct to the purchaser’s railway station or dairy, or (2) to a col- 
lecting depot approved by the Board, the producer paying in each 
case the costs of transport. Where milk was consigned to an ap- 
proved depot, the purchaser was entitled to deduct from the pur- 
chase price an allowance for transit risks. Under the first contract, 
the allowance was ^d. per gallon ; under the second contract it was 
Jd. per gallon if the milk was subsequently delivered from the 
depot to any place in the South-Eastern region and Id. per gallon 
if delivered elsewhere. The transit risk allowance in the third 
contract is -Jd. per gallon in all regions. 

Conditions of Re-sale. 

(a) Re-sale by wholesale or semi-wholesale. — In the first con- 
tract, the re-sale conditions applied only to re-sales by retail, but 
in the two subsequent contracts they were extended to cover mini- 
mum prices, according to quantity, at which the milk could be re- 
sold by wholesale or semi- wholesale. The second contract specified 
two quantity limits for this pm'pose : on re-sale up to and includ- 
ing 1,000 gallons per day it was required that the price should not 
be less than the wholesale buying price increased by Id. per gallon, 
and on re-sale exceeding 1,000 gallons per day by -J-d. per gallon. 
A. more complete sub-division of the quantity basis v^tm provided 
in the third contract. 

(b) Re-sale by retail. — In the first contract period, the sale of 
milk by retail was governed by a clause inserted both in the whole- 
sale contract and in the producer-retailers’ licences that milk must 
not be sold at a price below the prevailing retail price in the 
district. The phrase " prevailing retail price ” was not defined 
and neither prices nor districts were specified : instead, prices were 
left to be settled locally by retailers and producer-retailers. The 
system proved to be unsatisfactory in practice. 

After reviewing the retail . price position resulting from the 
operation of the first contract, the Consumers’ Committee for 
England reported to the Minister that they were not prepared to 
accept as axiomatic the assumption that the fixing of wholesale 
prices necessitated the fixing of retail prices, though they 
appreciated that it might be difficult, under the scheme, to frame 
a satisfactory contract without some provision in regard to the 
minimum prices at which milk bought under the contract should 
be sold. But if it was necessary that the contract should contain 
such a provision, they suggested that it should be based, not on 
the prevailing retail price in the district, but on a minimum margin 
or margins above the wholesale price, and that the Board, in 
prescribing a minimum margin for any area, should base it upon 
a figure low enough to give no more than a reasonable return to 
the distributors in that area working under the most economical 
conditions or giving the least expensive sendees consistent with 
efficiency. 
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Accordingly, in the second contract the prevailing retail price 
clause was dropped and replaced by a danse providing that the 
pui'chaser would not sell by retail at less than a “ minimum 
appropriate retail price,” which was defined as a price exceeding 
the wholesale price by not less than specified minimum margins 
varj-ing from 8d. per gallon in rural areas to lOd. per gallon in large 
cities. 

In the third contract, minimum appropriate retail prices have 
been fixed for different area.s as follows ; —

The retail price clauses of the second and third contracts con- 
tained an important proviso to the effect that the Board, if they 
thought fit, could reduce the minimum appropriate price in any 
area, if they received a resolution from the retailers in that area 
recommending a reduction. A resolution is deemed to have been 
duly passed if. in the opinion of the Board (whose decision is 
final), the persons voting in favour constituted a majority 
of the persons entitled to vote and represented the major part of 
the milk sold by retail in the area. In the third (the present) 
contract period, the Board have sanctioned reductions in some 
276 districts, following the receipt of resolutions from local 
retailers. 

The Consumers' Committee for England again considered the 
subject of retail prices as affected by the introduction of minimum 
margin arrangements and submitted a further report in which they 
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expressed the view that the margins prescribed under the second 
contract were not low enough to make an allowance for the wide 
variations in the character and coat of the services rendered by 
different distributors. 

In a subsequent letter to the Minister they added that the distri- 
butive margins secured rmder the minimum price arrangements of 
the third contract were, in general, even higher than those pro- 
vided for in the second contract. An investigation into the costs 
and profits of milk distribution is now being undertaken by the 
Pood Council. 

Dividends and Discounts on Retail Sales . — Under the contracts, 
any registered Co-operative Society may return dividends on retail 
sales of milk where the dividend is payable not oftener than every 
three months. Other retailers may also allow their customers divi- 
dends or discounts on retail sales of milk payable not oftener than 
once in three months, and not exceeding the rate per £ actually 
paid on retail sales by any Co-operative Society operating in the 
district. 

Sales of Contract Milk . — The numbers of wholesale contracts 
registered with the Board were 78,181 in the first contract period, 
79,920 in the second contract period, and 83,264 in the thh-d period. 
The total quantity of milk sold under the contracts during the year 
ended 30th September, 1934, was 716,248,568 gallons and of this 
quantity 523,630,238 gallons or 73 per cent, were sold for liquid 
consumption, and 192,618,330 gallons or 27 per cent, for manu- 
facture.

The average 
realisation value for the six months April to September, 1934, was, including 
the repayable advances, 5-56 pence per gallon. 
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The number of persons or firms purchasing milk under the 
wholesale contracts for the year ended 30th September, 1934, was 
18,472 and the sum receivable by the Board under the terms of 
the contracts was £32,233,473. 

Farm Cheesemakers. 

The Milk Act, 1934, made provision for milk marketing boards 
to receive repayable advances in respect of milk manufactured into 
cheese on farms as well as in respect of milk manufactured into 
cheese in factories. The Board accordingly introduced, in the 
second contract period, a special farm cheesemakers’ contract, and 
this arrangement has been continued, on terms more advantageous 
to the farm cheesemaker, in the third contract period. 

In the second contract period, the net effect of the arrangement 
made between the Board and the farm cheesemakers was that the 
latter received in respect of their milk the advance accruing to the 
Board under the Milk Act, together with an additional allow'ance 
from the general funds of the Board of Jd. per lb. in the case 
of Caerphilly and soft cheese and Id. per lb. in the case of other 
varieties of cheese. Under the present contract, the farm cheese- 
maker receives the advance accruing under the Milk Act, together 
with an allowance of 3d. per lb. in the first seven months 
and 2Jd. per lb. in the last five months of the contract period, 
except in the case of Caerphilly or soft cheese where the allowance 
is at half these rates. He may also contract to make cheese 
over 12, 7 or 6 months, being free in the two latter cases to sell 
his milk in the other months. 

The quantity of milk dealt with under the farm cheesemakers’ 
contract during the six months April to September, 1934, was 
18,846,042 gallons. 

Producer-Retailers. 

The scheme provides that no registered producer shall sell 
mil k by retail except in accordance with the terms of a licence 
issued by the Board. The licence which was issued when the 
scheme came into operation was valid until 30th September, 1934. 
By a resolution of the Board, producer-retailers whose sales did 
not exceed one gallon a day were exempted from the licensing 
provisions. This resolution has since been rescinded with effect 
from the 1st October, 1934, .and the position now is that every 
registered producer who sells milk by retail (except those who sell 
milk only to their employees for consumption in the employees’ 
households) must be licensed by the Board. The new retail licence 
came into force in 1st October, 1934, and expires on 30th Septem- 
ber, 193S. The main conditions of the producer-retailer’s 
licence relate to (a) the contribution payable by the producer- 
retailer to the funds of the Board, and (b) the price at which the 
licensee may sell milk by retail. 
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As regards the latter, the first licence prohibited the producer- 
retailer from selling milk by retail at less than the prevailing 
retail price for his district. In the current licence, the producer- 
retailer is required to observe the same minimum appropriate retail 
prices as purchasers buying milk by wholesale. 

The number of producer-retailers licensed by the Board on 
31st December, 1934, was 69,160, and the average monthly gross 
contributions payable by them during the first year of the scheme 
were as under ; —

If a producer-retailer sells no milk by wholesale, otherwise than 
on level delivery terms, he is entitled to the level delivery premium 
appropriate to his region in respect of his retail sales. The above 
averages do not take into account any level delivery premiums 
to which the producers may have been, and in most cases were, 
entitled. 


The Finances of the Board — The Pooling Arrangements. 

The moneys received by the Board under the scheme are dealt 
with each month in the follnwing manner. 

The Board are first required to debit each region -with a general 
expenses levy, if any, in respect of each gallon of milk sold in the 
region. The purpose of this levy is to raise a fund to meet the 
expenses and liabilities of the Board, and to provide reserves. Next, 
the level delivery, special service and other premiums earned by 
registered producers are credited to the accounts of the producers 
concerned. Then, the inter-regional compensation le-vy, payable in 
respect of each gallon of milk sold for liquid milk consumption, is 
assessed and the appropriate amounts debited to each region. The 
object of this levy is' to ensure that the pool prices do not vary 
unduly as between the regions by reason of the different quantities 
of milk sold for manufacturing purposes. The proceeds are 
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distributed among the regions in such proportion as the Board think 
best, bud they are under no obligation to secure that the pool prices 
shall be equalised in the various regions, and they may, in any 
month, defer the distribution of all, or part, of the proceeds of the 
levy until some later date. 

The total amounts received by the Board for the sale of milk in 
each region, including any amounts due in respect of repayable 
advances under the Milk Act, 1934, are next credited to the regions 
concerned and, after making adjustments for any transport and 
freight charges which may be payable by individual producers, the 
net amounts then standing to the credit of the regional pools are 
distributed among the registered producers in the regions in pro- 
portion to the quantity of milk sold (other^than by retail) by each 
registered producer, irrespective of the purpose for which the milk 
was, in fact, used. 

General Expenses Levy. — ^During the first year of the scheme, 
the general expenses levy was at the rate of Jd. per gallon in ten 
out of the twelve months; in the other two months — ^May and 
June — no levy was charged but, as explained previously, producers 
and distributors each contributed Jd. per gallon in May to estab- 
lish a fund for pubhcity purposes. 

The actual cost of administering the scheme, including the 
expenses of its promotion and its administration at headquarters 
and in the regions, has worked out at one-twelfth of a penny per 
gallon. The remainder of the sum collected has been put to 
reserve. 

Intcr-Regional Compensation Levy. — The inter-regional com- 
pensation levy was fixed at the rate of Id. per gallon in each month 
during the first year. In the early months, part of the proceeds 
were carried forward as a balance in the Inter-Eegional Com- 
pensation Fund Account and used to supplement the apportionment 
in later months. The total amount collected and allocated during 
the year was approximately milHon.

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The Regional Pool Prices . — A statement of the pool prices in 
each region for the year ended 30th September, 1934, together 
with those for October, November and December, 1934, is given 
on the following page. 

Publicity Pimd.— The sum realised for publicity through the May 
levies was £84,000. In accordance with the undertaking which is 
embodied in the terms of the wholesale contract, ten per cent, of 
this amount was reserved by the Board for research purposes and 
the balance, namely, £75,600, allocated for publicity through the 
National Milk Pubhcity Council. 

.iccounts of the Board . — Copies of the General Pool Account, the 
Inter-Eegional Compensation Fund Account, the Income and Ex- 
penditure (General Expenses) Account and of the Board’s Balance 
Sheet as at 31st March, 1934, are printed in Appendix III. 

The Milk-in-Sohools Movement. 

This movement for increasing the sale of milk to schoolchildren 
represents an important development in the marketing of liquid 
milk. Its extension on a large scale has been made possible by 
the organisation of producers under milk marketing schemes 
and the facilities provided by Section 11 of the Milk Act, 1934, 
under which the Exchequer may contribute a sum not exceeding 
one-half the expenses incurred by a milk marketing board in 
carrying out any approved arrangements for increasing the demand 
for milk, subject to the total Exchequer expenditme on all 
approved schemes not exceeding £1,000,000, of which £860,000 
has been allocated to England and Wales. The arrangements 
proposed by the Milk Marketing Board for England were 
formulated by an Advisory Committee under the Chairmanship 
of Lord Astor and, after approval by the Minister, came into 
Operation on 1st October, 1934. Particulars of these arrange- 
ments, which were approved on 25th September, 1934, were laid 
before Parliament.* Briefly, they provide for the supply of milk 
to schoolchildren, for consumption on the school premises, 
at a reduced price of id. per one-third pint, the retailers agreeing 
to accept 6d. per gallon for their distributing services. Whenever 
possible, the milk is dehvered in bottles and the source and quahty 
of the supply is required to be approved by the appropriate Medical 
Officer. All full-time schools recognised for grant by the Board 
of Education are included in the scope of the scheme, as well as 
certain authorised courses of instruction for unemployed boys and 
girls under the Unemployment Act, 1934. 

The returns so far available show that the scheme has been taken 
up with enthusiasm ; it is estimated that nearly 6,000,000 gallons 
.were consumed dm-ing the first three months, over 2-J million 
children receiving milk.

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Accredited Producers Scheme. 

The Board are required by the scheme to prepare, as soon as 
they think it practicable, a register of accredited producers who 
satisfy the Board that they are complying, and will continue to 
comply, with such conditions as may be prescribed for securing 
the purity and good quality of milk sold by them. To this end, the 
Board, in consultation with the County Councils’ Association and 
the Association of Municipal Corporations, have formulated an 
Accredited Milk Scheme which will come into operation on 1st 
May, 1935. This scheme establishes a roll of accredited producers, 
and any registered producer who presents to the Board a Grade A 
Certificate given under the Milk (Special Designations) Order, 1923, 
will be entitled to have his name placed on the I’oll. A bonus, in 
addition to the pool price, will be paid monthly at the rate of Id. 
per gallon to all accredited producers. The fund for payment of 
the bonus will be raised by a small levy on each gallon of milk 
sold by registered producers. 

Producers of Grade A (T.T.) and Certified milk who sell their 
milk through the Board will be entitled to have their names entered 
on the roll. 


Complaints regarding the Operation of the Scheme. 
Consumers’ Complaints. 

Complaints by consumers related mainly to the retail price situa- 
tion and were considered by the Consumers’ Committee for England 
who, as stated previously, submitted two reports on this subject in 
1934. They also reported upon a complaint of the Eeunion des 
Gastronomes. 

Other Complaints. 

In 1934 the Minister directed the Committee of Investigation 
for England to consider and report to him upon two complaints 
as to the operation of the scheme and also upon the report of the 
Consumers’ Committee relating to the complaint of the Reunion 
des Gastronomes. 

The first of these complaints was made by the National Associa- 
tion of Creamery Proprietors. It related to the refusal of the 
Board to approve premises of certain members of the complainant 
Association as collecting depots for the purposes of the second 
contract (April to September, 1934). The Committee heard 
evidence from the Board and from the Association (both of whom 
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were represented by Counsel,! and the main heads of their findings 
were ; — 

(i) Xhe Board have a right to withhold their approval ot 
collecting depots for good and sufficient reasons, and the 
general principles on which the Board proceeded were not 
unreasonable. 

(ii) Having regard to the changes in trade, character and 
practice, the Board, in exercising this right, should have given 
the longest possible warning to enable buyers to effect any 
necessary re-adjustments. In deciding not to approve certain 
depots, the Board acted with somewhat undue haste and, in 
certain cases, acted arbitrarily. 

dii) The premises of three members of the Association 
should be placed on the approved hst of depots for the second 
contract period, but the Board should be free to consider the 
approval of the premises of the reinstated cases for the ensuing 
contract period, provided due notice was given to the parties 
concerned. It should be open to any member of the Associa- 
tion whose premises were not on the approved list, and who 
was not heard by the Committee (and whose contracts had not 
been registered with the Board), to put forward evidence to 
the Milk Marketing Board in support of his claim to be 
placed on the same footing as the reinstated cases. 

On being notified of the Committee’s findings, the Board at once 
agreed to comply with (hi) above. 

The second complaint was made by Amalgamated Master 
Dairymen, Ltd., and was to the effect that their members had 
been placed at a competitive disadvantage with large manufacturers 
of milk products by the action of the Board in restricting the allow- 
ance of manufacturing rebate to persons who buy at least 500 
gallons per day and manufacture at least SOO gallons. The Associa- 
tion wished to have these restrictions entirely removed in regard to 
all milk manufactured into cream. 

After hearing the parties, the Committee found that, to the 
extent that the restrictions imposed by the Milk Marketing Board 
prevented small manufactnrers from claiming a rebate, the action 
of the Board might fairly be said to be contrary to the interests 
of Amalgamated Master Dairymen, Ltd. The Committee were, 
however, of the opinion that the action of the Board was justified, 
that it was in the interests of milk producers and milk manu- 
facturers as a whole, and might, therefore, be said to have been 
in the public interest. 

The Reunion des Gastronomes claimed that their members, who 
are concerned in the hotel and restaurant trade, should receive the 
manufacturing rebates in respect of milk used in their kitchens, not- 
withstanding the fact that the members were not in a position to 
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comply with the requu-ements a-s to the purchase of 500 gallons per 
day and the manufactme of 300 gallons. The Consumers’ Com- 
mittee reported that, so far as the interests of consumers, as defined 
in Section 9 (6) of the Agricultural Marketing Act, 1931, were con- 
cerned, they saw no reason for recommending any departure from 
the arrangements made by the Board for the supply of milk to 
members of the Eeunion. They added that the question whether 
there was a case for altering the arrangements in the interests of 
the hotel and restaurant trade did not appear to fall within their 
province. 

The Report of the Consumers’ Committee was referred to the 
Committee of Investigation for England who, on the evidence 
and arguments submitted to them on behalf of the parties, found 
that the action of the Milk Marketing Board of which complaint 
was made was reasonable, and that there was no justification for 
the complaint in the form in which it was referred to the Com- 
mittee. On the broader issue, which was raised by the Eeunion at 
the hearing, that their members are now having to pay higher prices 
tor milk than in pre-scheme days, the Committee found (i) that 
it might be said that the provisions of the .scheme in regard to 
prices and the action of the Board in putting these provisions into 
effect were contrary to the interests of members of the Reunion, 
but (ii) that the relevant provisions of the scheme and the action 
of the Board in putting them into force were in the interests of 
milk producers as a whole and might therefore, in the absence of 
counter-balancing considerations, be said to be in the pubhc 
interest. 


Miscellaneous. 

Manufacturing operations of the Board . — Subject to certain 
exceptions and conditions, the Board are under an obhga- 
tion to accept all milk for which a registered producer is 
unable to find a customer upon the terms of the contract pre- 
scribed by the Board. Owing to a concentration of unsold milk 
in the Cumberland district in the spring of 1934, the Board de- 
cided to purchase and equip a factory at Aspatria for the manu- 
facture of Cheddar cheese. The factory commenced operations in 
April, and the quantity of milk manufactured during the six months 
ending on 30th September, 1934, was 305,000 gallons. The 
number of producers supplying the factory was 103. 

Scottish Milk . — ^Before the scheme came into operation, consider- 
able quantities of Scottish milk were available to English buyers at 
rates generally below those at which milk of English production 
could be bought. The cheaper supplies of Scottish milk continued 
to be sold in the Enghsh market after the English Milk Scheme 
came into operation, and, in consequence, an arrangement was 
made between the English and Scottish Milk Boards whereby the 
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English Board agreed to compensate the Scottish Board for milk 
withheld, from the English market. 

Fresh Cream. — Arrangements have also been made between the 
chief manufacturers of cream in. England, Scotland, Northern 
Ireland and the Irish Free State with regard to the rates at which 
fresh cream shall be sold by wholesale. The agreement originally 
made took effect from 10th July, 1934. A second agreement 
operated from 29th October, 1934, and w-as superseded by a third 
on 5th January, 1935. 

Contraventions of the. Scheme. — ^In pursuance of the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Act, 1931, the scheme provides that the 
Board shall impose upon every registered producer who 
contravenes any provision of the scheme, such monetary 
penalties, not exceeding the maximum laid down, as the Board think 
just. The number of penalties imposed by the Board since the 
commencement of the scheme and up to the 30th November, 1934, 
was 413, amounting in the aggregate to A'8,050. 

Expenses of Promoting the Scheme. — A certificate under 
Section 22 (2) of the Agricultural Marketing Act, 1933, was 
given by the Minister on 6th March, 1934, in respect of 
expenditure amounting to £1,995 incurred by the National 
Farmers’ Union in connection with the promotion , submission and 
bringing into operation of the scheme. 

“ The Home Farmer ”. — In order to keep registered producers 
fully acquainted with the progress of the scheme, the Board have 
circulated a journal monthly to their registered producers. The 
first issue of this journal, which is called “ The Home Farmer ”, 
was made in May, 1934. 
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THE POTATO MARKETI^fO SCHEME, 1933 


The Potato ilarketing Scheme, which applies to Great Britain, 
came into force on 21st December, 1933, following afQrmative I'eao- 
lutions of the House of Lords on 12th December and the House of 
Commons on 20th December. The initial poll of registered pro- 
ducers was held in January, 1934, and of the registered producers 
voting 90'44 per cent., representing 90-6 per cent, of productive 
eapacitj’, were in favour of the scheme, which accordingly came into 
full operation at the end of the suspensory period on 9th March, 
1934. To provide funds for the conduct of the initial poll, the 
Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries and the Secretary of State for 
Scotland sanctioned a loan to the Potato Marketing Board of T3,300 
from the Agricultural Marketing Funds. The loan was not taken 
up as the Board made other arrangements with their bankers. 

The Potato Marketing Scheme is designed to improve and stabilise 
returns to potato growers and to promote marketing efficiency. 
Unlike its immediate predecessors, the Pigs, Bacon and Milk 
Schemes, it is not modelled upon, the recommendations of a Ee- 
organisation Commission but is the work of the producers’ own 
representatives. The marketing powers with which the Board have 
been endowed are almost entirely regulatory in character. 

The first Board held office until 31st October, 1934, and con- 
sisted of the members named in the scheme, together with two 
members nominated by the Minister and the Secretary of State, 
namely, Mr. W. Gavin, C.B.B., and Capt. the Hon. James Gray 
Stuart, M.V.O., M.G., M.P. In accordance with the scheme, the 
Board appointed an Executive Committee of seven of their members, 
an Advisory Committee for Scotland and a Eetailers’ Committee. 
The other Committees appointed by the Board were the Merchants' 
Authorization Committee and the Basic -Acreage Committee. The 
Executive Committee have appointed a number of sub-committees 
to assist them in different phases of their work. 

The first annual election of members of the Board was held in 
October, 1934. All the sitting district member's of the Board in 
England and Wales were returned unopposed. In Scotland, there 
were ten candidates for six vacancies and, of the six elected, two 
were new members. At the subsequent general meeting of regis- 
tered producers five members of the original Board were elected as 
special members ; four of these were merchants. After consultation 
with the Market Supply Committee and with the approval of the 
Minister and the Secretary of State, the Board appointed Mr. Gavin 
and the Hon. J. G. Stuart to serve as co-opted members. 
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The remuneration of members of the Board voted by the regis- 
tered producers at the annual general meeting was as under ; —

The machinery of market regulation. 

Since the powers of the Board are largely regulatory they can only 
be effective if based on accurate, full and up-to-date information 
and if backed by adequate “ pohcing ” powers. The Board have 
appointed a number of regional supervisors whose duties are to 
establish contact with and give guidance to producers and mer- 
chants, to verify producers’ basic acreages, to visit markets and to 
keep the Board posted with detailed formation. Market super- 
visors have also been appointed for several of the larger wholesale 
markets. The work of this marketing staff is co-ordinated at the 
Board’s headquarters. 

The Board depend largely upon the collaboration of wholesale 
merchants for the effective working of the scheme. Accordingly, 
they have introduced a system of authorizing merchants, as de- 
scribed later. The chief condition of authorization is that merchants 
shall co-operate with the Board in securing the observance of their 
determinations prescribing what potatoes may be sold and how they 
may he sold. 

Regulation of the> marketed supply. 

This country is practically self-suf6cient as regards the supply of 
maincrop potatoes. In the past, the chief cause of loss to potato 
growers has been the tendency, in years when the yield per acre has 
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been above the average, for even a small surplus to be accompanied 
bv a disproportionate fall in producers’ prices. 

The Board have powers under the scheme to regulate the mar- 
keted supply of potatoes in two ways — they may determine the de- 
scription of potatoes that may be sold by registered producers, and 
by this power they can prohibit the sale for human consumption 
of potatoes capable of passing through a riddle of a prescribed 
gauge ; or if, after estimating the total quantity of potatoes likely to 
be available for human consumption during any year beginning 
1st September, they consider that there is likely to be a substantial 
excess over demand, they may determine the quantity of potatoes 
which registered producers may sell for human consumption. The 
scheme provides that, unless the Board othei’wise determine, 
potatoes of the description “ smalls ”, that is to say potatoes (other 
than new potatoes) which are capable of passing through a square 
mesh of IJ^ inches, shall not be sold for human consumption during 
the period commencing on 1st September in any year and ending 
on 31st July next following. 

The Board began operations in March, 1934, towards the end of a 
season of heavy production, when it was scarcely possible to do much 
to improve the situation. Nevertheless, a regulation prohibiting 
sales for human consumption of potatoes of less than I" inches or 
IJ inches in diameter, according to varieties, was issued on 10th 
April, 1934, and continued in force until 31st July. The introduc- 
tion of this minimum size was followed by some strengthening of 
prices. 

Preliminary estimates of the 1934 maincrop indicated that produc- 
tion was likely to be about the average for the preceding ten vears. 
For some time after the crop came on the market the Board did 
not find it necessary to bring any special regulation into force, but 
the prohibition of the sale of “ smalls ” for human consumption 
operated from 1st September, 1934, as provided in the scheme. On 
6th December, however, the Board made a determination prohibit- 
ing the sale for human consumption of potatoes capable of passing 
through meshes varying from If inches to If inches according to 
varieties and districts. The object of the regulation was to 
strengthen the market, check overloading of supplies and create a 
higher level of grading. 

During the present season, the Board have begun to purchase in 
Scotland certain quantities of potatoes for future delivery, with a 
view to reheving the price situation in that country. 

In connection with the regulation of the market supply, valuable 
data are provided by the census of stocks remaining on farms which 
is taken at intervals by the Board. 

The quantitative regulation of home supplies has been accom- 
panied by the regulation of imports. A system of control by volun- 
tary arrangements with exporting countries was in operation when 
the Board took office, and continued until the end of October, 1934. 
Since 8th November, 1934, a system of regulation of imports by 
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Order* of the Board of Trade has been in force ; no XDotatoea may now 
be imported from the Irish Free State or foreign countries except 
under licence. An association of potato importers has been formed 
to facilitate the granting of licences, but, if they so desire, non- 
members may apply for a licence direct to the Board of Trade. 
The quantities of imports permitted are fixed from time to time by 
the Board of Trade after consultation with the Market Supply 
Committee and the Departments concerned, and after consideration 
of actual and prospective market conditions. 

The Potato Marketing Board have from the outset kept in close 
touch with Government Departments in connection with import 
regulation. They have also come to an arrangement with the 
Government of Northern Ireland and the principal potato exporting 
interests in that country, whereby, except in special circumstances, 
not more than 200,000 tons will be shipped annually to Great 
Britain. Finally, the Board have been in negotiation with the 
authorities and representatives of agriculture in Jersey, and with 
exporters in Spain, with a view to securing that exports from these 
countries shall end at an earlier date than has hitherto been 
customary. 

The disposal of surplus. 

The Board have power to buy and sell surplus potatoes, which are 
defined in the scheme as potatoes which registered producers are 
prohibited from selling for human consumption in Great Britain 
or potatoes which, in the opinion of the Board, are not required or 
are not likely to be required for human consumption. In connection 
with their general powers to encourage, promote or conduct agricul- 
tural education, research and co-operation with respect to potatoes 
and products derived therefrom, the Board may maintain labora- 
tories, workshops and factories, and they may carry out experiments 
and employ skilled, professional and technical advisers. 

As a first step towards the disposal of surplus, a sub-committee 
has been appointed to investigate the possibility of industrial utili- 
sation of potatoes, and schemes for the manufacture of farina and for 
drying potatoes for stock feed have already been considered. 

The Excess Acreage Levy. 

If, in the opinion of the Board, their expenditure in the operation 
of the scheme is likely to be increased as a result of plantings by 
registered producers in excess of their “basic acreages”, the 
Board may require the producers concerned to pay a special, non- 
recurring, levy not exceeding £5 per acre in respect of their excess 
acreage. 

Generally, the basic acreage of a registered producer is the maxi- 
mum number of acres in his occupation in 1934, which were under 


• The Potato (Import Regulation) Order, 1934 (S.E. & 0 . 1934, No. 1160). 
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potatoes in 1933 ; but a producer has the option of selecting as an 
alternative, within a stated time after the date of his registration, 
either the av’erage acreage he had under potatoes in the years 1931, 
1932 and 1933, or the largest acreage (subject to a maximum of 
7 acres) he had in any of those years. The acreage under potatoes 
in Great Britain in 1933 was 671,000 acres, the highest recorded 
since 1922. 

In April, 1934, the Board announced that they would require each 
registered producer, who planted in excess of his basic acreage, to 
pay a levy of £5 per acre on his excess acreage. The excess plant- 
ings on which levy has been assessed amount to about 3,000 acres, or 
about one-half of one per cent, of the aggregate basic acreage of 
registered producers, which at 30th November, 1934, was: —

market Intelligence Service. 

Local and temporary maladjustments of supplies and demand 
frequently arise during the season as a result of growers' lack of 
confidence in market conditions due mainly to insufidcient informa- 
tion. The Board have developed an extensive system of market 
intelligence based on weekly reports of their supervisors. With 
the aid of these, and of a periodic census of stocks remaining on 
farms, they are able to give valuable informatioir and advice to 
growers and to the trade by means of direct communications, press 
notices, and weekly bulletins which are posted in a large number 
of markets. The information service given to the Press is par- 
ticularly noteworthy. A full statement of prices in all areas of 
Great Britain accompanied by a survey of the current market 
conditions is issued w'eekly to the agricultural press and a number 
of other journals throughout Great Britain. 

Measures to improve trading conditions and practices. 

Prohibition of Sales on Commission . — The scheme provides that 
the Board may restrict or prohibit sales on commission, provided 
that an affirmative vote of registered producers is first obtained. 
The Board held a poll on 24th May, 1934, on the question whether 
sales on conxmission should be prohibited and the result was declared 
on 11th July. Of the votes admitted 78'90 per cent, were in favour 
of prohibition and 21T0 per cent, were against. (The productive 
capacities represented were 82'43 per cent, and 17'57 per cent, re- 
spectively.) The Board accordingly determined that commission 
sales should be prohibited from 1st September, 1934, except in 
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certain cases, the most important being that of auctions approved 
by the Board. 

Terms to be included in contracts for sale by registered producers. 
— Under then- powers to determine the terms on which registered 
producers may sell potatoes, the Board prescribed, in August, 1934 
certain conditions which registered producers must include in ali 
contracts for the sale of potatoes (other than seed potatoes). Ij 
addition to the requirement that the contract shall state the net price 
payable by the purchaser, the principal conditions so prescribed were 
as follows : — 

(i) that the contract shall be unenforceable in respect of 
potatoes of any description the sale of which by registered pro- 
ducers may be prohibited by the Board after the contract has 
been made and before it is performed ; 

(ii) that disputes between the registered producer and the 
purchaser shall be referred to arbitration ; 

(iii) that the purchaser shall not re-sell any description of 
potatoes which registered producers are prohibited from selling 
by or under the scheme ; 

(iv) that the Board shall be entitled to recover, through the 
purchaser, any debt owed to them by the registered producer. 

Further conditions, prescribed in November, 1934, were : — 

(v) that the purchaser shall not (subject to certain exemp- 
tions) arrange to re-sell the potatoes on commission; 

(vi) that any contract for re-sale shall fix a net price. 

Sales through Authorized Merchants. — By virtue of their powers 

to determine the persons to, or through the agency of whom, re- 
gistered producers may sell potatoes, the Board adopted a resolution 
on 16th August, 1934, as a result of which registered producers 
have been prohibited, since 1st November, 1934, from selling 
potatoes except to merchants authorized by the Board, save in the 
case of the important classes of sales which are exempted by the 
scheme from determinations of this sort. These exemptions are 

(a) sales of seed potatoes ; 

(b) sales of potatoes in lots of one hundredweight or less, 
when each sale is a separate transaction ; 

(0) sales of potatoes by the producer himself, or his whole- 
time employee, at statutory markets, or in other markets 
approved by the Board ; 

(d) sales of new potatoes ; 

(e) sales of potatoes for manufacture by the purchaser; 

(/) sales of potatoes to Government Departments and local 

authorities, to hospitals, schools, etc., and to hotels, restaurants, 
etc. ; and sales of potatoes to retailers. 

A first list of authorized merchants was issued at the end of 
October, and will be supplemented from time to time by further 
lists. The number of mechants authorized as at 30th November, 
1934, was 2,890. 
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Tine chief conditions to be observed by .luthorized merchants 
are that they shall not buy from producers whom they have 
grounds for believing to be neither registered nor exempted from 
registration under the scheme ; that they shall afford facilities to 
the Board for inspecting consignments of potatoes, and collecting 
sums due to them from registered producers; and that they shall 
not buy from registered producers (except in certain exempted 
classes of sales) other than on the terms which the Board prescribe 
from time to time for the sale of potatoes by registered producers. 

Retail Trade . — Contact with the retail section of the trade is 
maintained through the Hetailers’ Committee. The Board have 
no powers to determine retail prices, but they are, nevertheless, 
concerned to safeguard their registered producers against the effects 
of undercutting in the retail market. 

Measures to stimulate consumption. 

With the object of increasing the consumption of potatoes, the 
Board have conducted an energetic publicity campaign which has 
taken the following forms : — the issue of display posters to re- 
tailers; the publication of recipe books (the latest of these has 
had a wide sale, and has been placed on the L.C.C. approved 
list) ; press publicity in news items and editorial comment ; dis- 
plays at shows ; and propaganda in the hotel and catering trade. 

Miscellaneous. 

The Finances of the Board . — Copies of the Income and Expendi- 
ture Account and of the Board’s Balance Sheet as at 31st August, 
1934, are printed in Appendix III. The Balance Sheet does not, 
however, give an accurate picture of the state of the Board’s finances 
because at the time when it was drawn up the Board had made no 
levy on producers, their expenses being defrayed out of a loan from 
their bankers. 

A levy at the rate of 5s. per acre planted with potatoes was 
made on all registered producers in September, 1934. A further 
levy of £5 per acre is payable by those registered producers who 
have planted in excess of their basic acreage. 

The first year's income accruing from these levies will be called 
upon to pay for eighteen months’ expenditure, including certain 
non-recurring items such as the expenses of promoting the scheme. 
The greater part of these levies has already been received by the 
Board, which now has a substantial credit balance. 

Grant for Research . — The Board have agreed to make a grant 
not exceeding d0200 for the purpose of assisting special research 
work in connection with greenfly and virus disease. 

Penalties . — The Board have imposed penalties in six cases (five 
in England and one in Scotland) where registered producers had 
contravened the scheme. The total amount of the penalties 
was £60.

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ABEEDEEN AND DISTRICT MILK MARKETING SCHEME, 

1933. 

As stated in the Eeport for 1933, this scheme, applicable to the 
counties of Aberdeen and Kincardine, was submitted under the 
authority of Section 19 (3) of the Agricultural Marketing Act, 
1931, by the Aberdeen and District Milk Agency. 

The scheme, as modified after the public inquiry, received 
resolutions of approval from both Houses of Parliament, and an 
Approval Order* by the Secretary of State was made on 28th March, 
1934, bringing the scheme into force on the following day. 

Pending the declaration of the result of the initial poll, the 
Board was composed of the members of the Committee of Manage- 
ment of the Agency together with Mr. James A. Mackie, March- 
mont, Eubislaw Den South, Aberdeen, and Mr. James G. Singer, 
80, Guild Street, Aberdeen, who were appointed by the Secretary 
of State. A loan of ^500 was made to the Board from the Agri- 
cultural Marketing (Scotland) Fund to meet expenses in connec- 
tion with the poll. Of the producers voting at the poll, 79 per 
cent, (representing 87 per cent, of productive capacity) were in 
favour of the scheme. The result of the poll was announced on 
26th June, 1934, and, as provided in the scheme, fom- additional 
members were thereafter elected to the Board as the representatives 
of producers who are not members of the Agency. On exphy of 
the suspensory period, the scheme became fully operative on 
1st August, 1934. 

The marketing provisions of the scheme are based on those of 
the Scottish Milk Marketing Scheme and the regulations govern- 
ing the sale of milk under the co-operative marketing arrange- 
ments organised by the Aberdeen and District Milk Agency. 
Subject to the provision for exempting small producers from 
registration under the scheme, each producer, excluding producer- 
retailers and producers of Certified milk, is allotted a basic quan- 
tity of milk, to be determined by reference to his average pro- 
duction of milk for sale during the three winter months November 
to January, and receives payment monthly therefor at an average 
price per gallon, whether or not the milk has been sold for con- 
sumption in liquid form or sold or used by the Board for manufac- 
turing purposes, The difference between the Standard Price (i.e. 
the prescribed price for the sale of untreated milk to distributors) 
and the average price represents the amount of the contribution 
payable by the producer to the Board in respect of his basic quan- 
tity. Payment for milk supplied in excess of a producer’s basic 
quantity is made by the Board at a " surplus ” price less a eon-

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tribution per gallon assessed at the same rate as the contribution 
in respect of the producer’s basic supply. 

In the initial period of operation of the scheme, each producer 
who is a member of the Agency has been allotted the basic quan- 
tity assigned to him under the Agency’s arrangements. The basic 
quantity for a producer who is not a member of the Agency has- 
been determined at the full amount of his sales of milk for liquid 
consumption prior to the inception of the scheme. 

Producer-retailers and producers of Certified milk are granted 
partial exemption from the provisions of the scheme requiring 
the sale of milk to or through the agency of the Board and are 
thus allowed to make their own airangements for the sale of their 
milk. They are required to furnish monthly returns of their sales 
and to pay to the Board such contribution per cow' as may be fixed 
from time to time by the Board. Milk produced by them in excess 
of the requirements of their customers is Sceepted by the Board 
and is paid for at the net “ surplus ” price. 

As the contracts entered into by the Aberdeen and District 
Milk -Agency prior to the commencement of the scheme for the 
"period ended 31st .October provided for payment by distributors 
of a Standard Price of Is. 2d. per gallon, andj by agreement, for 
n retail price of 2s. per gallon, the Board prescribed these prices 
for the sale of milk under the provisions of the scheme during 
that period. On the failm'e of the Board and the representatives 
of the distributors to reach agreement with respect to the prices 
for the new contract period, the prices on the foregoing scale were 
continued until 31st December, 1934. 

For the period 1st January to 31st October, 1935, the Board 
have determined the Standard Price at Is. 3d. per gallon in each 
month excluding- June, July and August when it will be reduced 
to Is. 2d. per gallon. A special Standard Price of Is. 4d. per 
gallon has been prescribed for the period in respect of sales to 
distributors in Peterhead where, it is stated, the distributive mar- 
gin has always been less than in other parts of the area of the 
scheme. The retail price throughout the area dmring the year has 
been fixed at 2s. per gallon, but the Board have under considera- 
tion the reduction of that price in rural areas. 

The total number of producers registered under the scheme as 
at 30th November -was 878, of whom 479 were producers selling 
milk to or through the agency of the Board, 392 were producer- 
retailers and 7 were producers of Certified milk. 

The following statement gives particulars (1) of the sales of 
milk by the registered producers in each month during the period 
ended 30th November, .and (2) of the purposes for which the milk 
-was sold.

The milk supplied to the Board in excess of the amount required 
by the liquid milk markets was diverted to the creamery of the 
Aberdeen and District Milk Agency for the manufacture, on the 
Board’s behalf, of butter, cheese and cream. The milk so diverted 
included supplies by producers in excess of the basic quantities 
amounting to 8,604 gallons in August, 10,494 gallons in September, 
13,992 gallons in October and 17,817 gallons in November. 

The Board paid to the producers for each of the four months an 
average price of Is. per gallon in respect of their basic quantities 
of milk and an average price of 6d. per gallon for milk supplied in 
excess of these quantities. These prices were net prices, the pro- 
ducer’s contribution to the Board having been assessed for each of 
the four months at the rate of 2d. per gallon. 

The contributions by producer-retailers and producers of Certified 
milk to the Board in respect of each of the four months were 
assessed at the rate of £2 per cow per annum calculated on the 
returns of their sales and taking the average production at two 
gallons per cow per day. 

NOETH OF SCOTLAND MILK MAEKETING SCHEME, 

1934. 

The submission of this scheme, which apphes to the counties of 
Inverness, Nairn, Eoss and Cromarty, Sutherland and Caithness, 
was referred to in the report for 1933. 

In accordance with the conditions on which objections made to the 
scheme were withdrawn, modifications of its provisions in certain 
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particulars were made by the Secretary of State. Resolutions 
approving the scheme -were passed by both Houses of Parliament 
on 5th July, 1934, and, in terms of the Approval Order* of the 
Secretary of State, the scheme came into force on 7th July. 

The Secretary of State appointed Mr. John Ross of Messrs. 
Macrae, Plett and Rennie, W.S., 57, Castle Street, Edinburgh, 
and Mr. W. D. Munro, Overskibo, Clashmore, Dornoch, as members 
of the first Board. 

A loan of £500 was made to the Board from the Agricultural 
Marketing (Scotland) Fund to provide for expenses incurred in 
coimection with the initial poll. 

At the poll, 72-8 per cent, of the registered producers voting 
(representing 75'8 per cent, of productive capacity) were in favour 
of the scheme which was accordingly brought into full operation on 
1st October, 1934. 

After consideration of representations made on behalf of 
producers in the Western Islands of the counties of Inverness and 
Ross and Cromarty, the Board decided, by resolution, to exempt all 
producers in these islands from registration under the scheme. 

The marketing provisions of the scheme are based largely on those 
of the Aberdeen and District Milk Marketing Scheme, but they 
extend the principle of allocation of basic quantities to all 
classes of producers except producers of Certified and Grade A 
(T.T.) milk. The producers of milk of these special grades receive 
payment at not less than the Standard Price (i.e. the price per 
gallon fixed by the Board for the sale of untreated milk to dis- 
tributors) less the appropriate amount of the contribution payable 
by the “ pooling ” producers for all milk produced by them in 
excess of the requirements of their customers and sold to or through 
the agency of the Board. The contributions payable by producer- 
retailers and producers of Certified and Grade A (T.T.) milk, in re- 
spect of the sales made under their own arrangements are deter- 
mined in the proportions of 7/lOths and 9/lOths respectively of the 
rate of contribution per gallon payable by the other producers. For 
the initial period of operation of the scheme, the producers’ basic 
quantities were determined; by the Board in accordance with returns 
supplied by the producers of the quantities of milk produced by them 
for sale during the period 1st September to 81st December, 1933. 

The Board have general powers under the scheme, conferred in 
accordance with Section 10 of the Agricultural Marketing Act, 1933, 
to determine the quantity of milk or any description thereof, other 
than Certified or Grade A (T.T.) milk,' that may be sold by any 
registered producer. It is understood, however, that these powers 
are not likely to be exercised under existing conditions.

SUGAR AND SUGAR BEET DRAFT MARKETING 
SCHESIBS. 

In announcing, in July, 1933, the decision of the Government to 
continue as a temporary measm-e the subsidy on home grown sugar 
for one year after the expiry of the period covered by the British 
Sugar (Subsidy) Act, 1925, the Minister of Agriculture and 
Fisheries said that the decision , was based on the understanding 
that the refiners and beet-sugar manufacturing interests would co- 
operate in submitting an agricultural marketing scheme, and that 
they would be prepared to co-operate with the growers of sugar 
beet in the promotion of a development scheme, under which the 
operations of sugar manufacture, refining and processing could be 
rationalized in the interests of greater productive efficiency. The 
General Committee of the United Kingdom Sugar Industry, which 
represented refining interests and beet-sugar manufacturers,' sub- 
mitted a Sugar Marketing Scheme in February, 1934. The National 
Farmers’ Unions of England and Scotland submitted a Sugar Beet 
Marketing Scheme in May, 1934. 

The principal provisions of the draft Sugar Marketing Scheme 
relate to the allocation of selling quotas for refined sugar produced 
in Great Britain. Notice of the submission of the scheme was 
published on 9th ' February, 1934, . and a public inquiry into the 
objections received. was.,held m.Ix)hdo^^ by .Mr. .Joshua., Seholefield, 
K.C., from 1st to 9th May, 1934. 
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The draft Sugar Beet Marketing Scheme contains provisions 
(somewhat similar to the regulatory provisions of the Pigs Market- 
ing Scheme) to regulate the marketing of sugar beet produced in 
Great Britain. Notice of submission wa& published on 11th May, 
1934, and the public inquiry into objections was held on 30th and 
31st July in London, by Mr. P. J. Wrottesley, K.C. 

Further action with regard to the draft schemes has been sus- 
pended pending consideration of the report* of the Committee, under 
the Chairmanship of Mr. Wilfrid Greene, K.C., which was 
appointed by the Chancellor of the Exchequer and the Minister of 
Agriculture and Fisheries to inquire into the condition of the sugar 
industry in the United Kingdom. 

MORAY AND BANFF MTT.K DRAFT MARKETING SCHEME. 

This draft scheme, applicable to the counties of Moray and Banff, 
was submitted by a Committee appointed for the pm-pose by a 
general meeting of producers and acting with the written approval 
and concurrence of 76 producers. Its provisions are substantially 
almila.r to those of the original drafts of the Aberdeen and District 
and the North of Scotland Milk Marketing Schemes. The period 
for lodging objections and representations with respect to the 
scheme expired on 13th June, 1934. Such objections as were made 
with respect to the scheme were withdrawn after discussion between 
the Committee and the objectors, and it was therefore unnecessary 
to hold a public inquiry. The Committee explained, however, that 
in view partly of informal representations made on behalf of certain 
producers, they desired to have the opportunity of considering and 
proposing modifications in the scheme. Consideration of the draft 
scheme has, therefore, been deferred pending submission of these 
proposals. 

ARGYLL MILK DRAFT MARKETING SCHEME. 

This draft scheme was submitted on 8th June, 1934, for applica- 
tion to that part of the coimty of Argyll, including the Islands, 
situated outwith the area of the Scottish Milk Marketing Scheme. 
It was explained that the scheme had been prepared primarily with 
a view to securing for farm cheesemakers, numbering about 26, 
within that part of the county, the payments from the Exchequer 
under Section 3 of the Milk Act, 1934, in respect of milk converted 
into cheese at farms. The scheme provides for the exemption from 
registration of any producer who does not either manufacture milk 
into cheese at his farm or sell milk to a manufacturer of milk 
products. 

The statutory notice of the submission of the scheme was pub- 
lished and no representations or objections with respect to it were 
received. At the request of the promoters, further consideration 
of the scheme has been deferred.

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SCOTTISH EASPBBEEY DEAFT MAEKETING SCHEME. 

A draft scheme for regulating the marketing of raspberries grown 
in Scotland was submitted on 1st December, 1934. Apart from 
minor adjustments, its provisions are similar to those of the Scottish 
Easpbenies Marketing Scheme, 1932, which, as explained in the 
report for the year 1933, was approved under Section 1 (8) of the 
Agricultural Marketing Act, 1931, but failed to receive the requisite 
support at the poll of the registered producers. 

Evidence was furnished that 243 producers in various parts of 
the country whose total acreage under raspberries extends to 3,593 
acres (representing as regards number and producing capacity more 
than two-thirds of the producers who voted at the poU on the 
previous scheme) , associated themselves with the submission of the 
new draft scheme. The statutory notice of the submission was 
accordingly given. The period for the lodging of objections and 
representations with respect to the scheme expired on 23rd J anuarv, 
1935.

A statement of the principal dates in the progress of the Schemes 
and a list of amendments are contained in Appendix I. Particulars 
of loans made to marketing boards from the Agricultural Marketing 
Funds are given in Appendix H. 

HOPS MAEKBTING SCHEME. 

The Hops Marketing Scheme, which applies to England, came 
into operation on the 6th September, 1932. It was amended in 
July, 1934*, to provide for producers’ selling quotas during a period 
of five years ending in 1939. Under an agreement made between 
the Hops Marketing Board and the Brewers’ Society, the average 
selling price of hops has been fixed at £9 per cwt. for each of the 
five seasons during which the quota provisions are operative. The 
administration of the agreement (a copy of which was laid before 
Parliament in June, 1934t) is supervised by a joint committee 
consisting of four representatives each of the Hops Marketing Board 
and the Brewers’ Society together with three members appointed 
by the Minister, one of whom is Chairman and another the Nice- 
Chairman of the CommitteeJ. 

The Board consists of 14 members elected annually for local 
districts and four special members elected at the annual general

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meeting of registered producers. There were two changes in the 
personnel of the Board during 1935 ; a vacancy caused by the death 
of a special member was filled by oo-option, and a new member 
was elected for one of the districts. 

The follow'ing remuneration of members of the Board was voted 
by registered producers at the annual general meeting ou the 
24th May, 1935 : Chairman £800 ; Special Members £400 ; District 
Members £200. 

The number of producers registered with the Board on the 
31st December, 1935, w'as 1,003. 

Trading operations of the Board. 

1934 crop . — Provisional results of the Board’s trading in 1934 
hops were given in the last report*. The final total consignments 
to the Board of that crop amounted to 245,506 cwt. Total sales 
were 217,266 cwt. and exceeded the market demand, as estimated 
by the Joint Committee, by 2,266 cwt. There was no call, there- 
fore, on the levy fundt in respect of 1934 hops. 

The average selling price of the 1934 hops, exclusive of the levy 
of 10s. per cwt., was £9 Is. 5d. per cwt. and the aggregate sum 
realised was £1,971,296. After deducting selling expenses and 
contributions to meet the Board’s expenses and to provide reserves, 
the sum available for payment to the registered producers was 
£1,840,143, giving an average return of £8 9s. 2d. per cwt. 

'The unsold surplus of 1934 hops amounted to 28,240 cwt. The 
Board retained this surplus until the volume of the 1935 crop was 
known ; they then sold about 80 per cent, of it for purposes 
other than brewing, carrying forward about 6,000 cwt. as a reserve. 

1935 crop . — The total of basic quotas for the 1935 crop was 
231,631 cwt. Of this quantity, quotas in respect of 6,634 cwt. were 
held by producers who consigned their hops direct to brewers under 
contracts registered with the Board. Thus the total of the quotas 
of registered producers consigning hops to the Board was 
224,997 cwt. The Permanent Joint Committee estimated the total 
market demand for 1935, exclusive of hops grown under registered 
contracts, to be 225,000, and the Board accordingly determined the 
annual quotas to be 100' per cent, of basic quotas, compared with 
97 per cent, in 1934. There were a number of small transfers of 
annual quotas amounting in the aggregate to just over 6^ per cent, 
of the total crop, compared with just under 6 per cent, in 1934. 

The quantity of hops tendered to the Board amounted to 
232,340 cwt., of which 224,159 cwt. were quota hops and 8,181 cwt. 
were non-quota hops. The quality of the crop was above the 
average.

by the Board, and the proceeds of this levy are available for the pnrohase, 
by the Joint Committee, of any unsold balance of the market demand. The 
brewers agree to make firm contracts in advance for at least two-thirds of 
the market demand, end the maximum liability of the levy fund is one-third 
of the market demand. 
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The marketing of the 1985 crop was considerably delayed, due 
primarily to the late harvest and the subsequent dull weather which 
seriously interfered with the work of valuation. The Board are 
making arrangements to expedite the valuation of the crop in future. 

The total valuation of the hops consigned to the Board was 
£2,084,848 of which £2,020,139 represented quota hops and £64,709 
non-quota, giving average valuations for quota and non-quota hops 
of £9 Os. 3d. and £7 18s. 2d. per cwt. respectively and an average 
valuation of £8 19s. 6d. for all the hops tendered to the Board.

SCOTTISH MILK MAEKETING SCHEME. 1933. 

This Scheme, which came into full operation on 1st December, 
1933, applies to the counties of Angus and Perth, part of the county 
of Argyll and the whole of Scotland lying to the south of these 
counties. A full description of the Scheme with detailed particulars 
of its working in the first year was given in the last report.* 

The Scheme is administered by a Board consisting of eight 
elected members, two of whom retire annually, and two members 
co-opted by the elected members as provided in Section 14 of the 
Agricultural Marketing Act, 1933. The Selection Committee of 
fifty registered producers appointed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Scheme at the second annual general meeting held on 
6th June, 1935, unanimously re-elected the two retiring members 
to the Board. After consultation with the Market Supply Com- 
mittee, the elected members of the Board appointed Dr. J. D. 
Pollock, O.B.B., Manor House, Boswall Eoad, Edinburgh, and 
Mr. F. A. Eottenburg, Lochlane House, Criefl, to fill the vacancies 
caused by the death of Mr. W. J. Harvey, 7, Cambridge Gardens, 
Leith, and the resignation of Mr. J. D. Dallas, Milton House, Cow'- 
caddens, Glasgow, the two members previously co-opted to the 
Board. 

Lord Stair, the Chairman of the Board since its constitution, 
resigned from membership in July, 1935, owing to the demand 
on his time of other interests. The Board co-opted Mr. J. B. 
Douglas, Barstibly, Castle Douglas, to serve as a member and 
appointed Mr. T. G. Wilson, Carbeth, Balfron, to be Chairman. 

The remuneration of the Board for the year 1934/5 voted by the 
registered producers at the annual general meeting was .£2,500, 
a similar amount to that voted for the previous year, to he divided 
amongst the members of the Board as they might determine. 

The total number of producers registered on 30th November, 1935, 
was 8,202 as compared with 8,149 at that date in the previous year. 

The producers who during the month of November sold milk as 
producer-wholesalers!, producer-retailers and producers of Certified 
milk numbered 774, 2,427 and 104 respectively. The corresponding 
figures for November, 1934, were 598 , 2,349 and 89. Many of 
the producers are included in more than one of the categories recog- 
nised under the Scheme. Producers who sell not more than three 
gallons daily to not more than six customers are exempt from 
registration. 

Particulars are given in the statements on pages 22 and 23 of the 
gallonage of the sales of milk by the registered producers in each

During the initial period of the operation of the Scheme, milk 
was being sold outwith the control of the Board under contracts 
made prior to the introduction of the Scheme. In the first three 
months of the Scheme, the quantity of milk sold under these 
contracts amounted to about 600,000 gallons per month. 

The total quantity of milk sold by the registered producers during 
December 1935 was 7,797,141 gallons of which 5,838,003 gallons 
(74.87 per cent.) were absorbed by the liquid market. 

Payments to Producers. 

Sales to or through the agency of the Board . — The following table 
shows, in respect of each month in the year ended November, 1935, 
and in the previous year, the Standard Price paid by distributors 
for untreated milk for liquid consumption, the average price jrer 
gallon paid by the Board to the producers for milk sold to or through 
the agency of the Board, and the amount of the producers' contri- 
bution (i.e. , the difference between the Standard Price and the 
average price).

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, The weighted average price per gallon paid to the producers in 
respect of supplies during the year ended November, 1935, was 
10-542d. compared with 10-670d. for the previous year. 

The Standard Price for December, 1935, was Is. 3d. per gallon 
and the average price paid to the producers for their sales in that 
month was Is. OJd. per gallon. 

Haulage Charges . — The average prices for sales to or through 
the agency of the Board are paid subject to deduction of haulage 
charges calculated at standard rates per gallon according to the 
distance of the producers’ farms or premises from the nearest 
of the prescribed haulage centres. The standard rates of haulage 
m operation during the year ended November, 1936, were con- 
tinued by the Board for a further year and are on the following 
scale. — Not exceeding 5 miles, Jd. ; over 5 but not exceeding 10 
miles, id. ; over 10 but not exceeding 30 miles. Id. ; over 80 but 
not exceeding 40 miles, IJd.; over 40 miles, IJd. One of the 
adjustments made in the Scheme by Order* of the Secretary of State 
as from 1st January, 1935, provided for the addition to the list of 
haulage centres, originally restricted to Glasgow, Edinburgh and 
Dundee, of twelve centres in the Bast of Scotland area. This 
adjustment had the effect of reducing the haulage charges by 
amounts varying from Jd. to Id. per gallon to 778 producers within 
that area. 

Premiums . — The amendments made in the Scheme for the year 
1935 also provided for payment of a bonus of Jd. per gallon to 
producers who, in accordance with undertakings given by them, did 
not in any month during the year sell to or through the Board a 
quantity of milk exceeding by more than 10 per cent, the quantity 
so sold by them in December, 1933. This bonus was earned by 
323 producers in respect of sales amounting during the year to a 
total of 7,082,876 gallons. 

Producers whose milk is sold at higher prices than the Standard 
Price are paid the excess in addition to the average price per gallon. 
In terms of contracts made with distributors for sales during the 
year ended September, 1935, 288 producers received a level delivery 
premium of Id. per gallon and 201 producers earned a wholesale 
service premium of 2d. per gallon. The producers qualifying for 
payment of premiums at these rates under contracts for the year 
commencing October, 1935, numbered 296 and 238 respectively; 
additional contracts with similar provision may be made in respect 
of the supply of milk to buyers for seasonal trade. 

The price of Grade A (T.T.) milk to distributors having been deter- 
mined at 3d. per gallon more than the Standard Price, that sum 
per gallon was paid, in addition to the average price, in respect of 
milk of that grade sold as such in the ordinary market and also' in 
respect of supplies provided at reduced rates for consumption in the

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schools. The total gallonage of Grade A (T.T.) milk sold as such 
to or through the Board during the year ended November, 1935, 
amounted to 2,568,750 gallons.

Producer-wholesalers and producer -retailers. —The basis of assess- 
ment of the contributions payable by these producers was revised 
by the amendments made in the Scheme for the year 1935. As a 
result of the adjustments, 784 producers who gave undertakings to 
the Board that they would not sell any milk to or through the 
agency of the Board dm'ing the year, quaUfied for payment of 
contributions at the monthly rate of 6s. 8d. per cow (£4 per annum). 
The contributions of 829 producers, who did not give such under- 
takings and whose average daily sales of milk by “ wholesale ” or 
retail in November, 1934, exceeded eight gallons, were payable at 
the monthly rate of 8s. 4d. per cow (£5 per annum) and, in 
respect of their liability for payment of contributions at that rate, 
they were credited with the sum of IJd. per gallon in the assessment 
of contributions on sales made by them to or through the agency 
of the Board. The contributions of other producers in these 
categories were payable in accordance with the original provisions 
of the Scheme, at a rate per gallon of their “ wholesale ” or retail 
sales equal to nine-tenths of the contributions payable in respect 
of sales or through the agency of the Board. 

Producers of Certified Milk . — ^In accordance with the amending 
Order* made by the Secretary of State, after consideration of a report 
of the Committee of Investigation for Scotland (see page 19) , 
the contribution payable in respect of Certified milk sold as such 
as from 1st August, 1935, was at the rate of Jd. per gallon. Under 
the powers conferred by the Order, the Board also paid a bonus 
to the producers of Certified milk of an amount equal to the excess 
over Jd. per gallon of the contribution paid or payable by them 
in respect of sales of Certified milk as such (734,020 gallons) during 
the period from 1st May, 1934, to 31st July, 1935. 

Farm Gheesemakers . — 404 producers entered into farm cheese- 
makers’ agreements with the Board for the year 1935. The terms 
of these agreements were similar to those made in the previous 
year except for adjustments made for estimating the value of the 
milk to the producers at the market prices of home-farm cheese and 
not, as in the previous year, for a part of the season at the prices of 
imported cheese. The producers received payment from the Board 
of a sum per gallon representing the difference between the monthly 
average price for sales to or through the agency of the Board 
(less the standard haulage rates) and the estimated value of the 
milk for conversion into cheese. They were also paid a manufac- 
turing allowance of Id. per gallon.

In 1934. 472 farm cheesemakers completed agreements, and the 
total quantity of milk manufactured by them into cheese amounted 
to 10,316,578f gallons. 

Contracts. 

Apart from a variation in the scale of liquid milk prices and 
certain minor adjustments, the terms and conditions prescribed in 
the form of contract supplied by the Board for use in respect of the 
sale and purchase of milk for liquid consumption and manufacture 
during the year 1st October, 1935, to 30th September, 1936, were 
similar to those laid down in the form of contract used for the 
previous year. 

Distributors who purchase not more than 500 gallons daily 
are requhed to enter into direct contracts with producers to which 
the Board are a party. As it is frequently found necessary or desir- 
able to make changes in the sources of supplies for large buyers, 
distributors who purchase more than 500 gallons daily and are in 
possession of manufacturers’ licences from the Board are not 
required to complete individual contracts with producers, but, in 
terms of letters of agreement exchanged between them and the 
Board, all the milk supplied to them is held to have been sold and 
purchased in accordance with the conditions specified in the Board’s 
official form of contract. 

The producers are required, in terms of the contract, to supply 
milk attaining a standard of butter-fat content of not less than 
3-5 per cent, during the months from August to January and not 
less than 3-4 per cent, during the months from February to July. 
Provision is also made that such additional standards of quality 
and cleanliness as may be determined by the Board shall be deemed 
to be incorporated in the contract and that the buyer shall be 
entitled to be relieved of supplies which are not of the required 
standards. 
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In oases where a distributor is relieved of an unsatisfactory supply, 
it is diverted to one of the Board’s creameries to be kept under 
observation. All supplies of milk received at the Board’s creameries 
are sampled and tested daily, and inspectors of the Board visit 
the farms of producers whose milk does not attain the prescribed 
standards of quality to advise and assist them in rectifying the 
matter. Deductions are made from tie prices payable to producers 
of milk of indifferent quality and, if a supply of unsatisfactory milk 
is maintained, the producer is given the alternative of accepting its 
return for the feeding of stock or of being paid the value of its 
use for that purpose. 

During the summer of 1935 the Board an-anged with the Agricul- 
tural Colleges and Local Authorities for the testing of about 3,000 
supplies of mUk with a view to obtaining data for considering the 
formulation of a policy for payment to producers for their milk 
according to its quality. 

Liquid Milk Prices. 

The Standard Price for the sale of untreated milk to the dis- 
tributors for liquid consumption was determined by the Board for 
the year ending September , 1936 , on the following scale — October , 
1935, Is. 2d. per gallon; November, 1935, to Pebruary, 1936, 
Is. 3d. per gallon; March and April, 1936, Is. 2d. per gallon; May 
and June, 1936, Is. per gallon; July to September, 1936, Is. 2d. 
per gallon. On that scale, the monthly average of the Standard 
Price is Is. 2d. per gallon as in the previous contract periods. 

The minimum retail price, previously determined at the level rate 
of 2s. per gallon, was again determined at that price for ten months 
of the year with a reduction to Is. 8d. per gallon in the months 
of May and June, 1936. The reduction in these two months was 
decided upon as an experiment for the examination of the effect 
of the lower retail price on consumption. A complaint by the 
distributors that, with the continuance of the Standard Price at an 
average of Is. 2d. per gallon over the year, the full cost of this 
reduction of the retail price would fall to be borne by them and 
would reduce the average distributive margin over the year from lOd. 
to 9' 33d. per gallon was referred to the Committee of Investigation 
for Scotland for consideration and report (see page 20). In view 
of this complaint, the contracts and agreements entered into by the 
distributors for the year were made with a provision for amendment 
of the terms and conditions, including prices, by Order of the 
Secretary of. State with right to the buyers to resile, on due notice, 
in the event of the amendments being unacceptable to them or of no 
amending Order being made. 

Por Grade A (T.T.) and Certified milk, the producers’ prices were 
determined at Sd. and lOd. per gallon, and the minimum retail 
prices at 4d. and 8d. per gallon more than the prices for ordinary 
milk. 
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Except for a reduction in the months of 'May and June, corres- 
ponding to that in the retail price, the minimum prices for supplies 
of ordinary milk to hotels, restaurants, etc., were determined on the 
same scale as previously, viz., — over 2 but not exceeding 
10 gallons — Is. 8d. per gallon ; over 10 but not exceeding 
50 gallons — Is. 6d. per gallon ; over 50 gallons — Is. od. per gallon. 
An addition of 2d. per gallon to these prices was authorised for milk 
supplied in bottles. .The semi-retail prices for graded milk were 
adjusted on similar scales. 

The prices for supplies for institutions, rate-aided and voluntary, 
were continued at not less than the producers’ prices, no control 
being exercised over the distributive margin. 

Manufacturing Milk Prices. 

Cheese . — Acting on the recommendation of the Committee of 
Investigation for Scotland (see page 18), the Board adjusted the 
prices of milk sold for manufacture into cheese in each month 
during the period from April, 1934, to January, 1936, by reference 
to the weighted average price in the preceding month of Canadian 
and New Zealand cheese. The monthly prices adjusted on that 
basis ranged from 2 -Sid. to 3-95d. per gallon. As from April, 
.1935, the prices for each month were regulated on a formula relating 
the value of the milk to the weighted average of the prices realised 
on the sale of cheese manufactured in the Board’s creameries. 
Determined in that manner, the prices over the period ended 
December, 1935, ranged from 2.313d. to 4-560d. per gallon. 

Butter . — Until March, 1935, the prices for milk for manufactm'e 
into butter were determined monthly by the Board after consulta- 
tion with the Manufacturing Sub-Committee of the Permanent 
Joint Committee appointed under the Scheme. During the period 
from April, 1934, the prices for the bulk of the supphes ranged 
from 3'50d. to 4- 23d. per gallon, higher prices being obtained from 
manufacturers with an outlet for the by-product. The prices for 
each month from April, 1935, were determined by reference to the 
realisation value of the Board’s manufactures of butter, and over 
the period ended December, 1935, they varied from 3-068d. to 
4 ■ 718d. per gallon for supplies exceeding 10,000 gallons per month ; 
additional prices up to 2d. per gallon were payable for monthly 
purchases of less than that quantity. 

Other Products . — The price of milk for manufacture of fresh 
cream was continued drn'ing the year 1935 at 7-Jd. per gallon except 
for a small quantity supplied in special circumstances in the month 
of March at 5Jd. per gallon. Prices of S|d. and 4d. per gallon were 
obtained for milk for the manufacture of milk powder, while milk 
for manufacture into tinned cream and sweetened condensed milk, 
for which there was a very limited demand, realised 4d. and 4Jd. 
per gallon and 4^d. to 5d. per gallon respectively. Milk was sup- 
plied during the later months of the year at 6d. per gallon for 
manufacture into unsweetened condensed milk. 
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Sale aJid Use of Milk for Manufacture. 

The quantities of milk sold to manufacturers or vised by the

The figures in 
brackets show the average values after including the repayable advances under the 
Milk Act, 1934. 

All the milk sold for manufacture into unsweetened condensed 
milk was supplied to a new large-scale condensery at Dumfries 
which commenced operations in June, 1935. Negotiations were in 
progress at the end of the year for the guarantee of a supply of milk 
to another large-scale condensery to be erected in Ayrshire. When 
this new factory is in full operation the Board, in pursuance of their 
pohcy of concentrating O'U the production of cheese and butter of 
high quality at their creameries, propose to discontinue the manu- 
facture of condensed milk and tinned cream. 

In June, 1935, the Board opened a new cheese-making factory 
at Abernethy, Perthshire, and they now own twenty creameries 
and depots in different parts of the area of the Scheme. Various 
improvements were carried out during the year in the accommo- 
dation and plant at the creameries. A new depot_ is in course of 
construction at Grlasgow ; it will be used for balancing the supplies 
of ml11r for the liquid markets in Glasgow and for the manufacture 
of butter and cream. Arrangements are also being made for the 
erection of another factory at Mauohline, Ayrshire. 
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Measures have been taken by the principal private manufacturers 
and by the Board to eliminate waste of the by-products of their 
main manufactures. In August, a new factory erected alongside 
the Board’s creamery at Kirkcudbright commenced operations in 
the manufacture of milk powder with spray-process plant from 
separated milk supplied from the creamery. The factory is capable 
of dealing with 9,000 gallons daily, and the average price paid to the 
Board for the separated milk is fd. per gallon. Skim milk from 
several of the Board’s creameries is sold for the manufacture of 
casein. The Board have made further arrangements to ensure that 
all surplus by-products at their creameries will be used for 
manufacture. 

Repayable Advances under Sections 1, 2 and 3 of the Milk Act, 1934. 

The repayable advances made to the Board in respect of milk sold 
or used for manufacture during the period from 1st April, 1934 to 
31st December, 1935, amounted to a total of T269,426. Particulars 
of these payments are given in the following statement ; —

Increasing the demand for milk. 

Milk in. Schools Scheme. — Contributions amounting to T48,420 
were made to the Board towards the expenses incurred during the 
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period from November, 1934, to December, 1935, in carrying out the 
arrangements approved by the Secretary of State for the supply of 
milk at reduced prices for consumption in the schools. After full 
development of the scheme, the average number of children receiv- 
ing milk daily under these arrangements was about 350,000. The 
quantities of milk consumed in each month from November, 1934,

Of the total quantity of milk consumed, 1,620,635 gallons were 
provided in Grade A (T.T.) milk and 1,088,559 gallons in ordinary 
milk approved as to source and quality by the appropriate Medical 
0£6cers. 

Publicity and Propaganda. — ^As a supplement to the scheme for 
the supply of milk in schools, the Board made arrangements, with 
the approval of the Secretary of State, for a pubhcity and propaganda 
programme with a view to stimulating the consumption of milk 
by the community generally. In accordance with these arrange- 
ments, a campaign of press and poster advertisement was carried 
out by the Board, and propaganda work was undertaken amongst 
Women’s Institutes, Clinics, Working Men’s Clubs and similar- 
organisations. Booklets, recipe books and other advertising matter 
designed to increase' the sale of milk were supplied to retailers 
and other buyers of milk. Payments amounting to £7,742 were 
made from the Exchequer to meet one half of the Board’s expenses 
in carrying out the approved programme. 

In furtherance of this advertising campaign, the Board appointed 
a Propaganda Officer whose duties are to address meetings of 
Women’s Guilds, Institutes and other organisations on the value 
of milk as a beverage and its uses for cooking and other domestic 
purposes. 
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Enquiry into the nutritional value of milk . — ^Reference is made 
on page 53 to the arrangements made by the EugUsh and 
Scottish Milk Marketing Boards, with the approval of the Minister 
of Agriculture and Fisheries and the Secretary of State, for an 
enquiry into the nutritional value of milk. In the area of the 
Scottish Scheme, the investigation is being made in connexion with 
the supply of milk to about 1,500 children attending schools in the 
county of Renfrew. 

Agrictiltural Co-operation, Research and Education. 

Arrangements were made for the continuance during the year 
1935/36 of the enquiry into the cost of milk production which is 
being carried out by the Advisory Officers in Agricultural Economics 
attached to the Agricultural Colleges in collaboration with the 
Department’s Advisory Officer in Farm Economics. The Board 
undei-took to contribute £500, the same amount as in the previous 
year, towards the cost of the enquiry. 

Other donations made by the Board during the year 1935 included 
the following : — ;fi250 to the Institute of Animal Genetics in con- 
nexion with experimental work on inheritance in milk yield ; £200 
(as in the year 1934) to the Scottish Committee of Contagious 
Bovine Abortion ; £100 to the Hannah Dairy Research Institute ; 
and £200 to the Scottish Agricultural Organisation Society. 

Complaints Regarding the Operation of the Scheme. 
Consumers' Committee for Scotland. 

Retail price of milk in the summer months.— A. complaint was 
made to the Consumers’ Committee for Scotland regarding the con- 
tinuance of the retail price of 2s. per gallon in the scale of prices 
determined by the Board for the year October, 1934, to September, 
1935. In their report on the complaint, the Committee maintained 
the view expressed by them in connexion with similar complaints 
made during the previous year, viz., that they saw no reason for 
the departure from the long-established practice of discriminating 
between winter and summer prices and that they were not convinced 
that the Board’s decision was justified.® 

Committee of Investigation for Scotland. 

The complaints on the following subjects, referred to in the last 
report, were reported on by the Committee of Investigation for 
Scotland : — 

(ffi) Price of milk for manufacture into cheese . — The Committee 
found that the interpretation by the Board of the formula used for 
the determination of the price for each month on the basis of the 
simple average of the prices per lb. in the preceding month 
of Canadian and New Zealand cheese was contrary to the interests 
of the manufacturers concerned and was not in the pubhc interest. 
The Co m mittee recommended that the words “average price” in

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the formula should be construed as meauiug a "weighted average, 
and that retrospective adjustments should be made in the prices 
charged for the supply of milk for manufacture of cheese during the 
year 1934. 

The Board agreed to give effect to these recommendations and 
arranged accordingly. 

(b) Complamt by the Association of Certified and Grade .4 {T.T.) 
Milk Producers. — The Committee found that the pi'ovisions of the 
Scheme with regard to the rate of contribution payable by producers 
of Cei"tified milk "were contrary to the interests of such producer.s 
and were not in the public interest and recommended that the 
Minister should amend the Scheme to provide that, as from 1st 
May, 1934, the contribution payable by producers of Certified milk 
sold as such should be at the rate of one-halfpenny per gallon. They 
did not find that any pro"vision of the Scheme "was contrary to the 
interests of producers of Grade A (T.T.) milk. 

Effect "Was given to the Committee’s recommendation by the 
Scottish Milk Marketing Scheme (Amendment) Order, 1935* made 
by the Secretary of State on 18th July, 193S. 

(c) Prices of milk supplied to the Institutions administered by the 
Glasgow Corporation, to voluntary hospitals and under child welfare 
and maternity schemes. — ^The Committee found that to the extent 
that Local Authorities and voluntary hospitals "were required to pay 
substantially more for their supplies of milk than they paid prior 
to the inauguration of the Scheme, the price scale determined by 
the Board might be regarded as contrary to the interests of the 
Local Authorities and voluntary hospitals. 

With regard to the question "whether the determination 
of the Board in this matter was not in the public interest, the 
Committee "were unable to give an unquahfied answer. While 
recognising that the beneficent nature of the "work carried out 
by the Local Authorities and by voluntary hospitals did not ii"i itself 
justify a claim that they should obtain their supplies of milk under 
the Scheme at less than a reasonable price, the Committee pointed 
out that it would be unfortunate if the consumption of Grade A 
(T.T.) milk were abandoned to any extent in hospitals or in rate- 
supported institutions in favour of ordinary milk, and equally un- 
fortunate if the consumption of milk of whatever grade were to be 
reduced. This consideration, coupled with the facts that the institu- 
tions are large consumers and do not purchase for trading purposes 
or for sale at a profit, and that there is little expense involved in 
handhng or distribution, suggested to the Committee that there was 
a case for exceptional treatment of these institutions in certain 
directions ; and in so far as these institutions had not received 
such treatment owing to the action of the Board, such action might 
be said to be not in the pubhc interest.

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The Secretary of State decided, after full review of the position, 
that as the question of granting preferential treatment to the Local 
Authorities and voluntary hospitals was not peculiar to Scotland and 
formed part of the wider question as to the considerations on which 
any general pohcy of fixing differential prices for different classes of 
consumers should be based, the matter was one to be kept in view 
in the formulation of a long-term policy for the milk industry and 
that it was not practicable in the meantime to require the Board, 
by amendment of the Scheme, to give effect to the Committee’s 
suggestions. 

The following complaints were referred to the Committee during 
the year : — 

(d) East Kilbride Dairy Farmers, Limited. — The East KUbride 
Dairy Farmers, Ltd., complained that they were not receiving fair 
treatment from the Board with respect to the cost of haulage to 
Glasgow of milk dealt with by or on behalf of their subsidiary 
Company, Kilmaurs Dairy Farmers, Ltd. The Committee found 
that the Board’s action in refusing to accept liability for payment 
of the cost of haulage of milk after delivery to Kihnaurs Creamery 
was contrary to the complainants’ interests, but the)' did not find 
that this action was not in the public interest. 

(e) East of Scotland Milk Prodxicers' Federation. — Eepresent- 
ations by the East of Scotland Milk Producers' Federation that the 
adjustments made in the Scheme for the year 1935, in terms of the 
Scottish Milk Marketing Scheme (Amendment) and (Directions) 
Orders, 1934*, should be continued in operation pending the report 
of the Milk Eeorganisation Commission for Great Britain and 
consequential action thereon were referred to the Committee for 
consideration and report. The Committee found that the provision 
in the Orders restricting the period of their operation to the year 
1935 was contrary to the interests of the complainants and was 
not in the public interest. 

The Scottish Milk Marketing Scheme (Amendment No. 2) Order, 
1935 + , made by the Secretary of State on 18th December, 1936, 
provided for the continuance of the adjustments in the Scheme 
subject to a minor modification granting to producer-retailers and 
producer-wholesalers who are eligible for assessment of theii’ contri- 
butions to the Board at the rate oi £5 per cow per annum, the option 
of being assessed, in accordance with the original provisions of the 
Scheme, on the basis of a contribution per gallon of then- retail or 
wholesale sales equal to nine-tenths of that payable in respect of 
milk sold to or through the agency of the Board. 

if) Milk Distributors on the Permanent Joint Committee. — The 
milk distributors on the Permanent Joint Committee appointed 

• S.R. <& 0. 1934, No. 1437/S.74 and No. 1438/S.7S. 
t S.E. & 0. 1935, No. 1246/S.56. 
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under the Scheme submitted a complaint regarding the action of the 
Board, in the determination of the scale of prices for the year ending 
September, 1936, in (i) fixing the minimum retail price for the 
months of May and June at Is. 8d. per gallon -while maintaining the 
Standard Price payable by the distributors at a monthly average 
over the year of Is. 2d. per gallon; (ii) refusing to adopt the recom- 
mendation of the consultant who was called into the negotiations 
that the cost of the reduction of the retail price in those two months 
should be borne equally by the producers and distributors ; and, 
(iii) faiUng the adoption of that recommendation, refusing to deter- 
mine the prices for the year on the same scale as in the previous 
year. 

The Committee had not reported on this complaint at the end 
of the year.* 

Miscellaneous. 

Finances of the Board. — Copies of the Profit and Loss Account 
of the Board for the year ended 31st January, 1935, and of the 
Balance Sheet as at that date are printed in Appendix III. 

The Board were able to arrange for a loan of £200,000, repayable 
over a period of twenty years and bearing interest at the rate of 
3 per cent., for the purpose of meeting the purchase price of the 
creameries taken over by the Board. Interest charges and repay- 
ment of capital in respect of the loan represent approximately 
•036d. per gallon of the total sales by the registered producers 
during the first year which, calculated on the same gallonage of 
sales, will fall to ■ 0236d. per gallon in the t-wentieth year. 

Board's Journal. — ^In the interests of economy, the Board discon- 
tinued pubhcation of their monthly Journal after the issue for 
August, 1935, each registered producer now being furnished, 
instead, -with a short News Letter giving details of the operations 
under the Scheme during the previous month. 

Contraventions of the Scheme. — ^During the year to 39th Novem- 
ber, 1935, the Board imposed penalties amounting to £704 on 67 
producers, mainly for failing to furnish information required by the 
Board or for wilfully furnishing false information. 

Agreement with the English Milk Marketing Board. — Under the 
agreement referred to in the last report,! payments amounting to 
about £180,000 were received by the Scottish Board from the 
English Board dming the period ended December, 1935, as com- 
pensation for the reduction of the supply of milk into England as 
compared -with the supply in the year 1933.

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PIGS AND BACON MAEKETING SCHEMES, 1933. 

The Pigs and Bacon Maorketing Schemes, both of which apply to 
Great Britain, came into operation on 9th September, 1933. 

In 1935 the Pigs Marketing Board was composed of 11 members, 
of whom 8 are elected by registered producers, voting in districts, 
and 3 are special members elected by registered producers in general 
meeting. Elections were held in four districts during 1935, the 
reth'ing member being returned in each case. At the annual general 
meeting held on loth March, 1935, a new special member was 
elected in the place of the reth'ing member. The remuneration of 
members of the Board for the year ended 31st March, 1935, voted 
by registered producers at the meeting, was : — Chahman £1,000 ; 
Vice-Chairman £750 ; other members £300 each. 

The Bacon Marketing Board is composed of 16 members, of 
whom 12 ai’e elected by registered producers in England and Wales 
voting by classes, 2 are elected by registered producers in Scotland 
and 2 are co-opted by the elected members after consultation with 
the Market Supply Committee. There was no change in the 
composition of the Board in the year under review. The annual 
general meeting of registered curers was held in London on the 
26th February, 1936. It was resolved that a sum of £5,000 should 
be paid as remuneration to the Board for the year ended 31st March, 
1936, this sum to be divided among the members in such manner as 
the Board might decide. 

The number of registered pig producers in October, 1935, was 
approximately 144,000. Of these, 19,101 entered into contracts 
for the sale of bacon pigs under the Scheme in 1935. The number 
of registered curers on 31st December, 1935, was 623. 

As stated in the last report,* a system of contracts for the sale 
of bacon pigs has been inaugurated under the Schemes in order 
to introduce stability into the industry. The Pigs Marketing Board 
have power to prescribe the form of contract, after consultation 
with the Bacon Marketing Board, and to require that sales of pigs 
by registered pig producers to registered curers shall be made in 
accordance with such contracts. Similarly, under the Bacon 
Marketing Scheme, a registered curer may not, except in special 
circumstances, sell bacon not produced from pigs purchased from 
registered pig producers under the prescribed contracts. The number 
of pigs contracted for in each year forms the basis on which imports 
of bacon are regulated. 

Four contracts have so far been prescribed by the Pigs Marketing 
Board. The first of these ran from November, 1933, to February, 
1934; the second from March, 1934, to December, 1934; the third 
from January, 1935, to December, 1935; and the fourth will

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run from January, 1936, to December, 1936. The first three 
contracts were fully described in the previous report* which 
also gave particulars of the results of the first two contract periods. 

The Third Contract Period. 

Number of pigs on contract .- — The closing date for the receipt 
of contracts by the Pigs Marketing Board was 20th November, 
1934. On this date, the contracts lodged with the Board were for 
1,685,000 pigs, an increase of nearly 5 per cent, on the previous 
year. The bonus scheme, providing for the payment of premiums 
in respect of pigs contracted for delivery and delivered and accepted 
in the first four month of the year, was successful in securing a more 
even supply position. The distribution of contracts among indi- 
vidual curers was, however, irregular ; some curers had only a small 
proportion of their estimated requirements, while others were well 
supplied. The number of pigs on group contracts and available for 
distribution among curers short of requirements showed a con- 
siderable reduction on the previous period and was inadequate to 
meet all needs. It was decided, therefore, to issue supplementary 
contracts. 

The closing date fixed for the receipt of supplementary con- 
tracts was 22nd December. The contract (known as supple- 
mentary contract A) was between a registered producer and the Digs 
Marketing Board, either dhect or through an agent. The terms 
of the contract were the same, as in the main contract except that 
there was no provision to secure regular deliveries throughout the 
year. 

Contracts were received for an additional 111,000 pigs, making, 
with the direct contracts, approximately 1,800,000 pigs in all. This 
was a substantial increase in the actual contracting rate compared 
with the previous contract period, but the number of pigs on contract 
fell short of the number considered by the Bacon Marketing Board 
to be necessary to give an economic throughput to all registered 
curers. 

Accordingly, the Pigs Marketing Board issued at the end of 
December, 1934, a further supplementary contract for the delivery 
of pigs during the period May to December, 1935. The terms of the 
contract (known as supplementary contract B) were identical with 
those of the first supplementary contract ; and the closing date was 
15th April, 1935. The contract was a direct contract between pro- 
ducer and curer but was to be vahd only if the curer had not already 
obtained on previous contracts 70 per cent, of his stated require- 
ments for the relevant period. The number of pigs contracted for 
on this contract was approximately 58,000. 

As the number of pigs on contract still fell short of curers’ requhe- 
ments, the Pigs Marketing Board during May entered into direct

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contracts with curers for approximately 165,000 pigs to be delivered 
between May and December. The Board decided, however, not to 
attempt to implement the contracts and agreed that curers should 
purchase pigs in the open market. The om'ers were required to 
make retmms of these purchases to the Bacon Marketing Board. 

The total number of pigs contracted for on direct, group and 
supplementary A and B contracts was 1,864,405 (see Table I, 
page 36). This was an increase of 248,096 pigs or 15 per cent, on 
1934. 

Distribution of Contracts and Pig Population . — ^Figures of con- 
tracting by district are not available for the whole of 1934, and a 
true comparison with that year is not possible. The following 
table shows, according to the districts defined in the Pigs Market- 
ing Scheme, the number of pigs on contract in 1935 and in the last 
10 months of 1934 : —

The total increase recorded in the June 4th returns in the 
number of pigs in Great Britain between 1934 and 1936 was 547,000 
or 15 per cent. The number of sows in Great Britain increased by 
51,000 in 1934, and again by 47,000 in 1935.

It will be seen that the districts with the largest increase in pig 
populations are the Northern and Scotland, and that these districts 
also show the most striking increases in contracting under the 
Scheme. In the South-Western and West Midland districts, how- 
ever, sales of bacon pigs on contract were already high in relation to 
pig population. 

Number of Pigs Delivered . — Table II on page 37 shows, for each- 
month, the number of pigs delivered against contracts during 1935. 
Total deliveries by pig producers during the year amounted to 
1,806,937 pigs, of which 1,781,833 were dehvered against 1935 con- 
tracts and the remainder were contracted for delivery in 1934, but 
delivered in 1935. On 1985 contracts alone, therefore, there was a 
deficiency of 73,072 pigs, or 3-94 per cent., but including all 
deliveries the deficiency was only 47 ,468 pigs or 2 • 56 per cent. The 
deficiency attributable to swine fever and other unavoidable causes 
was 1-72 per cent, of the pigs contracted for. This result was a 
great improvement on the two previous contract periods when the 
deficiencies were 20 • 3. per cent, and 7 • 05 per cent, respectively. The 
actual increase in the number of pigs delivered compared with the 
previous twelve months was 369,539 or 26-71 per cent. 

Although the bonus scheme was largely successful in obtain- 
ing a more even supply distribution over the year, the position was 
not wholly satisfactory. With the exception of April, when pro- 
ducers were doing everything possible to deliver their pigs in time 
for the bonus, monthly deliveries in the first half of the year were 
substantially less than in the latter half. Heavy deliveries of pigs 
in October and November caused reactions in bacon prices, which 
in turn caused the pig price for December to fall.

The limits of variation have been reduced from 161 ; S3 to 129 : 72 
— a very considerable reduction in the space of a year. 


Contract Price. — The average monthly price in 1935 for the 
“ basic ” pig calculated in the manner described in the previous 
report* was 11s. 3Jd. per score, including the premium of 2d. per 
score under the bonus scheme. In addition, ourers paid to producers 
Id. per score towards any insurance that the latter might desire to 
effect. The average price during 1934 was 11s. lid. per score, 
which was reduced by the deductions for the repayment of the 
Government loan to 11s. 7Jd. per score. The following table gives 
the standard price per score (excluding bonus payments) of the basic 
pig in each month in 1934 and 1935 : —

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The low price of bacon during August and again during November 
accounted for the particularly low price of 10s. 6d. per score in 
October and December. The ascertained bacon price over the year 
was generally lower than for 1934 and foodstuffs prices were on the 
average higher. 

The premiums distributed to producers who qualified under the 
bonus scheme by delivering certain percentages' of pigs in the first 
four months of the year, were 2-9d., 5-8d. and 8-7d. per score 
respectively in the three classes specified under that scheme. The 
total sum distributed in bonus payments was ^121, 600. 

Bacon put into Cure by Begistered Curers. 

There was a substantial increase in bacon production by registered 
curers in 1936 compared with 1934. The following are the 
details : —

Fourth Contract Period. 

Prolonged discussions took place between the Pigs and Bacon 
Marketing Boards before the terms of the fourth contract were 
settled. The contract was issued in November, 1936. 

Two forms of contract were prescribed, one for direct contracts 
between pig producers and curers and the other for direct contracts 
between pig producers and the Pigs Marketing Board. The latter 
contract, which took the place of the group contract, was designed 
to provide the Board with a “pool” of pigs which inight be 
allotted to curers who had insufficient pigs on direct contract'. The 
terms of the contracts are similar, but the “ Board ” contract 
allows the Board to expedite or postpone the delivery of pigs, and 
the producer receives an additional premium of 2s, Od. per pig 
delivered under this contract. The closing date for the receipt of 
contracts by the Bigs Marketing Board was 26th November, 1935, 
but the period was extended, in the case of Board contracts, until 
3rd December. 
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The terms of the 1936 contract are broadly the same as in the 
previous year. The main features of the contract are as follows : — 

Basis of Contract. — The producer contracts to deliver a stated 
number of pigs in one or more of four weight classes* in stated 
months of the year with a tolerance of 10 per cent, in any month, 
subject to a maximum annual tolerance of 5 per cent. The number 
of pigs contracted for delivery in the first four months and the last 
four months of the year must not, respectively, be less than 25 per 
cent, or exceed 45 per cent, of the total number of pigs contracted 
to be sold during the year. 

Delivery. — The pig producer is responsible for putting pigs on 
rail at his station ; if he does not do so, the cnrer deducts 6d. from 
the price of the pig. The om-er pays the transport charge, which is 
a flat rate of Is. 8d. per pig from station to station, or 2s. 3d. per pig 
if the pigs are conveyed by road by the railway companies. A 
curer may arrange to transport the pigs in his own vehicles or 
arrange with the producer to carry them in the producer’s 
vehicles, but the curer must in such cases pay the flat rate, and he 
may recover from the railway companies a rebate which varies 
according to the distance travelled. The flat rate charges are 2d. 
per pig higher than in 1935, but there have been increases in the 
scale of rebates. 

Curer and producer may agree upon earlier or later deliveries than 
those specified in the contract. No pigs delivered after 28th Feb- 
ruary, 1937, will however be regarded as pigs delivered in pursuance 
of the contract. 

Grading. — The five grades based on shoulder fat and belly 
measurements have been retained, with certain minor alterations. 

Prices. — Pig prices continue to be fixed by reference to the 
ascertained price of bacon and the cost of the standard feeding stuffs 
ration on what is known as the “ co-partnership ” principle. A new 
formula has, however, been adopted, the starting point of which 
is that with bacon at 96s. and feeding stuffs at 7s. 6d. per cwt. the 
price of the “ basic ” pig (Glass 1, Grade C) is 11s. 7d. per 
score. For each rise or fall of Is. 2d. per cwt. in the bacon price 
above or below 96s., Id. per score is added to or deducted from 
the pig price so long as the bacon price is not more than 98s. 4d. 
and not less than 90s. 2d. For every lOd. rise in bacon prices above 
98s. 4d. a further penny per score is added to, and for every 
lOd. fall below 90s. 2d. a further penny per score will be deducted 
from, the pig price. 

As long as bacon prices are over 90s. 2d. per cwt., an addition 
or deduction of I'Jd. per score is made in the pig price for rises 
and falls of 3d. per cwt. in the price of feeding st^s above or below

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the basic figures of 7s. 6d. If, however, bacon prices are 90s. 2d. 
or less, the addition or deduction in respect of variations of 3d. 
in the price of feeding stuffs is onh' Id. per score. Over and above 
the prices so calculated, an addition of l.d. per score is made to the 
pig price when the bacon price is between 88s. 7d. and 97s. Id. 
inclusive. 

A return to one of the price features of the 1934 contract is made 
by an allowance for variations in the value of offals. 

The “ bacon price ” referred to is the average price realised for 
sizeable green Wiltshire-style bacon (certified by an independent 
accountant) over a period of four or five weeks ending near the middle 
of the month prior to that to which it relates, adjustments being 
made to take into account any variations in the realised value of 
offals. The price is ascertained at six factories, three chosen by 
the Pigs Marketing Board and three by the Bacon Marketing Board. 
The cost of feeding stuffs is calculated over a period of sixteen weeks 
by reference to a ration containing barley meal, weatings and pro- 
tein and mineral matter in agreed proportions. 

The price difference of 3d. per score between Class I and Class II 
pigs remains unchanged, but Class III pigs are paid for at the 
same price as Class II. The basic price of Class IV pigs is 
9d. per score, instead of Is. per score, less than that of Class I. 

These prices do not apply to deliveries of pigs which are not 
in the class contracted for. Such pigs, if accepted by the curer, 
are to be paid for at special prices. AVhere, however, a producer has 
contracted to supply Class I pigs, he may include one pig below 
seven score (but not below 6 score 16 lb.) in each delivery without 
penalty. 

The bonus scheme . — The bonus scheme issued in connection with 
the contract provides for bonuses A and B and a special bonus. 
Bonus A, which will be three times as large as bonus B, will 
be earned by a producer who delivers 33 J per cent, of his pigs 
in the first four months of the year; bonus B by the delivery of not 
less than 25 per cent, of the year’s total in the first four months. 
The special bonus, which was designed to secure regular deliveries 
in the bonus period, will be paid on the lowest monthly scorage of 
pigs delivered by a qualifying producer and accepted in any of these 
months. One-third of the total net bonus fund will be devoted to 
the pa 3 unent of the special bonus. 

The same contribution as in the previous contract, namely 2d. 
per score on all pigs delivered and accepted, is payable by curers iato 
the bonus fund. 

Insurance . — Curers deduct fid. per pig from the price payable to 
the producer. In return the producer is paid the full price for any 
pig damaged in transit or which is found to be suffering from any 
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disease which was not apparent when the pig left the farm. The 
ourer may either insure against this risk or carry it himself. 

Default by the producer. — A producer who defaults in the delivery 
of any pigs on direct contract (unless the default is due to un- 
avoidable causes, such as accident or disease) is liable to pay 
15s. per pig to the Pigs Marketing Board and 5s. per pig to 1;he 
curer by way of liquidated damages. In the case of the “ Board ” 
contmot, a defaulting producer pays £1 per pig to the Pigs 
Marketing Board. 

If the producer is prevented from delivering pigs by accident, 
disease or any other cause outside his control, the Pigs Marketing 
Board undertake to do their best to make good the deficiency or, 
failing this, to pay the curer 3s. per pig, subject to a maximum 
Hability on the part of the Board of £6,000 over the year. 

Number of pirjs contracted for ; the supplementary contract. — The 
contracts received by the Pigs Marketing Board covered a total 
of shghtly less than 2,000,000 pigs. Over 97 per cent., of these 
were on direct contracts with ourers, and the number on “ Board ” 
contracts was insufficient to give all curers an economic through- 
put. A supplementary contract for supplying pigs to the Board 
was, therefore, issued. This contract was similar to the first 
“ Board ” contract for the same period, but the requirement to 
dehver at least 25 per cent, of contracted dehveries in the first four 
months was waived. The producer receives Is. 6d. per pig above the 
contract price for pigs supphed on this contract. The closing date 
for the receipt of supplementary contracts was 14th January, 1936. 

The number of pigs contracted for on these contracts was less 
than 60,000 so that the Pigs Marketing Board were still unable to 
fulfil curers’ requirements. Accordingly, the Board, as in the 
previous year, agreed that curers should purchase pigs in the open 
market. Provision was made for the inclusion of 306,000 “ open 
market” pigs in the “home quota”, for the period March- 
December, 1936, on guarantees being obtained from individual 
curers that at least that number of pigs would be purchased. The 
Board also undertook to endeavour- to secure that total purchases 
were not more than 450,000 pigs in the months March to December, 
1936. 

Kegulation of Bacon Supplies. 

The regulation of imports of bacon was continued by Order of the 
Board of Trade under the Agricultural Marketing Acts in the case 
of foreign supplies and by voluntary agreement in the case of 
Dominion supplies. The .gross supplies of bacon, hams, salted 
pork and tinned hams from all sources (excluding the output of 
unregistered curers in Great Britain) in 1935 compared with 1932 
and 1934 were as follows : — i

In reply to a question in the House of Commons on 7th June, 
1986, the Minister of Agriculture announced that the Government 
had had the Pigs and Bacon Marketing Schemes under review and 
they considered that certain developments of the general plan for 
regulating bacon imports and assisting the home producer might 
be made to the advantage of all concerned. They proposed that the 
policy of maintaining a regulated market should be continued, but 
were prepared to contemplate an increase in the volume of imported 
supplies, subject to a limited charge on imports from foreign 
countries, the proceeds of which could be devoted to the assistance 
of the home industry as the situation might require. 

In reply to a further question on 9th December, 1935, the 
Minister made it clear that, under the proposals previously 
announced, the subsidy payable from the proceeds of the levy on 
imports of foreign bacon was to compensate the home industry for 
any fall in price resulting from the contemplated increase in 
imports. The proposals did not provide for additional assistance 
while the present degree of import regulation is maintained. 

Complaints regarding the Operation, ol the Scheme. 

It was mentioned in the last report* that the Committee of 
Investigation for Great Britain had had under consideration com- 
plaints by (1) the Parliamentary Committee of the Co-operative 
Congress as to the omission in the third contract of any obligation 
to insure pigs, and (2) The Parliamentary Committee of the Co- 
operative Congress and the National Pederation of Meat Traders’ 
Associations as to the requirements in the third contract regarding 
the flat rate system for the transport of all live pigs purchased by 
ourers. 

The Committee heard oral evidence and Counsels’ arguments in 
both cases. In the transport complaint, the substance of their find- 
ing was that the flat rate system of transport was necessary for the

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efficient operation of the Pigs and Bacon Marketing Schemes and 
that although some curers were, in consequence of the adoption of 
the flat rate system, undoubtedly paying more for transport than 
previously, the Pigs Marketing Board, in prescribing this system, 
had acted in the best interests of the pig industry as a whole. 

In the instance complaint, the Committee reported in favour of 
the compulsory insurance of pigs contracted for under the Pigs and 
Bacon Marketing Schemes. The Pigs Marketing Board were 
accordingly requested by “ the Minister ”® to prepare, in consulta- 
tion with the Bacon Marketing Board, the insurance companies 
and any other interests concerned, an agreed scheme for insurance 
of all pigs consigned to registered bacon curei’s undei' contract .after 
3-lst December, 193.5, and to submit the scheme to “ the Minister,” 

The scheme mentioned on page 31 was thereupon prepared by the 
Boards, two firms of Lloyds’ Underwriters having agreed to accept 
the risk for a premium of Is. per pig. As the prescription of the 
1936 contract was then a matter of urgency, ‘‘ the Minister ” 
did not ask the Pigs Marketing Board at that stage to prepare 
an alternative scheme for consideration, but he informed them that 
it was his intention to re-examine the matter at a later date in the 
light of the experience gained of the system proposed by the Board. 

Amendments of the Schemes. 

During 1934 the Pigs Marketing Board had under consideration 
a number of draft amendments to then Scheme. These were cir- 
culated to registered producers on 23rd November, 1934, and no 
request having been made for a poll, they were formally submitted 
to ” the Minister ” on 29th January, 1935. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Marketing Acts, a period 
expiring on 16th April, 1935, was allowed for lodging objections or 
representations with respect to the proposed amendments. Objec- 
tions to certain of the amendments were received from the Scottish 
Chamber of Agriculture, the Bacon Marketing Board, the National 
Pederation of Meat Traders’ Associations and the IParliamentary 
Committee of the Co-operative Congress, and, by direction of “ the 
Minister ”, a pubhc inquiry was held into the objections by Mr. 
N. L. Macaskie, K.C. 

After considering the objections and the Commissioner’s report 
the Minister modified the amendments. The amendments us 
modified were accordingly laid before Parliament, and afflrmative 
resolutions of both Houses were passed in December, 1935. 

Apart from certain drafting amendments, the amendments fell 
into two groups. The first of these made certain alterations in the 
electoral procedure and in the provisions for the payment of re- 
muneration to members of the Board and permits the removal from

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office of the Chairman or Vice-Chairman in certain circumstances. 
The second group concerns some of the marketing provisions of 
the Scheme : the Board were given wider powers to regulate the 
transport of pigs, and certain alterations were made in the pro- 
cedure with regard to the registration and confirmation of con- 
tracts. The amendments were brought into force, with effect from 
21st December, 1935, by the Pigs Marketing Scheme (Amendment) 
Order, 1935.* 

Amendments to the Bacon Marketing Scheme were submitted in 
March, 1934, and of these, three which were unopposed were 
approved in June, 1934. + The other two amendments were designed 
to enable the Board to determine the quantity of bacon that may 
be sold in any year by a registered curer and to secure that, in any 
expansion of the market for home-produced bacon, the extent to 
which any registered curer might participate with pigs of his own 
production should be regulated. These amendments were objected 
to, and a public inquiry was held into the objections, as recorded 
in the last report. 

After considering the report of the Commissioner appointed to 
hold the public inquiry (Mr. N. L. Macaskie, K.C.) “ the 
Minister ” made minor modifications, and the amendments were 
approved by Parliament on 1st August. The amendments were 
brought into force with effect from 3rd August, 1935, by the Bacon 
Marketing Scheme (Amendment) Order, 1935.1 

Miscellaneous. 

Acoounts of the Boards . — The accounts of the Boards for the year 
ended 31st December, 1935, are printed in Appendix HI. 

In the case of the Bacon Marketing Board, the levy of 6d. per 
cwt. on bacon sales realised about £56,600. The total expenditure 
of the Board (excluding provision for contingent liabilities) 
amounted to £33,000. The costs of operating the Scheme during 
the year were approximately 3d. per pig delivered. 

The chief item of income of the Pigs Marketing Board, the 
delivery and grading fees, realised nearly £130,000. The costs of 
operating the Scheme were approximately one shilling per pig 
delivered. 

The Pigs and Bacon Marketing Boards have paid to the Ex- 
chequer during the year the sums of £2,033 and £678 respectively, 
certified by ‘ ‘ the Minister ’ ’ to represent the expenses of the 
Reorganisation Commission for Pigs and Pig Products attributable 
to the preparation of the Pigs and Bacon Marketing Schemes.

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Publicity . — In December, 1935, the Pigs Marketing Board de- 
cided to circulate a monthly news bulletin to aU contracting pro- 
ducers. The first number was issued in January, 1936. The 
two Boards have staged a joint educational exhibit dealing with the 
production of bacon pigs at a number of agidcultural shows through- 
out the year.

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MILK MAEKETING SCHEME, 1933. 

The Milk Marketing Scheme, -which applies to England and 
Wales, came into operation on 6th October, 1933. 

The total quantity of milk sold by registered producers under the 
Scheme from 6th October, 1933, to 30th September, 1934, -was 
845 ■ 3 million gallons ; sales during the t-welve months ended on 
30th September, 1985, amounted to 981 million gallons, an increase 
of 135 • 7 million gallons or 16 per cent. The quantities sold under 
wholesale contracts and retail licences increased by 137 ■ 3 million 
gallons and 3-2 miUion gallons respectively, while farm production 
of cheese under the Scheme decreased by 4-8 miUion gallons. 

The number of wholesale contracts in force rose from 76,407 in 
December, 1933, to 86,813 in September, 1935. Four regions, 
namely, the Ear Western, Northern, South Wales and North 
Western, accounted for 80 per cent, of the additional contracts. 

A detailed statement showing the quantities of milk sold under 
the Scheme since its inception until 31st December, 1935, is given 
in Table I on page 56. 

The Board consists of 17 members ; 12 are elected on a regional 
basis (one representative for each region except the North-Western, 
which has 2), 3 special members are elected by the registered pro- 
ducers in general meeting, and 2 members are co-opted by the 
elected members of the Board after consultation with the Market 
Supply Committee. 

The elected personnel of the Board remained unchanged during 
1935. Four of the regional members were due to retire in June ; 
two were returned unopposed and the other two were re-elected. 
None of the special members was due to retire in 1935. Lord Cran- 
worth, one of the co-opted members, resigned and was succeeded by 
Lord Eltisley. 

The remuneration of the Board voted by the registered producers 
at the annual general meeting held on the 6th June, 1935, was : — 
Chairman £1,200, Vice-Chairman £700, other members £360 each. 

The number of producers registered with the Board on 
31st December, 1934, was 158,706. The number registered on 
30th September, 1935, was 167,217. There were then 79,267 pro- 
ducers who held wholesale contracts, and 65,744 who held retail 
licences; and of these 3.9,927 sold both under a wholesale contract 
and by retail licence. On 31st December, 1935, the number on the 
register was 166,638, of whom approximately 36,641 did not hold 
either a wholesale contract or a producer-retailer’s licence. 

Wholesale Contracts. 

The twelve months ended 30th September, 1935, constituted 
the third period for which contract terms have been prescribed 
by the Board for the sale of milk by wholesale. The two pre-vious 
periods ran from 6th October, 1933, to 31st March, 1934, and from 
1st April to 30th September, 1934. The terms of these contracts 
were fully described in the last report.*

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The quantity of milk sold under the wholesale contracts during 
the year ended on 30th September, 1935, was 854 million gallons, 
and the receipts from the sale of this milk accruing to the Board 
were approximately £40-8 million. The corresponding quantity 
sold in the previous year was 716 million gallons, and the sum 
receivable was approximately i34-5 million. Particulars of 
regional sales are given in Table II on page 58.

The number of wholesale buyers in the third contract period was 
16,374 compared with 17,340 in the second period. 
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Sales by wholesale for liquid consumption. 

The quantity of milk sold under the wholesale contracts for liquid 
consumption during the year ended September, 1935, was 552-3 
million gallons compared with 523-8 million gallons in the previous 
year. 

The monthly wholesale prices in the third contract period ranged 
between Is. 5d. and Is. Od. a gallon, the weighted average price 
being 14-87d. per gallon over the year. About 60 per cent, of the 
milk was consigned on “ direct contracts ” that is to say, contracts 
for dehvery direct to the pui'chaser’s railway station or dairy, the 
remaining 40 per cent, being sold on " depot ” contracts for 
delivery at approved collecting depots.

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Price of Milk for Manufacture into Cheese. — The 1934/35 con- 
tract provided that the manufacturing price might be varied by 
agreement between the Board and the Central Milk Distributive 
Committee (representing the purchasers of milk by wholesale) or, 
failing agreement, on the certificate of a person brought into 
consultation pursuant to Section 13 of the Agricultural Marketing 
Act, 1933. An application was made to the Board by the Central 
Milk Distributive Committee for a revision in the price formula 
for milk for manufacture into cheese and butter, and the question 
was submitted to the late Mr. Edward Shortt, K.C., as the “ con- 
sulted person ”. A compromise suggested by him that, during the 
months April-July, 1935, the price of milk for cheese should be 
based on the price of Einest White New Zealand cheese instead of 
on the average price of New Zealand and Canadian cheese, was 
accepted by both parties. In August and September the formula 
was to remain unchanged, but, as regards Canadian cheese, excep- 
tional quotations and quotations for old cheese were to be excluded. 
The effect was that prices were rather more favourable to buyers, 
especially during the summer months. There was no change in 
the price formula of milk for butter. 

Repayable advances under the Milk Act, 1934. — The amounts 
paid to the Board under the Milk Act by way of contingently repay- 
able advances in respect of milk manufactured during the period 
October, 1934, to September, 1935, were as follows : —

Pool Prices and Producers’ Net Returns. 

Producers selling milk by wholesale are credited with the appro- 
priate regional pool price for each gallon of milk sold. Each 
regional pool price is based on the realisation value of the milk sold 
in that region, whether for manufacture or liquid consumption. 
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but adjustments are made by means of the inter-regional com- 
pensation levy to ensure that the pool prices do not vary unduly 
as between the regions. 

Regional pool prices for each region and each month from October, 
1934, to December, 193S, are shown in Table III, on page 59. 

The -weighted average pool prices for the year ended 30th Sep- 
tember, 1935, ranged from ll-39d. per gallon in the Par Western 
region to 12- 78d. in the South Eastern region, the weighted average 
for the country as a whole being ll-99d. The corresponding 
weighted average for the previous year was 11 • 83d. 

Theoretically, all milk delivered under the wholesale contracts 
is sold at the wholesale price, adjustments being made in the case 
of mUk sold for manufacture by the allowance of rebates varying 
with the products manufactured. Before the pool prices are struck, 
deductions are also made to meet the expenses and liabUities of the 
Board, and to provide the sums necessary to pay the premium for- 
accredited milk. 

As stated previously, the weighted average wholesale price for 
milk sold for liquid consumption during the year ended 30th 
September, 1935, was 14-87d. per gallon. The rebates for 
manufacturing milk represented a deduction from the liquid price 
of ’2.95d. per gallon; the lower price received for milk supplied 
to school children accounted for a further deduction of 0 • 22d. 
the levy for the Board’s expenses and for the provision of reserves 
amounted to 0-18d. and the amount required for the payment 
of the premium on accredited milk to 0-06d. ; other deductions, 
in respect of publicity, the rebates to farmhouse cheesemakers and 
the compensation paid to the Scottish Milk Marketing Board 
amounted to 0-ld. The credits received were : 0-24d. in 

respect of producer-retailers’ contributions, 0-29d. in respect of 
the repayable advances under Sections 1 to 3 of the Milk Act, 1934,. 
and O-ld. in respect’ of payments received under Section 11. 
The net deduction from the average wholesale regional price was, 
therefore, 2-88d. per gallon, giving an average weighted pool 
price of 11.99d. 

The pool price received by any indi-vidual producer is subject to 
deductions for transport charges and, in some cases, to charges for 
“ transit risk ” and collection in addition. On the other hand, 
he may qualify for the level delivery and accredited premiums, as- 
well as for any additional premiums for special services that he may 
arrange with his buyer. The average effect of these adjustments, 
excluding the accredited premium, is shown in the following table 
for each region for the year 1934/36.

Producer-Eetallers. 

Sales by producer-retailers during the year ended 30tli September, 
1935, amounted to 113- 2 million gallons, compared with 111) million 
gallons in the preceding twelve months. The number of producer- 
retailers licensed by the Board was 65,744 in September, 1935, 
compared with 46,^1 in September, 1984. Prior to 1st October, 

1934, producer-retailers who sold less than one gallon of 
milk a day were not required to hold a producer-retailer’s h'cence. 
From that date all producer-retailers were required to be licensed by 
the Board. There are about 20,000 licensed producer-retailers 
whose daily sales do not exceed one gallon, and the inclusion of these 
producers accounts for the increase in the number of licences in 

1935. 

Producer-retailers are required to contribute to the funds of the 
Board. The amount of the contribution in any region is equal to 
the sum of the inter-regional compensation levy, the accredited 
levy and three quarters of the difference between the wholesale 
liquid mUk price (less the inter-regional and accredited levies) 
and the regional pool price. The producer-retailer is entitled to 
qualify for the level delivery premium and the accredited premium. 
A producer-retailer owning not more than 4 cows may elect to pay 
10s. per cow per annum in heu of the above contribution. 

The average net contrihution for the year, after making allow- 
ance for the level dehvery premium, hut not the accredited 
premium, was l-99d. per gallon, compared with 0-89d. per gallon 
ill the previous year. 88 per cent, of producer-retailers quahfled 
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for the level delivery premium in 1934/36. The following table

Ketail Prices. 

Minimum appropriate retail prices were prescribed by the Board 
for the year ended 30th September, 1936, for (a) urban districts 
etc. with populations of less than 10,000 and all rm-al districts, (b) 
urban districts etc. with populations of 10,000 to 25,000, and (c) 
urban districts etc. with populations exceeding 25,000. 

In the first of these categories, the minimum retail price was 
2s. Od. per gallon in all months except May and June, when it was 
Is. 8d. per gallon ; in the second category, the price was 2s. 2d. per 
gallon in the six winter months (October-March) and 2s. Od. per 
gallon in the six summer months ; in the third category, the price 
was 2s. 4d. per gallon in the winter months and 2s. Od. per gallon 
in the summer months, except in London and in districts within 
the South Eastern region, where the winter price was continued 
during April and September. 

The contract permitted the minimum retail price in any district 
to be reduced by the Board if they were requested to do so by a 
majority of the retailers operating in the district. Following the 
receipt of resolutions from local retailers, the Board sanctioned 
reductions in 354 towns and villages during the contract period. 

In a report* published in February, 1935, the Consumers’ Com- 
mittee for England pointed out that the retail price of milk had 
risen since the Scheme came into operation, and that there was 

* Report of the Consumers’ Committee for England, dated 18th February,

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a danger that higher wholesale prices might stimulate production 
and at the same time lead to a decrease in consumption. They 
suggested that the retail margin should be fixed low enough to give 
not more than a reasonable return to the distributor working under 
the most economical conditions, or giving the least expensive service 
consistent with efficiency, or that it should be fixed in relation 
to the different types of distributive services. This report raised 
questions w'hioh came within the scope of the enquiry being con- 
ducted by the Milk Reorganisation Commission for Great Britain, 
and was accordingly forw’arded to the Commission for consideration 
ill connection with any proposals they might formulate for improve- 
ments in the system of organised milk marketing. 

Contract Terms for the Fourth Contract Period, 

The Milk Marketing Board were unable to reach agreement with 
representatives of the wholesale purchasers of milk as to the prices 
and terms of the contract to be prescribed for the twelve months 
commencing on 1st October, 1935. The Board thereupon pre- 
scribed the contract, and the prescription w-as followed by com- 
plaints made to the Minister by the Central Milk Distributive 
Committee and the Parliamentary Committee of the Co-operative 
Congress regarding the prices and certain of the terms prescribed. 
The Minister directed the Committee of Investigation for England 
to consider and report upon the complaints. In the meantime, by 
agreement between the parties, an addendum was made to the 
contract to permit the Board by resolution to vary the prices and 
terms if so ordered or requested by the Minister after consideration 
of the report of the Committee of Investigation and to allow the 
contract to be voided by any party thereto on notice given within 
14 days of the notification of the resolution or of a notification that 
no resolution was required. 

After consideriug the written representations of the Board on 
the complaints, the Committee of Investigation were of the opinion 
that they could not make a full and proper report without hearing 
evidence. The Committee met to hear evidence on 7th October, but 
Counsel for the Central Milk Distributive Committee applied for an 
adjournment of five weeks in order that the evidence necessary to 
his clients’ ease could be prepared. The Committee decided, how- 
ever, to hear the opening speeches of Counsel and of the Eight .Hon. 
A. V. Alexander, who appeai'ed for the Parliamentary Committee 
of the Co-operative Congress. These speeches were delivered on 
7th, 8th, 9th and 10th October. The Committee then adjourned 
until 11th November. Owing to the General Election interv'ening 
and to the death of the Chairman of the Committee, the Eight 
Hon. Edward Shortt, K.C., the hearing was not resumed until 
19th December. Mr. James Whitehead, K.C., succeeded Mr. Shortt 
as Chairman of the Committee.* 

* The Committee reported in April, 1936, and their report has been 
published. 
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The maiu features of the contract are described in the following 
paragraphs. 

Basis of Sale . — A. producer has tire option of contracting to sell 
either on a “ cow basis ” or on a “ gallonage basis On the 
“ cow basis ” he contracts to sell the whole output either from 
cows not exceeding a certain number or from a stated number of 
cows with an agreed maximum daily delivery. On the " gallonage 
basis the producer contracts to sell a stated daily quantity 
with a maximum variation of 10 per cent., receiving an 
additional premium of Jd. per gallon, or an exact stated daily- 
quantity, for which the premium is Id. per gallon. Provision is also 
made for semi-wholesale and " accommodation " sales of varying 
daily quantities carrying a pi-emium varying from IJd. per gallon 
upwards according to the quantity purchased. Where, however, 
the purchaser is a Local Authority, a voluntary hospital, a public 
body or a registered dairyman, the premium is IJd. per gallon for 
all quantities. 

Prices . — The average price per gallon prescribed by the Board 
for milk for liquid consumption was Is. 3Jd. per gallon. The 
monthly prices are given in the following table, together with those 
in the previous contracts : —

The price per gallon of miUt for manufacture into butter, cheese 
and condensed milk for export was, prior to 1st April, 1935, the 
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average price per lb. for the previous month of Finest SVliite 
Canadian Cheese and Finest White New Zealand Cheese, less IJd. 
and subject to a minimum of 4d. per gallon in the case of condensed 
milk for export. By the award of the “ consulted person,” to 
which reference has already been made, the price formula for 
cheese was slightly varied in the months April-September, 1935, 
but remained unchanged for butter. 

The contract prescribed for 1935/36 made still further alterations 
in the price of milk for manufacture into these three commodities. 
The price of milk for manufacture into butter was fixed at 3Jd. per 
gallon (4Jd. in Cornwall). The price per gallon of milk for manu- 
facture into cheese (other than soft curd cheese and cream cheese) 
was : —

A sum equal to the average less a sum of Ifd. of (1) the aver-

March to August, 1936. — The average price per lb. tor the 
previous month of Finest White New Zealand Cheese less a 
sum of Ifd. per lb. 

The same formula, subject to a minimum of 4d. per gallon, 
applied to condensed milk for export.

Delivery. — As in previous contracts, delivery may be made dnect 
to the purchaser’s railway station or dairy or to a collecting depot 
approved by the Board, the producer paying the costs of carriage. 
The deduction allowed to the purchaser for ‘ ‘ transit risk ’ ’ on depot 
milk was prescribed at ^d. per gallon compared with id. a gallon 
in the third contract. 

Conditions of Re-sale. 

(a) Re-sale by Wholesale or Semi- Wholesale. — The contract pro- 
vides that in the case of re-sale by the purchaser either by whole- 
sale or semi- wholesale , the re-sale price must be not less than the 
price for liquid milk plus a premium varying from -J-d. to lid. per 
gallon according to the quantity sold in each consignment. 

(b) Resale by Retail. — The minimum retail prices prescribed for 
193.3/36 were the same as those for the previous 12 months, quoted 
on page 44. 

The contract, like the previous one, allows the minimum appro- 
priate retail price in any area to be reduced by the Board if they 
are requested to do so by a majority of the retailers in that area. In 
an area of which the population exceeds 25,000, however, the Board 
are required to consult the Central Milk Distributive Committee 
before reducing the minimum price. 

Sales at the Farmhouse Door. — A new provision enables milk to 
be sold by retail at Id. per quart less than the appropriate minimum 
price “ at the farmhouse door,” that is, to customers who call for 
milk at the premises on which it is produced. 

Co-operative Societies Dividends .—DWidenis may be returned on 
retail milk sales by registered co-operative societies in certain 
circumstances ; other retailers may also allow dividends or dis- 
counts at a rate not exceeding that paid by any co-operative society 
operating in the district. 

Quality of Milk. — The purchaser may terminate the contract if 
the milk delivered by the vendor contains less than 3 per cent, of 
milk fat or less than 8-5 per cent, of non-fatty solids. 

Farmhouse Cheesemakers. 

As explained in the previous report,* the Milk Act, 1934, makes 
provision for the payment of repayable advances in respect of milk 
manufactirred into cheese on farms. The Board have accordingly 
issued for each contract period since 1st April, 1934, special con- 
tracts for farm cheesemakers under which payment at the follow- 
ing rates per gallon has been made to the producer in respect of 
milk manufactured into cheese on the farm : —

The Board deduct from these advances the levies for expenses 
and for the payment of the premium on accredited milk; but the 
farm cheesemaker is entitled to the accredited premium of Id. 
per gallon if he qualifies. 

The 1934/35 contract was available to producers owning 8 or 
more cows. Producers were required to manufacture all their 
milk into cheese during the six months April to September and could 
also do so in October or in all six winter months if they so desired. 

The terms of the 1935/36 contract were made rather more favour- 
able for producers. In addition to providing for substantially 
increased payments, the contract is available to producers own- 
ing 6 or more cows. Producers must undertake to manufacture all 
their milk into cheese in the five months May to September and in 
at least one other month. 

The actual net advances per gallon (excluding the accredited 
premiums) paid to farm cheesemakers are shown in the following

Accredited Producers 

The Board have prepared a register of accredited producers, and 
since 1st May, 1936, producers on the register have received a 
premium of Id. per gallon on all milk sold by them. The condi- 
tions for enrolment prescribed by the Board are those required for 
the granting of a Grade A producer’s hcence under the Milk 
(Special Designations) Order, 1923. Any registered producer who 
presents a Grade A producer’s licence to the Board is registered 
as an accredited producer. The usual fee for a Grade A licence 
(^1 Is. per.year) is payable by the producer to his Local Authority. 
Producers of Grade A (T.T.) and Certified milk who sell their milk 
through the Board are also entitled to be placed on the register. 

The conditions of the Grade A hcence require the maintenance of 
an approved standard of cleanliness in the cow-shed and dairy, 
quarterly veterinary inspection of the dairy herd and periodic test- 
ing of milk samples. In some areas the quarterly veterinary 
inspections are provided free of charge, but in others it is the 
practice of the licensing authority to charge for ohnical inspections. 

The cost of the premium paid to accredited producers is met from 
the funds of the Board. The amount required to pay the p/emium 
in terms of a levy on all sales, the number of producers receiving 
the premium, and the quantities of milk sold by them are given in 
the following table for 1935 : —

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Manufacturing Operations of the Board. 

During the spring of 1934, the Board acquired a factory at 
Aspatria (Cumberland) for the manufacture of cheese. In 
April, 1935, the Board took occupation of two more factories, 
one at Wem (Shropshhe) and the other at Frodsham (Cheshire), 
both of which were later transferred to the Board's ownership. In 
September a further factory at Treloquithack (Cornwall) began to 
be operated on the Board’s account, and the Board subsequently 
also entered into possession of part of the manufacturing premises 
of Norfolk Dairy Farmers, Ltd., at Norwich. 

Either butter or cheese has been manufactured at each factory- 
except Norwich, where the majority of the milk has been separated, 
the skim milk being sold back to the farmers and the cream dis- 
patched to a butter factory. The total quantity of milk manu- 
factured for the Board in the twelve months ended 30th September, 
1935, was as follows : —

The Milk in Schools Scheme. 

As was mentioned in the previous report,* Section 11 of the Milk 
Act, 1934, permits the Exchequer to contribute a sum not exceed- 
ing one-half of the expenses of a milk marketing board in carrying 
out any approved arrangements for increasing the total demand for 
milk, subject to a maximum contribution of £1,000,000. Under 
an-angements formulated by the Milk 'Marketing Board with 
the co-operation of distributors and approved by the Minister, 
milk is sold to school-children at J-d. for one-third of a pint ; 
the retailer receives 6d. per gallon, for distribution and the 
Board 6d. The Minister pays to the Board one-half the difference 
between the price received by them for school milk and the whole- 
sale liquid price on the first 18 million gallons consumed in each 
year, and one-quarter of the difference on any excess. 

Between 2J and 2f million schoolchildren receive milk daily under 
the Board’s arrangements as against some 900,000 formerly. The 
total quantity of milk consumed in the 1934/36 contract period was 
approximately 22| million gallons. The quantities of milk con- 
sumed in each month from October, 1934, are given in the following

According to returns collected by the Board of Education, the 
number of children in England and Wales participating in the 
scheme at the end of September, 1935, was 2,528,000. 

The Nutrition Survey. 

In connection with the Milk in Schools Schemes, the Board and 
the Scottish Milk Marketing Board have undertaken an enquiry 
into the nutritional value of mUk. The scheme has been prepared 
and supervised by an Expert Sub-Committee of the Board’s- 
Advisory Committee on Mdk Publicity, of which Lord Astor is the 
Chairman, and received the approval of the Minister and the- 
Secretary of State for Scotland on 28th March, 1936. The object of 
the enquiry is to ascertain the effect upon health of the consumption 
of milk in varying quantities, and to obtain such further evidence 
as may be possible as to the relative nutritional value of raw as 
compared with pasteurised milk. The cost of the enquiry (esti- 
mated at ^10,000) is being borne by the Government (under the 
Milk Act, 1934) and the English and Scottish Milk Marketing. 
Boards, in agreed proportions. 

The principal tests are being carried out at elementary schools 
in five centres, Burton-on-Trent, Huddersfield, Luton, Renfrew and 
Wolverhampton. The children — about 8,000 in all — ^have been 
divided into four groups. Children in the first group (the control) 
receive a biscuit but no milk, those in the second, J pint of pasteur- 
ised milk, those in the third, § pint of pasteurised milk and those- 
in the fourth, § pint of raw milk. Four full-time Medical Officers- 
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have been appointed to conduct this part of the investigation, which 
will extend over a period of twelve months. 

Research and Sublicity. 

Under the terms of the 1934/35 contract, producers and pur- 
chasers each contributed a sum of Jd. per gallon on all milk sold 
on wholesale contract in May, 1935, the resulting fund to be used 
as to one-tenth on research and the remainder on publicity. The 
National Milk Publicity Council agreed to the retention by the 
Board of £30,000 to meet half the cost of a publicity scheme which 
might rank for grant as to the other half under Section 11 of the 
Milk Act, 1934. A scheme was prepared by the Board and approved 
by the Advisory Committee on Milk Publicity for publicity by means 
of press advertising, a poster campaign and special forms of advert- 
ising covering particularly the period May to October, 1935, at an 
estimated cost of £60,000. The scheme was approved by the 
Minister and laid before Parliament ; the total Exchequer grant paid 
was £29,125, being half the actual cost. 

The Board have also encouraged the establishment of milk bars 
by operating a demonstration bar at various shows and exhibitions 
and providing advice on their establishment, but this activity did 
not qualify for Exchequer par-ments under the Milk Act. 

The sum available for grants for research work was between 
£8,000 and £9,000. This sum has been apportioned between the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, the Agricultural 
Research Council, the National Institute of Dairying at Reading, 
the London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, and the 
Rowett Institute, in aid of various pieces of research work affecting 
the production and manufacture of milk and its nutritive value. 

With the aid of funds provided by the Board an important in- 
vestigation into production costs and the economics of milk pro- 
duction was commenced in November, 1934, under the auspices 
of the Conference of Advisory Agricultural Economists, and was 
continued in 1935. The Agricultm'al Economics Research Institute 
at Oxford and the Agricultural Advisory Departments of other 
Universities and Colleges in England and Wales participated in the 
scheme and financial and other economic data relating to milk 
production were collected from approximately 600 farms. An 
interim report of the investigation -will probably be published when 
the analyses of the data have been completed. 

The Reorganisation Commission. 

As stated in the previous report*, the Secretary of State for 
Scotland announced in the House of Commons on 10th December, 
1934, that he and the Minister of Agriculture were of opinion that.

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sufficient experience had been gained of the working of organised 
milk marketing in Great Britain to enable an examination to be 
usefully made of the possibilities of further improvement, including 
the question of co-ordination or amalgamation of Schemes. The 
Minister and the Secretary of State proposed, therefore, to con- 
stitute a Milk Eeorganisation Commission for Great Britain to 
undertake this comprehensive survey. 

The Commission was appointed on 11th February, 1935, with 
Mr. A. B. Cutforth, C.B.B. as Chan-man, the other members being 
Professor A. W. Ashby, M.A., Sir Iain Colquhoun, Bart., D.S.O., 
Sir John Orr, D.S.O., M.G., M.A., M.D., B.Sc., F.B.S., and 
Miss D. S. Tomkinson, O.B.B., M.A., J.P. 

The Commission’s terms of reference are : — 

1. To consider the working of organised milk marketing in Great 
Britain imder Milk Marketing Schemes and its incidence on pro- 
duction, distribution and consumption, and to make recommenda- 
tions for further improvement 

2. To consider and report on the extent to which and the manner 
in which organisation could be facihtated by closer co-operation 
between the Marketing Boards concerned, or by the amalgamation 
of some or all of the Schemes, including any schemes at present 
under consideration, or by other adjustments, and to prepare 
schemes for giving effect to any such adjustments. 

3. To consider and report on the extent to which, and the roanner 
iu which, the organisation of milk marketing in Great Britain could 
be facilitated by closer co-operation between Milk Marketing Boards 
in Great Britain and the appropriate authorities in Northern 
Ireland. 


Miscellaneous. 

Poll on the Question of Revocation of the Scheme . — The Scheme 
provides that a poll on the question whether or not the Scheme 
shall be revoked may be demanded at any time by any five hundred 
registered producers. The Agricultural Marketing Act, 1931, how- 
ever, provides that no such poll shall be taken within two years of 
the declaration of the result of the initial poll without the consent 
of the Board. The two-year period expired, in the case of the Milk 
Marketing Scheme, on 6th September, 1935. 

The Board received a petition signed by 545 producers demanding 
a poll at the end of December, 1934. This demand was, as per- 
mitted by the. provisions of the Act, refused. A further demand 
for a poU signed by 500 registered producers was received in July, 
1935, and the Board consented to the poU being taken. The 
register was closed on 1st August, and polling day was 15th August. 
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A postal vote was taken , the vote being counted by an independent 
person, and the result was declared on 19th August as follow^s : — 

In favour of revocation ... 18,747 producers (19 per cent.) owning 

222.722 cows (18J per cent). 

Against revocation ... 79,711 producers (81 per cent.) owning 

1,431,342 cows (86J per cent.) 

Accounts of the Board. — A copy of the Board’s accounts as at 
3lst March, 1935, is printed in Appendix III. 

During the year, the Board have paid to the Exchequer ^6,142, 
certified by the Minister to represent the expenses of the original 
Reorganisation Commission for Milk attributable to the preparation 
of the Scheme. 

Cream Prices . — Arrangements have again been made during the 
year between the chief manufacturers of cream in the United 
Kingdom regarding the prices at which fresh cream shall be sold 
by wholesale. 

An agreement has also been concluded beween manufacturers 
in the United Kingdom, The Irish Eree State and Denmark 
regarding the wholesale prices and conditions of sale of tinned 
cream. 

Contraventions of the Scheme . — During 1935, penalties were 
imposed upon 316 registered producers for contravention of the 
Scheme. Sixty producers were penahsed for selling milk by wholesale 
otherwise than under a contract prescribed by and registered with 
the Board ; 54 for selling milk by retail without holding a producer- 
retailer’s licence ; 184 for failing to fmnish information and returns ; 
3 for rendering false returns ; and 15 for selhng milk at less 
than the prescribed retail price. The aggregate amount of the 
penalties was ^7,461.

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POTATO MABKETING SCHEME, 1933. 

The Potato Marketing Scheme, which applies to Great Britain, 
came into operation on 9th March, 1934. 

The Board administering the Scheme is composed of 24 district 
members, 5 special members and 2 persons co-opted to the Board 
after consultation with the Market Supply Committee.* During 
the year, elections were held in five districts and resulted in two 
new members being elected to the Board. At the annual general 
meeting held on the 31st October, 1935, the two retiring special 
members were re-elected. The co-opted members were Mr. W. 
Gavin and Commander the Hon. A. D. Cochrane ; the latter 
succeeded Capt. the Hon. J. G. Stuart who resigned from the Board 
on his appointment as a Lord Commissioner of the Treasury. 

The remuneration of members of the Board voted at the annual 
general meeting was at the same rate as in the previous year,

Home supplies during the 1934/35 season varied little from the 
previous two years, though the proportion of sound ware potatoes 
was probably higher. The 193S crop, however, was smaller than 
those of the previous three years, partly on account of a reduced 
acreage and partly on account of a lower yield per acre. 

Information as to the supply position at different periods of the 
year has been obtained by the Board by means of periodical 
censuses of unsold stock remaining in the hands of registered 
producers and authorised merchants. The estimated stocks on the

Prices in England . — The average of growers’ prices for maincrop 
potatoes in 1934/35 was 75s. 6d. per ton, 16s. 6d. per ton above 
that of 1938/34 and 9s. Od. per ton higher than in 1932/33. Brices 
were comparatively high in the early months of the season, due to 
a slow rate of marketing at that time before the size of the crop 
was accurately known. Prices also rose sharply at the end of the 
season, on account of a very severe frost which occurred in mid- 
May, causing damage to the new crop in many parts of the country 
and thereby increasing the demand for old potatoes. 

Despite the smaller crop in 1935, growers’ prices at the beginning 
of the season were much the same as in the previous year. In 
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December, however, the effects of the smaller crop began to be felt 
and prices rose to 115s. per ton, 46s. 6d. per ton higher than at the 
corresponding period in the previous year. 

Wholesale and retail prices followed a very similar course to 
growers’ prices throughout. Growers’ and wholesale prices for the 
past four seasons to the end of 1935 are given in the following 
tables : —

The riddle regulation imposed in December, 1934, was designed 
to strengthen the market and check the overloading of supphes. 
Following the imposition of the riddle, the fall in potato prices, 
which had been practically continuous since the beginning of the 
season, was checked. Prices then remained fairly steady and the 
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regulation was continued, apart from some minor changes 
in January, 1935, until the beginning of March when the 
results of the census of stocks of potatoes remaining unsold 
in Februarj' were known. This census showed, in the 
opinion of the Board, a sm-plus of 111,000 tons over the 
estimated requirements for the remainder of the season, and 
the riddle regulations were strengthened in order to keep part 
of this surplus off the market. Prices showed no material change 
until the severe frost in May increased the demand for old potatoes. 
The riddle regulations were then relaxed. 

The low prices obtained for the 1935 crop at the beginning of 
the season led to a riddle of If in. being imposed generally at 
the end of August, but when prices began to rise the riddle was 
again reduced to the basic riddle of IJ in. 

The sale of “ seconds .” — In order to assist individual registered 
producers who had an unusually high proportion of small potatoes 
in then crop, the Board introduced in September, 1935, a scheme for 
the sale, as “ seconds,” of potatoes rather smaller than the mini- 
mum permitted under the riddle regulations. “ Seconds ” were 
defined to be sound, marketable potatoes which have passed 
through a riddle of If in. but stand on a riddle of If in. 
Producers had to satisfy the Board that they had a contract for the 
sale of such potatoes and they were requmed to use special bag 
labels issued by the Board. At first, permits for the sale of 
‘ ‘ seconds ’ ’ were issued only to those registered producers who could 
show' that at least one-fifth of their total crop consisted of 
“ seconds,” but this requirement was later waived and the 
definition of ” seconds ” was altered to apply to potatoes which 
passed through a riddle of If in. but stood on a riddle of IJ in. 

Purchase of Potatoes in Scotland . — At the beginning of the 
1934/35 season, the Board were faced with a local glut of supplies 
in Scotland coupled with very low prices which, it was feared, 
might lead to a collapse of prices in the rest of the country. The 
Board, after consideration, decided to purchase potatoes in Scotland 
to relieve the situation. Buying was continued throughout the 
season, and 9,423 tons were purchased, all of which were sold 
during May, 1936. 

Basic Acreage and the Excess Acreage Levy . — As explained in 
the previous report,* each registered producer has been allotted a 
“ basic acreage ”, calculated in the manner prescribed in the 
Scheme. If, in the opinion of the Board, their expenditure in the 
operation of the Scheme is likely to be increased as a result of 
plantings by registered producers in excess of their basic acreages, 
the Board may require the producers concerned to pay a special 
non-recurring levy not exceeding £5 per acre in respect of their 
excess acreage. The basic acreage of any producer who has

the number of acres on which the levy was paid.

Since April, 1934, the Board have required registered pnr- 
ducers who have planted in excess of their basic acreage to 
pay a levy of £5 per acre. The amount of the excess acreage 
levies receivable in respect of the 1934 season was about T24,500. 
representing 4,900 acres. For the 193-5 season, the excess 
acreage levy was assessed on 7,300 aoi’es, but has been cancelled in 
respect of more than half of this ai'ea, either because the acreage 
in question w'as being used for growing seed potatoes, or for other 
reasons. 


The Improvement of Trading Conditions. 

Markets Plans . — One of the most important steps taken by the 
Board during the year was the initiation of “ Markets Plans ” to 
bring about some measure of price stability in the wholesale trade. 
These plans have developed out of an experiment introduced with the 
co-operation of distributors in the Glasgow area in July, 1934, for 
the voluntary regulation of distributive margins. In that area, 
price cutting by wholesalers had been prevalent, and it was 
feared that prices might be affected over a large part of 
the country with consequential repercussions on producers’ prices 
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as a whole. The experimental scheme proved successful in restor- 
ing stability, and the Board appointed a committee to consider the 
extension of the scheme on a national basis. 

The generalised plan prepared by the committee suggested that 
" Markets Plan Committees ” should be set up in defined ai'eas to 
represent the authorised merchants e.stablished and trading in the 
areas. These Committees would recommend from time to time 
minimum prices below which specified kinds of potatoes should 
not be sold by wholesalers to retailers. The minimum prices 
should be arrived at by reference to growers' prices and should 
cover transport and distributive charges. 

The Board have accordingly encouraged the formation of local 
associations of authorised merchants and the appointment of Markets 
Plan Committees. The Board assist the associations when formed 
and are able to give support to the Markets Plan Committees 
through the conditions of authorisation. 

The Markets Plan Committee settles the merchant’s margin for 
the district, subject to the approval of the Board, and also ascer- 
tains from time to time the average “ arrived ” price (i.e. the 
average cost to the merchant of potatoes delivered at his warehouse) 
for different varieties. The minimum price for sales by a wholesaler 
• to a retailer is then determined by adding the approved margin 
to the arrived price, the minimum price being also subject to the 
approval of the Board. The merchant's margin varies from lOs. 
to 15s. per ton and is intended to cover the normal costs of 
wholesaling, including warehouse maintenance, delivery and a fail' 
profit. In Scotland, where the margin is ^1, it also includes 
bagging. 

The growth of the Markets Plans Schemes has been rapid. At 
the end of 1935 plans were in operation in some 40 districts, covering 
all the important potato markets in Great Britain with the exception 
of London and Liverpool. 

Authorisation of Merchants . — The main conditions of authorisa- 
tion were described in the last report.* These have since been 
revised in certain respects, the most important new condition being 
the requirement to adhere to the appropriate Markets Plan. The 
Board also take power to examine an authorised merchant’s books. 
The list of authorised merchants has been revised, “ re-authorisa- 
tion ” being granted to those merchants who agreed to accept the 
iie'CT' conditions. 

A committee of the Board was set up to deal with applications for 
authorisation, which up to 31st August, 1936, amounted to 6,000. 
Of these, some 2,000 were applications clearly made under a mis- 
apprehension; for example, retailers and growers have applied. 
The number of merchants authorised by the Board was 3,700 
at the date mentioned, and the revised list of authori.sed 
merchants issued at the beginning of January, 1936, contained 
3,534 names.

In dealing with the applications, the Merchants’ Authorisation 
Committee has consulted, in appropriate cases, the National 
IPedeiation of Ifruit and Potato Trades, Ltd., and the Scottish 
Potato Trade Executive; many applications have also been 
remitted to the Potato Advisoi’y^ Committee of the appropriate 
county branch of the National Farmers’ Union and the National 
Farmers’ Union of Scotland. 

AuthorisatioH of AuctioueeTS. — When sales on coimnission were 
prohibited following a poll under paragraph TO (2i of the Scheme, 
the Board decided to exempt from the prohibition sales at auctions 
approved by them. The Board have since laid down the conditions 
that must be adhered to by authorised auctioneers. The most 
important of these are : — 

(i) that the auctioneer shall not handle by auction in any 
year a greater quantity of potatoes than his average for the 
three yeai's ended 31st December, 1934, and that his monthly 
sales shall not be substantially heavier than in the correspond- 
ing months of previous years ; 

(ii) that a reserve price, not less than the local wholesale 
pi'ice, shall be placed on each transaction; and 

(iii) that returns of quantities sold and prices realised shall 
be made to the Board. 

About 120 auctioneers have been authorised by the Board. 

Market Intelligence . — The Board have continued and extended 
the arrangements described in the last report* for the provision of 
a market intelligence service. Notice boards are now maintained 
in 84 of the principal potato markets throughout Great Britain, 
and these are kept posted with the most up-to-date market 
information available. 

The Disposal of Surplus Potatoes. 

.A committee of the Board has, during the year under review, 
been examining the possibilities of manufacturing various industrial 
products from potatoes. The only activity which has so far com- 
mended itself to the committee as offering reasonable prospects of 
success is the manufacture of feeding stuff's for stock. After a full 
examination of the project, the Board made an agreement with the 
Farmers’ Marketing and Supply Company, Ltd., under which the 
Company were to erect a factory at 'Wisbech for the manufacture 
from surplus potatoes of a balanced meal for stock feeding, the 
Board guaranteeing supplies if the Company were unable to secure 
sufficient. The price to be paid by the Company for potatoes was 
to be subject to approval by the Board. 

Contracts were entered into for the supply of potatoes to the 
factory in the latter part of 1935, the agreed price being £1 per ton 

* Page 63. 
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delivered at the factory, and the factorj’- was opened on 12th Decem- 
ber. The maximum throughput of the factory is about 250 tons a 
week. 

The “ Bishop Auckland Experiment.” 

Another feature of 1935 was the experiment in the distribution of 
potatoes at especially low prices to unemployed persons in Bishop 
Auckland. The experiment attracted considerable attention, and 
a report* on it was issued by the Board. 

The object of the experiment was to discover if there were 
potential new outlets for sales at differential prices ; and if the 
differential prices could be justified economically on the basis of 
the difference in services rendered. The Board were anxious that 
the experiment should be carried through with the co-operation of 
distributors and without injuring their interests. 

The experiment started in February, 1935, and was con- 
tinued for 8 weeks. The procedure followed was for vouchers to 
be issued to the unemployed at the local Employment Exchange. 
These vouchers, after having been stamped by a retailer, enabled 
the holder to obtain a specified quantity of potatoes, depending on 
the size of his family, at 4d. a stone. (The prevailing retail price 
was 7d. a stone) . The potatoes had to be fetched in the buyer’s 
own bag from a central warehouse, open on two days a week, and 
were sold for cash. Eetailers were compensated for their loss of 
trade by receiving from the Board Id. per stone on the vouchers 
stamped by them. 

The population of Bishop Auckland is 19,009 of whom 2,400 were 
then unemployed, representing, with their dependents, one third of 
the population. Dmdngthe course of the experiment 21,000 vouchers 
were issued. Of these 19,400 were used, and 182 tons of potatoes 
were sold. 

Eetailers were asked to make returns of their sales before, during 
and after the experiment, so that the. effect on retail sales could be 
estimated. The average weekly sales shown by these returns 
were as follows : —

Sales in retail shops fell to 60 per cent, of normal during this 
experiment; the quantity sold in the warehouse, however, even 
after making allowance for excess sales during the last week,

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represented 131 per tent, of the iioi'mal. The Board e.sti- 
mated that if allowance is made for a decrease in sales by fish 
friers, the total increase in sales could hardly be less than 69 per 
cent. 

The total cost of the experiment to the Board was .4;297, of which 
sSlll was the cost of warehouse distribution and £1'21 represented 
the compensation to retailers ; the balance is accounted for by los.s 
in weight when bagging the potatoes and the loss in selling at 
53s. 4d. per ton potatoes that had been bought at the current market 
price of 59s. Od. per ton. The actual cost of distribution by the 
Board was 14s. per ton, or a fraction over a Id. per .stone. 

At the end of their- report, the Board set out some of the con- 
clusions to be drawn fromtheexperiment. They say that it definitely 
shows that, in a towm with a high proportion of low level incomes 
and even at a time -when prices are low, the consumption of potatoes 
can respond to price to a remax-kable degree ; also that it is possible 
to devise machinery for the distribution of cheap surplus supplies 
without endangering the existing price structure or destroying the 
retailers’ contact with their customers, and that given the goodwill 
of retailers, the machinery -works smoothly. 

The Board recognise that there are a nuinber of difficulties in 
the -s\-ay of extending the principles of this experiment on a larger 
scale. They point out that, in this case, selling at reduced prices 
involved the Board — and therefore producers generally — in a loss, 
though in certain circumstances it might be of advantage to a 
producers’ organisation to dispose of a surplus at reduced prices. 
The Board conclude that the experiment appear.s to show that a class 
of consumers is prepared to accept a smaller service from the retailer- 
in return for lower prices ; but such special sales should not be 
allowed to damage normal sales or upset the retail price structure 
■w-hioh must remain the chief consideration. 

Miscellaneous. 

Standard of Dressing for Ware Potatoes. — The Board invited 
registered producers to adopt the following standard for -n-are 
potatoes : — 

1. General Conditions. — Potatoes must be reasonably clean, 
free from soil, healthy and suitable for human consumption. 
Cracked or misshapen potatoes must be excluded. 

2. Size. — The minimum size as determined by the Board’s 
minimum riddle regulations for the time being in force. 

3. Tolerance. — (a) Size. — The -weight of potatoes per cwt. 
which may pass through a riddle having a square mesh, as 
specified by order of the Board, or as defined in paragraph 67 of 
the Scheme, or such riddle above the minimum riddle as may 
be prescribed in any contract between buyer and seller, shall 
be as follows ;

(b) Waste. — The maximum allowance per cwt. for appreci- 
ably diseased, damaged, cut, cracked or greened potatoes is 6 lb. 

(o) Variety, etc . — At least 96 per cent, by count of the 
potatoes must conform to specification as regards variety and 
type of soil. 

The Board have power under Section 69 of the Scheme to pre- 
scribe the manner in which potatoes shall be graded by registered 
producers. Compulsory gi-ades for potatoes may be introduced after 
experience of voluntary standards has been gained. 

Finance . — A copy of the Board’s accounts for the year ended 
31st August, 1936, is printed in Appendix III. As in the previous 
year, a levy of 5s. per acre planted with potatoes was made on all 
registered producers during September. The amount of the 
annual acreage levy collectable in the year ended 31st August, 1935, 
was i£136,(X)0. The amount collectable in respect of the special 
levy of £5 per acre made on producers who planted in excess of then’ 
basic acreage was £13,600. 

Publicity . — The Board have maintained producer and consumer 
publicity activities under the supervision of their Publicity Com- 
mittee. Stands were taken at a number of agricultural shows 
during the year as well as at the Ideal Home Exhibition, and 
posters, recipe books, etc. , have been distributed. 

A series of mass meetings of registered producers has been held 
during the year at which members of the Board have explained the 
Scheme and the operations of the Board. The meetings were also 
valuable in providing members of the Board with first-hand im- 
pressions of the views of growers in various districts. 

Penalties . — During 1935, penalties amounting in the aggregate 
to £1,013 were imposed on 296 registered producers. The majority 
of the penalties were imposed for failure to make the returns 
required by the Board. 

Four successful prosecutions were also instigated by the Board 
against unregistered producers who were selling potatoes in 
contravention of the Scheme. 

Varieties Grown by Registered Producers. — No. 3 of the Mis- 
cellaneous Publications of the Board, entitled “ The Area under 
Potatoes in Great Britain ’ ’ , contains information as to the varieties 
of potatoes grown by registered producers in 1934 and 1936, showing 
the acreage, by county, of each variety. 

The following figures show the proportion of the total acreage 
planted by registered producers classified as First Earlies, Second 
Barlies and Maincrop in England and Wales, Scotland and Great 
Britain respectively in 1934 and 1935 ;

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Of the maincrop varieties, King Edward VII and Majestic were by 
far the most popular, accounting for 38 per cent, and 35 per cent, 
respectively of the total maincrop acreage in 1935 ; these varieties 
with Kerr’s Pink amounted to 85 per cent, of the total. Great 
Scot (71 per cent, of the acreage) was the most popular Second 
Early variety, and Eclipse, Epicure, Ninetyfold and Sharpe’s 
Express (together 84 per cent, of the acreage) the most popular 
First Earlies. 

ABERDEEN AND DISTRICT MILK MARKETING SCHEME, 

1933. 

This Scheme for the regulation of the marketing of milk produced 
in the counties of Aberdeen and Kincardine came into operation 
on 1st August, 1934. 

As explained in the previous reports, the Board is composed of 
the members of the Committee of Management of the Aberdeen and 
District Milk Agency and four representatives elected annually 
by the registered producers w'ho are not members of the Agency. 
.4t the first annual general meeting of the registered producers held 
on 28th March, 1935, the four members serving on the Board in 
the latter capacity were re-elected and thereafter Mr. J. A. Mackie, 
82, Market Street, Aberdeen, and Mr. J. G. Singer, 80, Guild 
Street, Aberdeen, who were appointed by the Secretary of State to 
be members of the Board for the fii-st year, were co-opted to 
membership tor a further period in accordance with Section 14 of the 
Agricultural Marketing Act, 193.3. 

The registered producers at the general meeting voted the sum 
of £600 as remuneration to the members of the first Board, exclud- 
ing the Chairman, to be divided amongst them as they might 
determine. The Chairman’s remuneration is determined by the 
Board. 

When the Scheme came into operation, the Board took over the 
working of the creamery of the Aberdeen and District MUk Agency 
at Kittybrewster, Aberdeen. The creamery is used as a depot for 
the collection, treatment and distribution of milk and for the 
manufacture of milk products. Negotiations were concluded in 
April, 1935, for the transfer of the creamery and other assets of 
the Agency to the Board as at 31st July, 1934, at a valuation of 
£9,500. After adjustments in respect of rent and other charges, 
the net amount payable was £8,240, of which a sum of .£4,000 was. 
left on loan to the Board. It was agreed in the negotiations that the 
-Agency W'ould remain in existence as a non-trading agricultural 
society registered under the Industrial and Provident Societies Acts, 
1893 to 1928. 

The total number of producers registered under the Scheme on 
31st December, 1935, was 823, of whom 489 were ordinary producers 
(i.e., producers selling milk by wholesale to or through the agency 
of the Board), 326 were producer-retailers, and 8 were producers of 
Certified milk. Of the producers selling milk by wholesale, 95 also 
sold a proportion of their milk by retail. Provision is made in the 
Scheme for the exemption from registration of producers who sell 
milk only in small quantities to employees or to neighbours for their 
own consumption. In January, 1936, the Board decided that pro- 
ducers selling not more than two gallons daily to not more than 
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sis customers should be granted exemption under that provision. 
After consideration of representations made by the Aberdeen and 
District Producer-Eetailers’ Association and further review of the 
position, the Board resolved in October, 1935, to reduce the qualify- 
ing limits for this exemption to a maximum sale of one gallon daily 
and a maximum number of four customers and to examine, with 
full regard to the circumstances in each case, any applications for 
exemption of producers whose sales exceed the modified limits. 

The statement on page 80 gives particulars of the sales of milk 
under the Scheme in each month during the period ended December, 
1935, and of the utilisation of the milk. 

Payments to Producers. ^The ordinary producers receive monthly 
payments from the Board for the basic quantities of their supplie.s 
at the Standard Price (i.e., the price for the sale of milk to 
distributors for liquid consumption) less the contribution per 
gallon required to cover the loss incurred in marketing milk which 
fails to realise that Price and to meet the administrative expenses. 
For supplies in excess of these quantities, they are paid a surplus 
jrrice less a contribution per gallon at the same rate as that deducted 
in respect of the basic quantities. Apart from the allocation of 
interim and final basic quantities to new producers, no revision was 
made up to 31st December, 1935, in the basic quantities determined 
by the Board at the inception of the Scheme. 

The following statement shows in respect of each month during 
the period December, 1934, to December, 1935, the gallonage of 
the sales by the producers within the limits of then- basic quantities 
and in excess of these quantities, the net prices per gallon paid to 
the producers, and the amount of the producers’ contributions : —

The weighted average of the prices per gallon paid to the 
producers for their sales of “ basic quantity ” and “ surplus ” milk 
over the year 1936 was T2-51d. and 5 -lid. respectively. 

The Board debit each producer’s account with the amount 
actually paid at the standard rates in respect of the haulage of his 
milk for delivery at the disti'ibutor’s premises or at the Board’s 
creamery. The standard haulage rates prescribed by the Board are

Producer-retailers and producers of Certified milk make their 
own arrangements for the sale of their milk at the prices pre- 
scribed by the Board. The monthly contributions payable by these 
producers to the Board were assessed throughout the year 1935, as 
previously, at the rate of £2 per cow per annum calculated on the 
retm’n of then- sales and taking the average production at two 
gallons per cow per day. Milk produced by them in excess of the 
requirements of their customers may be sold to or through the 
agency of the Board and paid for at the net “ surplus ” price. 

Liquid Milk Prices. — Particulars were given in the last reix>rt* of 
the prices determined by the Board for the period ended October, 
1935. The prices prescribed for the year ending October, 1936,. 
are on a similar scale, viz. : —

— Is. 3d. per gallon, with reduction to Is. 2d. per gallon during 
May, June and July.

As shown in the statement on page 80, part of the milk surplu.s 
to the demand for liquid consumption within the area- of the Scheme 
is sold for liquid consumption in other markets. This milk is 
supplied to English buyers at the prevailing regional Ihjuid milk 
prices in England, the cost of treatment and transport of the milk 
being met by the Board. 

Manujaeturing Milk Prices. — In the early months of the operation 
of the Scheme when the agreements made by the Aberdeen and 
District Milk Agency were operative, no milk was sold specifically 
for manufacture, but all the distributors received 5 per cent, of 
their total purchases of milk at the modified price of 8d. per gallon. 
On the discontinuance of that atrangement as at 30th November. 

1934, supplies of milk for manufacture were made available at the 
price of 9d. per gallon. .\s the Board were not satisfied that the 
whole of the milk purchased at that price was being used for manu- 
facture, they suspended as from 1st March, 193.5, the sale of milk 
at less than the Standard Price with the exception of supplies at 
9Jd. per gallon for the manufacture of ice-cream, and undertook 
to provide the distributors at wholesale rates with their require- 
ments of cream, butter and cheese from the Board’s manufactures 
of these products. This action of the Board, together with other 
matters, formed the subject of complaints which were referred to 
the Committee of Investigation for Scotland (see page 78). 

In accordance with the assurance given to the Secretary of State, 
the Board arranged as from 1st September for the supply, on 
request, of milk at the price of 7J-d. per gallon for the manufacture 
of cream. They also granted rebates for the reduction to 9d. per 
gallon of the price of milk supplied during the period from 1st March 
to 31st August on production of proof of its use for manufacture. 

With these adjustments the total quantities of milk sold for the 
manufacture of milk products from December, 1934, to December, 

1935, inclusive, were as follows : —

The Milk Act, 1934. — The advances payable to the Board under 
Sections 1 and 2 of the Act in respect of milk used by the Board 
for the manufacture of butter and sold or used for the manufacture 
of cheese during the period ended 31st December, 1935, amounted to 
^2,103 17s. 3d. 

In accordance with ari-angements approved by the Secretary of 
State under Section 11 of the Act on 30th May, 1935, the Board, 
with a view to increasing the demand for milk, organised a publicity 
and propaganda campaign, which was carried out on similar lines 
to that undertaken by the Scottish Milk Marketing Board, at an 
estimated total cost of ^1,600. In addition to the arrangements 
made under the approved scheme, the Board, for purposes of 
propaganda, installed and operated temporary milk bars at the 
Highland and Agricultural Society's Show and at a Trade Exhibition 
held in Aberdeen during the year. 

The Board also co-operated in the arrangements made by the 
English and Scottish Milk Marketing Boards under Section 11 of 
the Act for an investigation of the nutritional value of milk (see 
pages 18 and 52) by supplying milk free of charge for a calf-rearing 
experiment undertaken at the Eowett Research Institute, Aberdeen, 
as a subsidiary to the main investigation. 

Complaints regarding the operation of the Scheme: Consumers.— 
Complaints were made to the Consumers’ Committee for Scotland 
on behalf of the consumers in rural districts in Aberdeenshire 
regarding the increase in the retail price of milk in these areas as 
a result of the operation of the Scheme. The Committee reported to 
the Secretary of State that, having regard to the proximity of rural 
consumers to the source of supply and in view of the simplicity and 
much smaller extent of the services given to such consumers as 
compared with the services rendered in processing and distribution 
of milk for urban consumers, they considered that the charging of 
the same retail price of 2s. per gallon to both classes was not 
justifiable. 

The Board granted authority for the sale of milk by retail at 
minimum prices of Is. 4d. and Is. 8d. per gallon in certain specified 
rural districts. 

Distributors.- — Complaints were made by the .4.berdeen and 
District Eetail Dairymen’s Association, the Northern Co-operative 
Society and. a private manufacturer with respect to — 
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(fl) the Standai'd price for milk determined by the Board for 
the period 1st January to 31st October. 193.5, which allowed of 
an average distributive margin over the year of 9Jd. per gallon. 

(bi the termination by the Board as from d.sth February, 
1935, of the arrangements for the .sup)ply of milk for manu- 
facturing purpose.s at manufacturing rates ; 

(c) the fixing of semi-retail prices by the Board, defined as 
applicable to all sales except retail sales and sales to institutions 
— i.e., prices for .sales to hotels, restaurants, etc. ; 

(cl I the haulage rates prescribed by the Board for the period 
1st .Tanuary to 31st October, 1935. 

The Committee of Investigation for Scotland, to whom the 
complaints were referred for consideration and report, found that 
the Board’s action under heads (a), (b) and (d) of the complaints 
was contrary to the interests of the complainants, but, except as 
regards the discontinuance of the supply of milk for manufacture at 
manufacturing prices, they did not find that it was not in the public 
interest. No finding was made in the case of (c), as it appeared 
at the hearing before the Committee that the <piestion was one of 
dispute between the complainants and other distributors, producer- 
retailers and consumers wdio were not represented at the inrpiiry. 

An assurance was given by the Board that they’ would make avail- 
able on request supplies of milk for mannfactiu-e, from such suiqilus 
milk as remains after the liquid milk demand has been satisfied, at 
prices related to the price of the product manufactured, subject tO' 
the reservations that in allocating supplies the demand for milk at 
the highest rates should first be satisfied and timeous notice should he 
given by buyers of the quantities of milk required by them for 
manufacture. On the understanding that this assurance would be 
satisfactorily carried out, the Secretary of State considered it 
nnnecessai"y to take further action on the Committee’s findings. 

Miscellaneous ; Contraventions of the Scheme . — The number of 
penalties imposed by the Board on registered producers from the 
commencement of the Scheme up to 31st December, 1935, was 
forty-two. amounting in the aggregate to ,£'210. These- penalties 
were imposed mainly in respect of failure to supply information 
required by the Board. 

Inquiry into the costs of milk production . — The Board under- 
took to provide a contribution of £150 for the year 1935/36, in 
supplement of the contribution of a similar amount for the previous 
year, towards the expenses of the inquiry into the cost of milk pro- 
duction which is being carried out by the -Advisory Officers in 
■Agricultural Economics attached to the three Agiicultural Colleges 
in Scotland in collaboration with the Advisory Officer in Farm 
Economics of the Department of Agriculture for Scotland. 

.Accounts of the Board . — Copies of the Profit and Loss Accounts 
and of the Board’s Balance Sheets as at 31st December, 1934, and 
31st December, 1986, are printed in Appendix III.

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NORTH OF SCOTLAND MILK MARKETING SCHEME, 1934. 

This Scheme, -which applies to the coimtie.s ol' Inverness, Nairn. 
Ross and Cromarty, Sutherland and Caithness, came into operation 
on 1st October, 1934. 

The first Board consisting of the five members named in the 
Scheme and two members appointed by the Secretary of State held 
office until -oth July, 1935, and wa.s then replaced by a Board of 
five members elected at the first annual general meeting of the 
registered producers. After consultation with the Market Supply 
Committee and with the approval of the Secretary of State, the 
members elected to the Board co-opted Mr. P. M. Pottie, Achareith, 
Nairn, and Mr. J. Ross, S.S.C., 57 Castle Street, Edinburgh, to be 
additional members. 

The general meeting of the registered producers voted the sum 
of £450 as remuneration to the members of the first Board, ex- 
cluding the Chairman, to be divided amongst them as they might 
determine. The Chairman’s remuneration was fixed by the Board 
at £'250. 

The total number of producers registered under the Scheme on 
31st December, 1935, was 379, of whom 128 were producers selling 
milk by wholesale to or through the agency of the Board , 241 were 
producer-retailers, and 10 were producers of Certified and Grade 
A (T.T.) milk. The majority of the producers selling milk by 
wholesale also sell a proportion of their production of milk by retail. 
Producers -who sell milk only in small quantities to their employees 
or neighbours for their own consumption are exempt from 
registration under the Scheme, the limits fixed by the Board ns 
qualifying for this exemption being a maximum sale of three gallons 
daily to not more than five customers. The sales of a very large 
number of the producers of milk in the area of the Scheme are 
within these limits. 

The statement on page 85 shows the quantities of milk sold by 
the registered producers in each month during the period ended 31st 
December, 1935, and gives particulars of the utilisation of the milk. 


Prices and sale of milk for liquid consumption. — ^The prices deter- 
mined by the Board for the year 1935 -«'ere on the following scale : — 
Standard Price for the sale of untreated milk to distributors . — 
l/3d. per gallon, with reduction to l/2d. per gallon in April, 
May, June and July.

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The prices for Grade A (T.T.) and Certified milk were 2d. and 
4d. per gallon respectively more than the price for ordinary 
milk. 

The Board determined the prices for the year 1936 on a similar 
scale except for the maintenance of the Standard Price at Is. 3d. 
per gallon in each month throughout the year. 

Of the total supply of milk under the Scheme during the year 
1935 amounting to 1,913,625 gallons, 1,752,608 gallons (91-68 per 
cent.) were sold for liquid consumption within the area of the 
Scheme. In addition 57,583 gallons (3-0 per cent.) were sold to 
English buyers at the regional liquid milk prices prescribed by the 
English Milk Marketing Boai'd. 

Prices and use of milk for manufacture . — The total quantity of 
milk sold for manufacture during the year amounted to 87,236 
gallons, of which 64,259 gallons were supplied at lOd. per gallon 
for use for any manufacturing purpose, 4,567 gallons at 7Jd. and 8d. 
per gallon for the manufacture of fresh cream, and 18,410 gallons 
at prices varying from 3d. to 4d. per gallon for the manufacture of 
butter. 

The Board found it necessary in certain months to arrange for 
the use of milk for manufacture on their behalf. The total quan- 
tity used for that purpose during the year amounted to 16,198 
gallons, of which 13,862 gallons were manufactured into cheese and 
2,336 gallons into butter. 

Payments to producers . — As explained in the last report,* the 
Scheme, like the Aberdeen and District Milk Marketing Scheme, 
provides for the operation of a “ basic-surplus ’ ’ plan in accordance 
with which producers selling milk to or through the agency of the 
Board qualify for payment at the Standard . Price for supplies 
within the limits of their basic quantities and at a surplus price for 
supplies in excess of these quantities. The payments - are made 
subject to the deduction of a contribution per gallon of the amount 
required for the operation of the “ pooling ” provisions of the 
Scheme and for administrative expenses. 

The producers’ basic quantities as determined by the Board at 
the inception of the Scheme by reference to their production of 
milk for sale during the montlis of September to December, 1933, 
were continued without variation dmdng the year 1935. 

The following statement shows in respect of each month during 
the year 1935 the gallonage of the sales by the producers to or 
through the Board within the limits of their basic quantities and in!

The weighted average of the prices per gallon paid to the pro- 
ducers for their sale of “ basic quantity ’’ and “ surplus ” milk over 
the year 1935 was 13-17d. and 5- Old. respectively. 


The Scheme empowers the Board to arrange for the payment of 
the costs of haulage of milk sold to them or through their agency, 
and to debit the accounts of producers with haulage charges calcu- 
lated at standard rates according to the distance of each producer’s 
farm or premises from the nearest of the three prescribed centres — 
viz. Inverness, Dingwall and M^ick. DifBculties arose in putting 
these provisions of the Scheme into operation and, in the meantime, 
each producer has been responsible for meeting the actual cost of 
haulage of his milk. 

The contributions payable by producer-retailers and producers 
of Grade A (T.T.) and Certified milk in respect of sales made by 
them under their own arrangements are at the rate of 7 /lOths and 
9/lOths respectively of that payable in respect of sales to or through 
the agency of the Board. Producer-retailers are allotted basic 
quantities for use in selling to or through the agency of the Board 
supplies of milk in excess of their customers’ requirements, and 
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all milk of the official grades tendered to the Board is paid for at 
the net price payable for the basic quantities of the ordinary 
producers. 

Milk Act, 1934. — Advances amounting to £343 18s. lid. were 
payable to the Board in respect of 33,214 gallons of milk sold or 
used by the Board for the manufacture of butter and 20,894 gallons 
used for the manufacture of cheese during the period from the 
commencement of the Scheme on 1st October, 1984, to 
Slst December, 1935. 

Reference was made in the last report” to the approval under 
Section 11 of the Act of arrangements proposed to be made by the 
Board for the supply of milk at reduced prices for consumption in 
the schools. The conditions within the area of the Scheme are, 
however, such that it has not been found practicable to give effect to 
these arrangements except on a small scale. During the later 
months of the year, milk was being supplied to about 2,000 childi'en 
attending schools in Inverness, Wick, Brora and Helmsdale. The 
total quantity of milk supplied up to 31st December, 1935, amounted 
to 7,869 gallons of which 4,528 gallons were of Grade A (T.T.) milk. 
The contribution payable from the Exchequer in respect of the 
supply of that quantity of milk at the reduced prices was 
£153 9s. lOd. 

Miscellaneous . — A certificate under Section 22 (2) of the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Act, 1933, was given by the Secretary of State 
on 31st January, 1935, that the expenses incurred by the persons 
who submitted the Scheme in connection with the promotion, sub- 
mission and bringing into operation of the Scheme amounted to 
£318 13s. 9d. 

The loan of £500 made to the Board from the Agricultural 
Marketing (Scotland) Bund to provide for expenses in connection 
with the initial poll of the registered producers was repaid in full 
by three instalments in the months of (October and November, 1936. 

The Board agreed to provide for the year 1935/36 a contribution 
of £100, being the same amount as in the previous year, towards the- 
expenses of the inquiry into the cost of milk production which is 
being carried out by the Advisory Officers in Agricultural Economics, 
attached to the three Agricultural Colleges in Scotland in collabora- 
tion with the Advisory Officer in Farm Economics of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for Scotland. 

Accounts of the Board . — Copies of the Profit and Loss Account 
and of the Balance Sheet of the Boai'd as at 31st May, 1935, are 
printed in Appendix III.

Sugar and Sugar Beet Draft Marketing Schemes. 

These Schemes were submitted in 1934 and the preliminary 
statutory steps, including the holding of public inquiries into 
objections, were taken in that year. Subsequently, as noted in 
the last report,* action on the Schemes was suspended pending 
consideration of the report of the inquiry into the Sugar Industry 
conducted by the Committee under the Chairmanship of Mr. 
Wilfred Greene, K.C. (now Lord Justice Greene). 

On 30th July, 1936, the Government issued a White Paper in 
which they indicated their policy with regard to the future of the 
sugar industry. In view of the Government’s proposals for the 
industry (which were subsequently embodied in the Sugar Industry 
(Reorganisation) Bill), the Sugar Marketing Scheme was not 
proceeded with. 

As regards the Sugar Beet Marketing Scheme, the White Paper 
stated that it would be “ for the promoters of the Scheme to re- 
examine it in the hght of the new conditions and to decide whether 
they wish the Scheme to proceed, subject to such modifications as 
the Ministers concerned may propose." The promoters notified 
the Minister on 1st November, 1935, that they had decided to 
proceed with the Scheme. In view, however, of the alterations 
necessary to bring the Scheme into line with the new proposals, the 
promoters thought it desirable to withdraw the Scheme and re- 
submit it in amended form. 

Moray and Banff Milk Draft Marketing Scheme. 

As explained in the last report,* consideration of the draft of this 
Scheme, which was submitted in May, 1934, was suspended at the 
request of the promoters’ Committee pending their proposals for 
modification of its provisions. Having decided to make several 
important amendments in the Scheme, the Committee submitted a 
revised draft on 12th October, 1935. After consultation with the 
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Alilk Reorganisation Commission for Great Britain, however, it 
was suggested to the Committee that further action should be 
deferred until the Report of the Commission is available. 

Argyll Milk Draft Marketing Scheme. 

Reference was made in the last report* to the submission of this 
Scheme in June, 1934, for application to that part of Argyll.shire not 
included within the area of the Scottish Milk Marketing Scheme. 
The Scheme was designed to secure for some 96 faiTn chee.semakers 
the repayable advances from the Exchequer under Section .3 of the 
Milk .Act, 1934, in respect of milk converted into cheese at farms, 
provision being made for exemption from registration of producers 
of milk not intended for sale or use for manufacture. In view of the 
difficulty of devising a workable scheme on that basis and of the 
appointment of the Milk Reorganisation Commission for Great 
Britain, the promoters agreed that the Scheme should be held in 
suspense pending the Commission’s Report. 

Scottish Easpherry Draft Marketing Scheme. 

The submission of this draft Scheme in December. 1934, was 
referred to in the last report.* By the main provisions of the 
Scheme, the Board will be vested with regtilatoiy and trading powers 
to act as a central marketing organisation for the regulation of the 
sale of raspberries for manufacture into jam or for canning. The 
proceeds from the sales of raspberries to or through the 
agency of the Board will be “ pooled " with a view to payment 
to the growers for their supplies at average seasonal prices, subject 
to adjustments in respect of raspberries sold for canning or other 
purposes necessitatmg special expense in picking or packing and in 
respect of fruit of inferior quality. Sales of raspberries in packages 
not exceeding 24 lbs. in weight will be exempt from marketing 
regulation under the Scheme. 

The period for lodging objections and representations with respect 
to the Scheme expired on 23rd January, 1935. There were seven 
objectors but, after discussions with the promoters’ Committee, four 
of them withdrew their objections. Mr. Charles Mackintosh, 
-Advocate, held a public inquiry into the outstanding objections in 
Edinburgh on 16th and 17th April. 

It was strongly represented at the inquiry that provision should 
be made in the Scheme for the limitation of the quantity of rasp- 
berries which the Board would be bound to accept from the regis- 
tered producers in seasons of heavy production when the supplies 
available are likely to exceed the requirements of the jam manufac- 
turers and canners. -As a result of this proposal, opposition to the 
Scheme developed amongst the producers in Lanarkshire where 
raspberries are grown mainly for the fresh fruit trade. Progress 
with the promotion of the Scheme was accordingly deferred to per- 
mit full discussion of the proposal amongst the representatives of the 
growers in different districts, but the producers in Lanarkshire 
maintained their opposition and expressed a desire to he excluded 
from the operation of the Scheme. 

The question of the reduction of the area of the Scheme and other 
modifications to be made in its provisions prior to its submission 
to Parliament were under consideration at the close of the year.

HOPS MARKETING SCHEME, 1932. 

The Hops Marketing Scheme applies to England. The Board 
is composed of 18 members, of whom 14 are elected annually 
for local districts and 4 are special members elected at the 
annual general meeting of registered producers. There was no 
t change in the personnel of the Board during 1937- 
t The remuneration of members of the Board voted at the 
annual general meeting on the 7th May, 1937, w^ at the same 
rate as in the previous year, namely ‘.-Chairman, £800; 
Special Members, £400 each; District Members, £200 each; 
Vice-Chairman of the Board, and the Chairman of each 
Standing Committee, an additional £100. 
s The number of producers registered with the Board on 31st 
I December, 1937, was 980. 

' Acreage and Production. 

The total acreage under hops in England in 1937 (includmg 
:< hops grown by producers who are exempt from the operation 
; of the Scheme), was 18,093 acres, and the estimated total pro- 
duction 235,000 cwt., giving an estimated average sdeld of 13-0 
cwt. per acre. In 1936 the corresponding figures were : acreage 
15925 ^

18,317 acres; estimated total production 252,000 cwt.; estimated 
average yield 13-7 cwt. per acre. The lower yield in 1937 
was attributable mainly to weather conditions, but the quality 
of the crop was very even and generally good. 


Trading Operations of the Board. 

In 1934 the Board made an Agreement* with the Brewers’ 
Society under which the average price of hops sold by the 
Board was fixed at £9 per cwt. for the five seasons 1934-8 
inclusive. The administration of the Agreement is supervised 
by a Permanent Joint Committee composed of four representa- 
tives each of the Hops Marketing Board and the Brewers’ 
Society, together with tiiree members, one of whom is Chairman 
of the Committee, nominated by the Minister. The Agreement 
also provides that a sum of los. per cwt. shall be added to 
the price of all hops sold by the Board, the proceeds being 
paid into a Levy Fund under the control of the Joint Committee. 
Any unsold balance of the “ estimated market demand ” for 
English hops, as determined by the Committee each year, is 
paid for from the Fund. 

1936 Crop . — ^Provisional results of the Board’s trading opera- 
tions in 1936 hops were given in the last reportf . The estimated 
market demand for that crop was 225,000 cwt. but total sales 
by the Board fell short of expectations and amounted to 216,647 
cwt. The total amount realized from the sale of the hops was 
£1,954,916 (excluding the los. per cwt. levy), whereas the 
value of the estimated market demand of 225,000 cwt. at £9 
per cwt. was £2,025,000. There was thus a difference of 
£70,084 between the actual and the anticipated receipts from 
the sale of hops, and this difference was made up by a call 
on the Levy Fund. After selling expenses and contributions 
payable to the Board had been deducted, producers received 
an average price of £8 8s. 5d. per cwt. for quota hops, repre- 
senting the full amount of the valuation of those hops. 

The unsold balance of the 1936 crop at 31st December, 1937, 
amounted to 10,567 cwt. No payment was made to producers 
in respect of the 4,946 cwt. of non-quota hops delivered to the 
Board in 1936. 

1937 Crop . — ^The total of basic quotas for the 1937 crop was 
231,891 cwt. Quotas in respect of 5,038 cwt. were held by 
producers who consigned their hops direct to brewers under 
contracts registered with the Board ; and the quotas of registered 
producers consigning hops to the Board amounted therefore

to 226,853 cwt. The Permanent Joint Committee estimated the 
total market demand for English hops, exclusive of hops grown 
by brewers for their own use and hops grown under registered 
contracts, to be 222,500 cwt., and the Board accordingly 
determined annual quotas to be 98 per cent, of basic quotas, 
compared with 97 per cent, in 1934 and 100 per cent, in 1935 
and 1936. A number of transfers of annual quotas took place, 
enabling producers to adjust their consignments of quota hops 
more nearly to their production. 

The total quantity of hops tendered to the Board was 
208,608 cwt. of which 208,117 cwt. were quota hops and 
491 cwt. non-quota hops. The gross valuation of the hops 
tendered was £1,879,100, of wfich £1,875,264 represented 
quota hops and £3,836 non-quota hops, giving an average 
valuation for quota hops and non-quota hops of £9 os. 3d. 
and £7 i6s. 3d. per cwt. respectively, and an average valuation 
of £9 os. 2d. per ovt. for all hops tendered. The valuation of 
the 1937 crop was finished by the 28th November, 1937, and 
trading began on the following day, some five weeks earlier 
than in the previous season. During the first 28 days of 
trading hops are normally offered and sold only to merchants 
nominated by brewers who have entered into firm contracts 
with the Board, but owing to tire crop being short, the 
Permanent Joint Committee granted 14 days’ extension of the 
closed period of trading for the benefit of brewers who had 
contracted for less than the full amount of their estimated 
requirements.. 

As in previous years, two advance pa3unents in respect of 
quota hops, amounting in all to not more than two-thirds of 
the valuation were made to producers before the end of the 
year. The Permanent Joint Committee decided that, as a sub- 
stantial balance had accumulated in the Levy Fund, the levy 
on the 1937 crop should be reduced from los. per cwt. to 3s. 
per cwt. 

Statistics relating to the production of hops and the trading 
operations of the Board for each year since the Scheme came 
into operation are given in the following table: —

SCOTTISH MILK MARKETING SCHEME, 1933. 

This Scheme applies to an area comprising the counties of 
Angus and Perth, part of Argyll sind the whole of Scotland 
lying to the south of these counties. 

The fourth annual general meeting of the registered producers 
was held on 1st June, 1937. The meeting voted £2,500, the 
same amount as in the previous year, to be divided amongst 
the members of the Board as remuneration for their services 
during the year 1936-7. The Board consists of 8 elected mem- 
bers, 2 of whom retire annually in rotation, and 2 co-opted 
members. There was no change during 1937 in the personnel 
of the Board. The Selection Committee which was appointed 
at the annual general meeting, as required by the Scheme, re- 
elected the 2 retiring members to the Board. 

The total number of producers registered under the Scheme 
on 30th November, 1937, was 7,914, as compared witli 7,929 
on the same date in 1936. Of that number, 5,064 were pro- 
ducers selling milk only to or through the Board, and 2,850 
were producer-retailers, producer-wholesalers* or producers of 
Certified milk. 

Statements showing the quantities of milk sold by the 
registered producers in each month in the year ended November, 
1937, in comparison with the corresponding statistics for the 
previous year, are given on pages 17 and 18. The total sales

The Standard Price for December, 1937, was is. 5d. per 
gallon, and the average price paid to the producers for their 
sales in that month was is. 2jd. per gallon. 

Haulage Charges.' — ^The haulage charges, payable by the pro- 
ducers by deduction from the monthly average prices at stan- 
dard rates per gallon according to the distance of their farms 
and premises from the nearest of the prescribed haulage centres, 
were on the same scale as in the previous years, viz., not ex- 
ceeding five miles, Jd.; over five but not exceeding ten miles, 
Jd.; over ten but not exceeding thirty miles, id.; over thirty 
but not exceeding forty miles, i-Jd. ; over forty miles, i^d. The 
average rate of the deduction in respect of the total sales during 
the year was i-i3d. per gallon. 
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Scottish Milk Marketing Scheme, 1933 7 

Premiums. — The number of producers who qualified for pay- 
ment of a bonus of -^d. per gallon by regulating their sales to 
or through the Board during the year 1937 at quantities not 
exceeding in any month more than 10 per cent, of the quan- 
tity so sold by them in December, 1933, was 448. The total 
supply of milk in respect of which this bonus was paid was 
8,539.354 gshlons. 

The numbers of producers who, in accordance with the con- 
tracts wth buyers of their milk during the year ended Septem- 
ber, 1937, earned the level-delivery premium (id. per gallon) 
and the wholesale service premium (2d. per gallon) were 376 
and 297 respectively. 

The total quantity of Tuberculin Tested milk sold as such to 
or through the Board during the period December, 1936, to 
August, 1937, was 2,181,802 gallons. A premium of 3d. per 
gallon, the amount by which the prescribed price for the sale of 
Tuberculin Tested milk to distributors exceeded the Standard 
Price, was paid to the producers concerned in respect of these 
sales. The payment of that premium to producers was there- 
after discontinued except in respect of comparatively small sup- 
plies of Tuberculin Tested milk bottled on the farms and sold 
as milk of that grade through the Board, but, in accordance with 
adjustments made in the Scheme by Orders of the Secretary 
of State (see page 15), a bonus of 2d. per gallon was paid by 
the Board as from ist September to the producers of aU Tuber- 
culin Tested milk sold in bulk to or through the Board whether 
or not a market was found" for its sale as milk of that grade. 
The quantity of milk for which that bonus was paid for the 
period September to November, 1937, amounted to 2,167,224 
gallons. 

The number of registered producers with licensed tubercle- 
free herds at the end of the year was 701 as compared with 
481 on 31st December, 1936. 

Producer-Wholesalers and Producer-Retailers. — As stated in 
the last report,* the draft amendments submitted by the Board 
to deal with the situation arising from the judgment of the House 
of Lords in the " Ferrier ” case provided for (a) the assess- 
ment of the contributions of producer-retailers and producer- 
wholesalers at lid. per gallon, and (6) the refundment of any 
sums paid by them in the past in excess of that rate on the 
gallonage basis of assessment. After considering the report 
of the public inquiry into the objections to the draft amend- 
ments, the Secretary of State decided to modify the proposals 
for compensation by increasing the amount payable in respect 
of the period prior to ist January, 1935, by one-eighth of a 
penny per gallon. The Board’s assent to this modification

having been obtained, the draft amendments, as modified, were 
laid before, and approved by, both Houses of Parliament. In 
terms of the Scottish Milk Marketing Scheme (Amendment) 
Order, 1937,* made by the Secretary of State, the amendments 
came into force on xst August, 1937. 

The compensation provided for by the amendments was pay- 
able to those producers who agreed to accept it in full settle- 
ment of all their claims. Of the producers entitled to the offer 
of compensation, 3,597 (93 per cent.) intimated to the Board 
within the prescribed period their acceptance of the offer. 

The total amount of compensation payable amounted to 
£112,830. Except in the case of producers who had discontinued 
the sale of milk as producer-retailers or producer-wholesalers, 
the compensation was payable by suspension of the collection of 
the monthly contributions in respect of the producers’ sales. 

Producers of Certified Milk . — ^The contribution payable to the 
Board by producers in respect of Certified milk sold as such was 
at the rate of Jd. per gallon. These sales, during the year ended 
November, 1937, amounted to 776,186 gallons. 

Fann Cheesemakers . — ^The number of producers who entered 
into agreements with the Board to make cheese on their fams 
during 1937 was 324 as compared with 390 in 1936. These 
agreements were made in the same terms as in the previous year 
except for adjustments in the manufacturing allowances. The 
producers retained the cheese made by them as part payment 
of the monthly average prices for their milk and received the 
balance of these prices from the Board in cash together with 
a manufacturing allowance of ifd. per gallon for March and 
April, ijd. per gallon for May, and id. per gallon for the other 
months of tiie season.

The terms and conditions in the form of contract supplied 
by the Board for use in respect of the sale and purchase of 
milk during the year ended September, 1938, were mainly the 
same as those applicable during the pre\dous year. A provi- 
sion was included to make it clear that the ownership of the milk 
does not pass from the seller to the buyer until delivery of 
the mUk at the buyers’ premises, railway station or pier. The 
minimum standards of butter fat content were fixed, as in the 
previous year, at not less than 3 5 per cent, for the months 
of August to January inclusive, and 3 • 4 per cent, for the months 
of February to July inclusive. Other standards of quality for 
all milk other than officially graded milk were also defined. 


Liquid Milk Prices. 

The Standard Price for the sale of untreated milk to the 
distributors for liquid consumption was determined by the Board 
for the year ended September, 1938, on the following scale: — 
October, 1937. is. 3d. per gallon: November, IQ37, to January, 
1938, IS. 5 d. per gallon; February, 1938, is. 3d. per gallon; 
March and April, 1938, is. 2d. per gallon; May and June, 193S, 
IS. id. per gallon; July to September, 1938, is. 2d. per gallon. 
By this scale, provision was made for increased returns from 
producers’ sales of milk in the winter months, the price for 
October being id. and the price for the three months November 
to January being 2d. higher than in the corresponding months 
of 1936-7. The prices for the other months were the same 
as in the previous year. The monthly average of the Standard 
Price over the year was is. 2|d. per gallon, being -j^-d. above 
the average for the year 1936-7. 

The minimum retail prices for ordinary mUk were determined 
at 2s. 4d. per gallon, being 4d. more than in the previous year, 
for the three months November, 1937, to January, 1938, and 
at 2s. per gallon, the same price as previously, for tire other 
nine months. The distributors’ margin over the year was thus 
increased by -i%d. to lojd. per gallon. " Semi-retail ” prices 
for supphes to "hotels, etc., were not determined by the Board 
for 1937-8, the distributors having agreed to observe the prices 
fixed by their own organisations. The prices for supplies to 
institutions and shipping companies were continued at not less 
than the Standard Price. 

For Tuberculin Tested and Certified milk the producers’' 
prices were determined, as in the previous year, at 3d. and lod- 
per gallon more than the prices for ordinary miUc. The mini- 
mum retail prices were fixed at 4d. and 8d. per gallon more 
than the prices for ordinary mUk. 
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Manufacturing Milk Prices. 

Cheese and Butter . — ^The prices for milk sold for the manu- 
facture of cheese and butter were determined by the Board for 
each month of 1937. as in the previous year, in accordance 
with formulae based on the weighted average prices realised 
on the sale of cheese and butter manufactured by the Board. 
The price of milk for the manufacture of cheese ranged from 
4'57d. to 7‘056d. per gallon. The price of milk for the manu- 
facture of butter varied from 3-83gd. to 6-478d. per gaDon; 
these prices were payable for montiily supplies exceeding 7,500 
gallons, additional prices up to 2d. per gallon being charged for 
monthly purchases of less than that quantity. 

Other Products . — ^Milk for the manufacture of fresh cream 
was supplied mainly at y-Jd. per gallon until 30th September, 
and mainly at 8Jd. per gallon thereafter. The prices of milk

* The value of the milk used by the Board for manufacture is calculated at the pre- 
scribed prices for the sale of milk to private manufacturers. The figures in brackets show 
the average values after including the atlvances and deducting estimated repayments under 
the Milk Acts, 1934 to 1937. 

The Board’s manufacturing operations during the year were 
carried out at fifteen of their creameries. These included the 
Board’s new factory at Bentfield, Mauchline, Ayrshire, which 
was completed and brought into use in April, 1937. The factory 
is equipped to deal with 12,000 gallons of milk per day for the 
manufacture of cream, butter or cheese. By-products from the 
Board’s manufactures are transferred to an adjoining aurfiary 
factory, owned by a manufacturing company, for use in the 
making of powders by the spray-di^g process. 

Other creameries belonging to the Board have been equipped, 
with machinery for the conversion of the by-products of the: 
main manufactures into commodities such as casein, milk 
powders, whey powder and whey butter. A remunerative 
market is thus bemg found for by-products which went to waste 
before the Scheme came into operation. The net value of by- 
products now being salved is about £50,000 per annum. 
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The Milk Acts, 1934 to 1937. 

The Milk (Amendment) Act, 1937, extended, with certain 
amendments, until 30th September, T938, the provisions of the 
principal Act of 1934 relating to the payment to milk marketing 
boards of advances in respect of rmlk used for manufacture and 
of grants in aid of approved arrangements for increasing the 
demand for miUc. WhUe an extension was also made to Septem- 
ber, 1940, of the period during which a contingent liability rests 
upon the boards to make repayments to the Exchequer in respect 
of milk used for manufacture, the Government announced tliat 
it was proposed to release the boards from any balance of this 
liability accruing after 30th September, 1937.*

The estimated sums repayable by the Board, in accordance 
with Section 5 of the Milk Act, 1934, as amended by subsequent 
Acts, up to 30th September, 1937, amounted to £20,400. 

Improvement of the Quality of the Milk Supply — Attested 
Herds Scheme. — Particulars of this Scheme were given in the 
report for 1936- The number of Attested Herds within the area 
of the Scottish Milk Marketing Scheme increased from 218 to 
622 during the year. Bonuses paid in 1937 from the Exchequer 

• Carried into effect by the Milk (Extension and Amendment) Act, 1938. 
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in respect of sales of milk from the Attested Herds amounted to 
£40,680 (equivalent to 9,763,000 gallons of milk) as compared 
with payments in the previous year of £11.409 (equivalent to 
2,738,000 gallons of miBc). 

Arrangements for mcreasing the demand for Milk — Milk-in- 
Schools Scheme. — Under this Scheme milk is supplied for con- 
sumption by children in the schools at the reduced price of -Jd. 
for one third of a pint. The Board undertakes to supply Tuber- 
culin Tested milk so far as possible. The total quantity of milk 
consumed under the Milk-in-Schools Scheme dunng the calendar 
year 1937 amounted to 2,398,000 gallons of which 2,231,000 
gallons (93 per cent.) were of Tuberculin Tested grade. The 
grant paid to the Board at the rate of 4^d. per gallon in respect 
of that supply amounted to £45,019.

The number of children taking milk under the Scheme on 
1st November, 1937, was 319,400, representiag 47-5 per cent, 
of the total number of children eligible to receive milk at the 
reduced price. 

The Board asked the Education Authorities to consider 
whe&er school children could be assembled under suitable 
supervision to receive milk under the Scheme during the summer 
holidays. As a result, arrangements were made for suppl3nng 
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milk during the holidays in Edinburgh (29 centres), in, Stirling- 
shire (15 schools) and at Cambuslang, Lanarkshire (i school). 
The average daily number of chilcEen supplied under these 
arrangements was 6,458, the total quantity of milk consumed 
amounting to 9,479 gallons. The attendances at Cambuslang 
and Einburgh represented respectively about 31 and 20 per 
cent, of the number of children taking milk in the schools on 
school days; a comparative figure for Stirlingshire is not 
available. 

Part of the press and poster propaganda carried out by tte 
Board during the year was designed to direct attention to the 
benefit to children of the regular consumption of milk in the 
schools. The Board’s propaganda officers visited many of the 
schools to give short addresses to the children. 

Nutrition Survey . — Certain schools in Renfrewshire were 
included in the investigation made of the effect on the health 
of children of the consumption of milk in varying quantities 
and the relative nutritional value of raw and pasteurised milk. 
A grant of £463 was paid to the Board to meet one-half of the 
cost, at IS. per gallon, of providing milk free of charge to 
children at these schools during the period of twelve month 
covered by the investigation. 

Reference is made on page 39 to the interim report on the 
results of the investigation. 

Publicity and Propaganda . — further campaign of publicity 
and propaganda, consisting largely of press and poster advertise- 
ment, was undertaken by the Board during 1937 at an estimated 
total cost of £28,000. Proposals for part of that campaign 
to be carried out during the nine months ending September, 
1937, at an estimated cost of £15,000, were approved by the 
Secretary of State for payment of a grant-in-aid not exceeding 
£7.000. 

The action taken by the Board, in addition to the arrange- 
ments assisted by grant under the Milk Acts, with a view to 
stimulating increased consumption of milk included the pro- 
duction of a milk propaganda film which was shown extensively 
in cinemas throughout the area of the Marketing Scheme. The 
film was also used at meetings addressed by the Board's 
propaganda officers. 

The sales of milk under the Milk-in-Industry campaign were 
substantially increased. The milk is supplied at factories, offices 
and mines, etc. during working hours in one-third pint bottles 
at id. each. The nmnber of employees taking milk daily under 
the scheme rose during the year from 23,000 to 50,000. 

The Board continued to encourage the development of milk 
bars by demonstrations at exhibitions and shows and advia 
to persons contemplating the installation of bars. At the close 
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of the year there were about 60 fully equipped milk bars 
throughout the area of the Marketing Scheme and equipment 
for the sale of milk drinks had also been installed at a large 
number of other premises. 

Agricultural Co-operation, Research and Education. 

The enquiry into the cost of milk production by the Advisory 
Economists at the Colleges of Agriculture in collaboration with 
the Department’s Advisory Officer on Farm Economics was 
continued during the year. The Board made a further contribu- 
tion of £295 towards the expenses of the enquiry. 

Addition^ donations made by the Board included the 
following: — Hannah Dairy Research Institute, £395; Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research, £ft 5 o; West of 
Scotland Agricultural College, ;£25o; Institute of Animal 
Genetics, £'2,00) Animal Diseases Research, £200; Scottish 
Agricultural Organisation Society, £100; Ayrshire Agricultural 
Association, £10. 

Complaints regarding the Operation of the Scheme. 

Conunittee of Investigation for Scotland. 

Complaint by the Association of Certified and Tubcrctdin 
Tested Milk Producers . — ^As stated in the last report* the 
Committee of Investigation for Scotland, in their report on a 
complaint by the Association of Certified and Tuberculin Tested 
Milk Producers, found that the provision in the Scheme, under 
which the producers of Tuberculin Tested miUc sold through 
the agency of the Board qualified for pa}nnent of premium 
only n the milk was sold at a price exceeding the ordinary rmlk 
price, was contrary to the interest of these producers and was 
not in the public interest. After full consideration, the Secretary 
of State, in exercise of his powers under Section 9 of the 
Agricultural Marketing Act, 1931, made the Scottish Milk 
Marketing Scheme (Amendment No. 2) and (Directions) Orders, 
1937 1 - The amendment of the Scheme authorises the Board 
to pay a bonus to registered producers for sales of milk of the 
grades defined in the Milk (Special Designations) Order 
(Scotland), 1936J. The amendment further provides that, when 
arrangements have been made for paying a bonus for milk of 
an official grade sold to or through me agency of the Board, 
any sums received from the buyers in excess of the ordinary milk 
price are not to be allocated to the producers concerned unless 
the Board otherwise determines. The Directions Order required 
the Board to pay a bonus of 2d. per gallon to registered pro- 
ducers in respect of all milk of Tuberculin Tested grade sold by

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them to or through the Board in containers of more than one 
quart capacity during the period from ist September, 1937, to 
30th September, 1938. 

Consumers’ Committee for Scotland. 

Retail Price of milk. — ^The Consumers’ Committee for 
Scotland, in a report dated 27th November, 1937* on complaints 
regarding the retail price of milk, commented adversely on the 
determination by the Scottish Milk Marketing Board of the 
retail prices for the year ended 30th September, 1938, at 
2s. 4d. per gallon for the three months November to January, 
and at 2s. per gallon for the remaining months of tlie year, as 
compared with pre-Scheme prices in the year 1932-3. In its 
observations on the report the Board stated that, having regard 
to the increased costs of production and the danger of a shortage 
of milk in the winter months, it had no alternative but to 
make provision for higher returns for the producers’ sales of 
rrulk in these months, and that the slight increase in the 
distributive margin over the year was made in view of the 
increase in the costs of distribution. 

The Committee also renewed the recommendation made in 
previous reports that special consideration should be given to 
rate-aided and charitable institutions in the determination of 
prices for their milk supplies. While expressing sympathy with 
that recommendation, the Board pointed out that the prices 
determined by it for sales to institutions are the lowest prices 
at which milk is supplied to distributors and that, if these prices 
were reduced, the dairy farmers would be placed in the position 
of being compulsory contributors to the institutions. 

Miscellaneous. 

Finances of the Board. — Copies of the Profit and Loss 
Account of the Board for the year ended 31st January, 1937, 
and of the Balance Sheet as at that date, are printed in 
Appendix III. 

Contraventions of the Scheme. — No monetary penalties were 
imposed by the Board on producers for contraventions of the 
Scheme during the year ended November, 1937. 

Agreement with the English Milk Marketing Board. — The 
total quantity of milk consigned to England during the year 
1937 was 3,073,187 gallons. The compensation payable to the 
Scottish Board by the Enghsh Board under the agreement 
referred to in the previous reports in respect of the limitation 
of the sales to that quantity during the year as compared with 
the sales in the year 1933, amounted to about £135,258.

PIGS AND BACON MARKETING SCHEMES, 1933. 

The Pigs and Bacon Marketing Schemes apply to Great 
Britain. 

The Pigs Marketing Board consists of 13 members; 8 are 
district members elected on a regional basis, 3 are special 
members elected in general meeting, and 2 members are co-opted 
by the elected members after consultation with the Market 
Supply Committee; 4 district members and i special member 
retired in 1937. Of the 4 retiring district members, 2 were 
returned unopposed, i was re-elected, and i new district member 
was elected. The retiring special member was returned unop- 
posed. The remuneration of members of the Board for the 
period ending 31st March, 1937, voted by the registered pro- 
ducers at the annual general meeting was £6,100 (£1,650 more 
than in the previous year) to be divided between the members 
in such proportions as the Board thought fit. 

The number of registered pig producers on 31st December, 
1937. was 146,615 of whom 15,060 offered to sell pigs under the 
1937 contract which was subsequently declared void*. The 
number of contracts offered was 16,774, covering 1,895,600 pigs. 

The Bacon Marketing Board is composed of 16 members; 
12 are elected by registered curers in England and Wales 
voting by classes, 2 are elected by registered curers in 
Scotland, and 2 co-opted by the elected members, after con- 
sultation with the Market Supply Committee. There was no 
change in the personnel of the Board in 1937. The sum of 
£5,500 (the same as in the previous year) was voted bj' the 
registered curers at the annual general meeting as the remunera- 
tion of the members of the Board for the year ending 31st 
March, 1938, to be apportioned among the members as the 
Board thought fit. 

The number of registered curers on 31st December, 1937. 
was 661. 

Regulation of Sales of Pigs in 1937. 

During January, the Pigs and Bacon Marketing Boards and 
the Bacon Development Board discussed the position created 
by the breakdown of the contract system. The outcome was 
a determination by the Pigs Marketing Board, under paragraph 
37 of the Scheme, prescribing the terms and the conditions 
upon which registered producers were to seU pigs to registered 
curers. The determination, which came into operation on 
15th February, 1937, applied to pigs weighing from 7 score to 
10 score 10 lb. (inclusive) dead weight, and provided that sales 
of such pigs should be on the basis of the dead weight and grade 
of the pig, the price mutually agreed by the producer and curer 
being a basic pig price, subject to prescribed additions and

deductions according to the weight and grade of the pig. The 
weight and grade specifications and the grade bonuses and 
deductions prescribed were the same as in tire voided contract. 
The determination authorised the curer to deduct 6d. per pig 
as representing the producer's share of the cost of insurance 
against disease or damage in transit. The grading of pigs was 
undertaken by the curer but, as previously, an agent of the Pigs 
Marketing Board was empowered to check the grading, and for 
this service the Board prescribed a charge of fid. per pig, under 
paragraph 38 of the Scheme. The main consideration in making 
the determination was the desire to maintain the practice of sale 
on a dead weight and grade basis. 

Prices of Pigs and Feeding Stuffs. 

The price of baconer pigs of first and second quality at rep- 
resentative markets in England and Wales (as published in the 
" Agricultural Market Report ”) averaged 12s. rod. per score 
in January and thereafter declined gradually to an average of 
IIS. fid. per score in June but from then to the end of the year 
prices rose steadily and averaged 13s. yd. per score in 
December. There is no information about the actual prices 
paid for pigs sold under the determination. 

Feeding stuff prices continued to rise during the first five 
months of 1937; for the remainder of the year, the ascertained 
monthly cost of a " standard ration " was more or less stable 
between los. z^d. and los. qjd. per cwt. ; over the year as a 
whole the average cost was los. ijd. per cwt. 

Bacon Sales Quotas. 

During 1937, sales by registered curers of bacon made from 
pigs produced in Great Britain were regulated in accordance 
with the Bacon Marketing Board’s determination of 4th Novem- 
ber, I93fi.*

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Re-organization of the Industry. 

A. statement issued from the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries immediately after the 1937 contracts were declared 
void, indicated that the situation created by the breakdo%vn 
of the_ contract system would require consideration of the future 
organization of tiie industry and that the Pigs and Bacon Mar- 
keting Schemes would be examined with the object of de\nsing 
machinery by which the difficulties which had been experienced 
in the past and had led to the breakdown!, might be avoided. 

On the 29th July, 1937, tlie Minister of Agriculture and 
Fisheries made the following statement in the House of 
Commons: — 

‘ ' The Government have given careful consideration to the 
difficulties of the bacon industry w'hich appear to be 
attributable, in part, to the increase of pig feeding costs 
and, in part, to the high cost of bacon manufacture in this 
country. They believe that if the industry w'ere founded 
on a smaller number of efficient factories pro\dded with 
adequate and regular supplies of pigs of good quality and 
conformation, sufficient economies could be secured in the 
cost of curing to enable the industrj' to be maintained during 
periods of high feeding costs. 

The Government accordingly w’ould be willing to pro- 
pose that some assistance should be accorded to the industry 
over a sufficient period to enable the contract system for the 
supply of bacon pigs to be re-established if they were 
assured that the re-organization of the bacon factories would 
so proceed as to hold promise of a reduction in curing costs 
which would enable both producers and curers to work at 
a profit. The Government desire to give further considera- 
tion, in consultation whth the industry, to the nature of the 
changes that would be required and the form which they 
should take, with a view to laying detailed proposals before 
Parhament as early as possible. 

Meanwhile, the present arrangements for the regulation 
of imports will continue in force. 

Discussions between representatives of the Pigs and Bacon 
Marketing Boards and the Agricultural Depatoents began early 
in September and continued during the remainder of the year. 


Miscellaneous. 

Regulation of Bacon Supplies . — The regulation of imports of 
bacon was continued by Order of the Board of Trade under the 
Agricultural Marketing Act, 1933, as regards foreign supplies 
and by voluntary agreement as regards Dominion supphes. The 
total supplies of bacon, hams, salted pork and tinned bacon and

The diagram on page 23 shows the net supply position during 
the four years the Marketing Schemes have been in operation. 
The proportions of the total supply of bacon produced in Great 
Britain increased from 16-5 per cent, in 1934 to 25-9 per cent, 
in 1936 (when the home output was at its peak) , and was 23 • 1 
per cent, in 1937; it is estimated that in the years immediately 
preceding the Schemes, the home producers’ share of the market 
was between 10 and 12 per cent. 

Retail Price of Bacon. — The retail price of bacon, as recorded 
by the Minisi^ of Labour, was on the average slightly higher 
in 1937 than in 1936. The index number of retail bacon prices 
for 1937 was 132 (July 1914 = 100) which was 7 points lower 
than the index number of retail food prices generally.

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MILK MARKETING SCHEME, 1933. 

The Milk Marketing Scheme applies to England and Wales, 
and is administered by a Board consisting of 17 members; 
12 of these are elected on a regional basis, 3 are special 
members elected by producers in general meeting, and 2 
are co-opted by the elected members after consulting the Market 
Supply Committee. There was no change in the persoimel of 
the Board during 1937. 

At the annual general meeting of registered producers, the 
remuneration voted to the Chairman of the Board was £1,500, 
to the Vice-Chairman £700, and to the other members £350 
each. 

At the end of December, 1937, there were 146,423 producers 
on the register, of whom 10,987 did not sell milk imder the 
Scheme during the year.

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Sales for Liquid, Consumption. — Sales of milk for liquid con- 
sumption in I936"7 totalled 681 • i million gallons, an increase 
of 2-6 per cent, over corresponding sales for the previous year. 
About 85 per cent, of the total was sold under wholesale con- 
tracts, and 15 per cent, by producer-retailers. 

Sales for Manufacture. — The intake of milk manufactured in 
factories and depots declined in 1936-7 by 53-2 million gallons 
01 ' 15 ’.5 per cent, compared witli the previous year, while the 
quantity of milk manufactured into cheese on farms increased 
by i-g mUlion gallons or 10-7 per cent. 

Particulars of the different mOk products manufactured in 
1936-7 are shown in Table II on page 49, with comparative 
figures for 1935-6. The outstanding feature was the decrease 
in the quantities of milk manufactured into cheese, butter, milk 
powder, condensed milk for export, and ice-cream, and the 
substantial increase in the manufacture of all other forms of 
cream.

Wholesale Liquid Milk Buying Prices. — The monthly whole- 
sale prices per gallon of milk for liquid consumption in the con- 
tract year 1936-7 were the same as in the premous year,

The average monthly wholesale price of milk for liquid con- 
sumption was I5'25d. per gallon. The average price, weighted 
according to the volume sold each month, was i5-22d. per 
gallon. 

Retail Prices. — ^The same minimum retail prices were pre- 
scribed for 1936-7 as for 1935-6. In 61 areas, covering 82 towns 
and villages, the Board reduced the appropriate minimum retail 
price at the request of a majority of the retailers responsible 
for the bulk of the sales in each of those areas. 

Manufacturing Milk Prices. — The manufacturing milk prices 
were substantially the same as under the previous contract, ex- 
cept that the price for Stilton cheese was id. per gallon more than 
the formula price for hard cheese; the butter formula was

revised so that the rnirdniuin price for irdlk produced in 
Cornwall was increased from 3jd. to 3fd., and that for milk 
produced outside Cornwall from 3d. to 3jd. ; the price of milk 
used for tinned cream was advanced from 6d. to 6Jd. per gallon 
from January to September; the price of milk for milk powder 
was raised from a fixed price of 4jd. to a minimum of 5^d. 
per gallon, with a proviso that the price be increased in each 
month by the amount by which the average manufacturing price 
for cheese exceeded 4^d. per gallon, the price of milk for con- 
densing being similarly constituted with a minimum of 6d. 

The weighted average of the prices paid to the Board by pur- 
chasers for aU manufacturing milk was 5- 73d. per gallon as 
compared with 4- 93d. per gallon in 1933-6, and 4-8id. per 
gallon in 1934-3. If repayable advances under the Milk Acts 
on certain classes of manufacturing nulk are included, the 
weighted average return for manufacturing milk was 3 -Sid. 
per gallon compared with corresponding average returns of 
5 -43d. in 1933-6 and 3-64d. in 1934-3. A detailed statement 
of the returns received for the various categories of manufac- 
turing nulk (excluding and including Exchequer advances) in 
1936-7, with corresponding figures for 1933-6, is contained in 
Table II on page 49.

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Direct and Depot Milk . — ^About one-third of the wholesale 
contract milk sold for liquid consumption was consigned under 
depot contracts, the remaining two-thirds being delivered under 
direct contracts; these proportions have not varied greatly since 
the Scheme began.

The pool price varies from region to region, according to the 
proportions of milk sold in each region for liquid consumption 
or for manufacture. As a result, however, of adjustments made 
through the inter-regional compensation levy on liquid sales, 
these differences in the regional pool prices are less than they 
would otherwise be. Since February, 1935, the monthly rate 
of this levy has been so calculated that there is never in any 
month a difference of more than id. between the highest 
and lowest pool prices.

Farmhouse Cheesemakers. 

The Farmhouse Cheesemaker’s Agreement for 1936-7 was 
similar to that of the preceding year,* except that the gross pay- 
ments in 1936-7 were at the rate of 4Jd. per gallon during the 
months October to April, and 3jd. per gallon during May to 
September, for milk manufactured into hard cheese, and -Id. per 
gallon less than these rates for milk manufactured into Caer- 
philly or soft cheese. In other words the rate per gallon was 
in all cases id. less than in 1935-6.

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Trading and Manufacturing Operations of the Board. 

The Board operated 18 creameries and separating stations 
in 1937 - tii these, one new creamery was opened at Camborne 
(Cornwall) in May, 1937, others being acquired at Land’s End 
in May, 1937, and at Sturminster (Dorset) , Gillingham 
(Dorset), Preston (Lancashire), and Pont Llanio (Cardigan- 
shire) and Crudgington (Shropshire) in October, 1937. The 
Norwich Creamery has been rebuilt on a new and more exten- 
sive site on the outskirts of the town, the new premises also 
opening in October, 1937. The factory at Frodsham (Cheshire) 
was closed in October, 1937, though it is still available for 
emergency use. During the contract year 1936-7, the total 
intake of milk at the Board’s creameries (excluding milk sub-sold 
for manufacture) was 14,564,805 gallons. 

Publicity and Research. 

As in previous years, wholesale producers and purchasers 
each contributed -Jd. per gallon on sales during May, the funds 
thus raised being divided in the ratio 9:1 between publicity 
and research. The bulk of this expenditure by the Board on 
publicity is attributable to work undertaken by the National 
Milk Publicity Council and to the Board’s share of the cost of 
the National Publicity Scheme under the Milk .■\cts. 

The Board continued its efforts to encourage the develop- 
ment of milk bars on hnes similar to those of the previous 
year, while the Board’s advisory service included the provision 
of a demonstration staff for the benefit of those proposing to 
instal new bars. In December, 1937, there were 1,010 milk 
bars as compared with 587 in December, 1936. The greatest 
concentration was in the South Eastern and North Western 
regions, where there were respectively 321 and 285 milk bars 
in operation on 31st December, 1937. Of these, London 
accounted for ig6. It is estimated that the quantity of milk 
used in milk bars was in the neighbourhood of 4 million gallons. 

In 1937, 5,782,462 gallons of milk were distributed under the 
Milk-hi-Industry campaign to 1,836,876 persons employed in 
6,067 firms. 

Research work financed by grants from the Milk Marketing 
Board was continued during the year into a variety of prob- 
lems affecting the production and manufacture of milk. The 
total sum allocated by the Board in 1937 amounted to £15,382. 
This sum included further contributions to the Agricultural Re- 
search Council for research on contagious abortion (£2,000) ; 
to the Department of Bacteriology and Preventive Medicine in 
the University of Manchester for research on a rapid method of 
detecting tubercle bacilli in milk (£600) ; and to the National 
Institute of Research in Dairying, Reading, for work on the 
composition of milk, the feeding of dairy cows and the ripening 
of cheese {£2,232).

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The Board again assisted, with a grant of £5.-000, the in- 
vestigation into the costs of milk production which has been 
undertaken since November, 1934, by advisory economists, in 
collaboration with the Agricultural Economics Research Institute 
at Oxford and ii Agricultural Advisory Departments of the 
universities and colleges in England and Wales. Interim reports 
for the periods November, 1934, to September, 1935; October, 
1935, to September, 1936; and October, I93^> September, 
1937, have been published.* 

New grants were also approved as follows: — ^to the Agricul- 
tural Economics Research Institute, Oxford, for a survey of 
the domestic consumption of liquid milk (£5.000); to the 
Hannah Dairy Research Institute, Auchinciuive, for research 
into problems connected with the condensing and drying of 
milk and the canning of cream (£300) ; and to the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine for research on oxida- 
tion-reduction systems in cow’s milk (£250). 

The Milk Acts, 1934-7. 

As indicated in previous reports, the Milk Marketing Board 
administers funds made available for the assistance of the milk 
industry in England and Wales under the Milk Acts, 1934-6, 
some of the provisions of which were extended for a furtlier 
year by the MUk (Amendment) Act, 1937. 

(a) Exchequer payments on manufacturing milk . — ^Prior to 
1st August, 1937, the rate of payment in respect of milk used for 
manufacture was the difference between either the “ cheese- 
milk price ” or the net cost per gallon of the milk to the pur- 
chaser (whichever was the greater) and " standard prices ” 
of 6d. per gallon in winter (October to March) and 5d. per 
gallon in summer (April to September). 

As from ist August, 1937, the Milk (Amendment) Act, 1937, 
altered the definition of “ cheese-milk price ” and provided 
that the calculation of the Exchequer pa5mients on milk manu- 
factured into butter should be determined in relation to a 
" butter-milk price ” instead of the " cheese-milk price ” as 
hitherto. Under this Act, " butter-milk price ” and " cheese- 
milk price ” mean sums certified by the Ministers to represent 
the price at which the greatest quantity of milk appears to 
them to have been sold during any month, for manufacture 
into butter and cheese respectively. In determining such sums. 
Ministers are required to take into account, but are not limited 
to the consideration of, the terms of any contracts relating to 
the sale of milk in that month for those purposes. 

During each of the six months October, 1936, to March, 1937, 
the Board received Exchequer payments on milk manufactured 
into butter, cheese and condensed milk for export. From April

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The Milk Acts require the Board to make payments to the 
Exchequer on manufacturing milk if in any of the_ 54 months 
beginning April, 1936, the cheese-milk price (or, in the case 
of butter after July, 1937, the butter-milk price) should exceed 
the standard price by more than id. ; but tiie Government in a 
White Paper on Milk Policy (Cmd. 5533) issued in July, 1937, 
announced their intention of introducing legislation which would 
release the Board from any balance of its liability accruing 
after 30th September, 1937*.

(c) Arrangements for increasing the demand for milk. — The 
Milk (Amendment) Act, 1937, extended until the end of 
September, 1938, the period of Government assistance towards 
approved schemes for increasing the demand for liquid milk, 
and increased the maximum grant available for this purpose 
in Great Britain for the four-year period ended 30th September, 
1938, by a further £500,000 to £2,000,000. 

(i) Milk-in-Schools Scheme. — This Scheme, which began in 
October, 1934, and was revised in August, 1936$, was continued 
under the revised arrangements in 1937. During the contract 
year 1936-7, Exchequer contributions amounting to £410,998 
were paid to the Board under the Millc-in-Schools Scheme, or 
£13,621 more than the amount paid in the previous contract 
year. 

There were 2,651,849 children receiving milk on ist October, 
1937, or about 223,000 more than on the same date in 1936. 
The total quantity of mflk consumed in schools in 1936-7 was 
approximately 23-1 million gallons or 1-2 million gallons more

Exchequer 
assistance to the third campaign amounted to approximately

(iv) Other Cheap Milk Schemes . — The Rhondda cheap milk 
scheme for nursing and expectant mothers, and children under 
five years of age, was continued during 1937 under the same 
arrangements as were described in the last report.* In addition, 
three similar schemes were introduced during the year, one at 
Jarrow which began on ist January, another at Walker-on- 
Tyne, Newcastle, on ist April, and the third at Whitehaven, 
Cumberland, on ist October. The arrangements in each case 
were the same as in the Rhondda Scheme except that in addition 
to the mUk supplied at the flat price of 2d. a pint under the other 
schemes, at Whitehaven milk was supplied to certain necessitous 
persons at a special price of ijd. witti the aid of a grant from 
the Whitehaven Council of Social Service and the Cumberland 
Friends' Unemployment Committee. 

The total number of persons actually receiving milk during 
the month of December, 1937, under the four schemes was 
9,578, of whom 1,123 were expectant mothers, 856 were nursing 
mothers, and 7.599 were children under five years of age.

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Amendments of the Scheme. 

The public inquiry into the draft amendments of the Scheme 
submitted by the Board on 15th July, 1936, opened on aOtlr 
October, 1936. 

As mentioned in the last report,* the Board had requested 
the Mimster to permit it to rescind the resolution whereby 
sales of Tuberculin Tested milk were exempted from the mar- 
keting provisions of the Scheme. As this request was linked 
with_ the draft amendments, which contained provisions 
applicable to the sale of Tuberculin Tested milk, to some of 
which the Tubercuhn Tested ililk Producers’ Association had 
objected, it was arranged, by agreement with the parties con- 
cerned, that the public inquiry into the objections lodged against 
the draft amendments should be extended to cover the whole 
question of the exemption of Tuberculin Tested milk. The 
inquiry lasted twenty-nine days and was concluded on lith 
Januarj', 1937, nine days being taken up with the hearing of 
the special case of Tuberculin Tested milk. 

After consideration of the objections and of the report of 
Mr. N. L. Macaskie, K.C., w’ho held the public inquiry, the 
Minister modified a number of the amendments and consented 
to the withdrawal of the exemption of sales of Tuberculin Tested 
rmlk from Part VI of the Scheme. The main conditions 
attaching to the Minister’s consent were (i) that producers of 
Tuberculin Tested rmlk selling by wholesale should receive a 
quality premium which was fixed for a period of two years 
at id. per gallon (in addition to any other premiums to which 
the producers were entitled) and thereafter the Tuberculin 
Tested premium would not be varied save on the certificate of 
an impartial consultant; (ii) that the rate of contributions 
payable in respect of Tuberculin Tested milk sold by retail 
should be Jd. per gallon (with a rebate of Jd. for prompt 
payment) for tw'o years, with a similar safeguard against 
variation thereafter; (iii) that these same retail contributions 
and conditions should be applicable in respect of Tuberculin 
Tested milk sold by semi-retail (that is to say, in consignments 
not exceeding in the whole 10 gallons in a day to any one 
purchaser), and in respect of all sales of Tuberculin Tested milk 
bottled by the producer on his farm; and (iv) that the amount 
by which the prices prescribed for the sale by wholesale of 
Tuberculin Tested milk exceed the price for ordinary milk 
should be credited to the producer. 

A draft of the amendments as modified by the Minister was 
laid before Parliament, and affirmative resolutions were passed 
by both Houses in July, 1937. On 3rd August, 1937, the 
Minister made an Orderf under Section i of the Agricultural 
Marketing Act, 1931, approving these amendments together 
with certain others to which no objections had been received.

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In addition to the simplification of election procedure and 
the withdrawal, as from ist October, 1937, of the exemption 
of sales of Tuberculin Tested milk from the operation ot the 
Scheme, the amendments also provided for the withdrawal of 
the exemption from registration under the Scheme of wholesale 
producers possessing four cows or less; for the alteration of tlie 
system of assessing freight charges on “ depot ” milk, and 
manufacturing milk on “ direct ” contract; for the stabilisation 
of producers-retailers’ contributions, as explained earlier*; and 
for certain other matters of a minor administrative nature. 

Arrangements for the Sixth Contract Period October, 1937, 
to September, 1938. 

In consequence of the inclusion of the sales of Tuberculin 
Tested nnik within the scope of the Scheme the Board prescribed 
two classes of contracts for the sale of milk for the 12 months 
commencing on ist October, 1937, one for milk not sold as 
Tuberculin Tested, and the other for milk sold as Tuberculin 
Tested. 

1937-8 Contract Terms for the sale of Milk other than 
Tuberculin Tested. 

The terms of this contract differed from those of the 1936-7 
contract chiefly in the higher prices prescribed for liquid and 
manufacturing milk and in the arrangements for empowering 
the Board, during the currency of the contract, to divert sup- 
phes from the manufacturing market to the liquid market or 
from lower category manufacture to higher category manu- 
facture. 

Wholesale Liquid Milk Buying Prices. — The scale of whole- 
sale prices was fixed at monthly rates averaging 15s. iid. per 
dozen gallons, 8d. per dozen gallons more than &e previous 
year's rate, "The price for May, 1938, included the usual addi- 
tional |d. per gallon as the purchaser's share of the annual joint 
contribution of Jd. per gallon towards expenditure on publicity 
and research. 

Manufacturing Milk Prices. — ^The prices of milk for manufac- 
ture into soft curd and cream cheese, fresh cream, bottled cream, 
ice-cream, tinned cream and " other products ” were all raised 
by id. per gallon, and for manufacture into sterilized milk for 
export by i|d. per gallon, compared with the 1936-7 prices. 

The prices of milk for manufacture into milk powder or con- 
densed milk were determined, not, as in 1936-7, on a formula, 
but at 7d. and 7jd. per gallon respectively. 

The price of milk for manufacture into Stilton cheese was 
again id. per gallon higher than the price of mUk for hard 
cheese. A new feature in 1937-8 was that milk manufactured

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into blue vein cheese was the same as the price of milk for 
Stilton cheese.

-An extra id. per gallon was again payable in respect of milk 
brought into and manufactured in the City of London and the 
Metropolitan Police District. Smiilarly, an additional charge 
of Jd. or such smaller amount as would bring the price to be 
paid up to 8|d. per gallon (as compared with 7|d. in 1936-7) 
was payable in respect of milk brought into and manufactured 
in other towns with a population of 60,000 or more. 

Retail Prices . — ^The minimum retail prices prescribed by the 
Board under the 1937-8 contract were higher for all areas than 
under the previous contract. The following figures, which repre- 
sent the minimum retail price per dozen gallons over the year, 
show the comparative position under the two contracts : —

Diversion of Supplies . — On ist October, 1937, the new 
principle of diverting supplies was introduced. This was 
provided for by a clause in the contract empowering the Board 
to divert to the Hquid irdlk market milk which would otherwise 
be used for manufacture, and to divert to higher category 
manufacture milk which would otherwise be used for lower 
category manufacture. " Lower category manufacture ” was 
defined as the manufacture of milk into condensed mOk which 
is exported, butter or cheese (other than soft curd, cream. 
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Stilton or blue vein cheese); and “ higher category manufac- 
ture ” as the manufacture of milk products other than lower 
category- manufacture. 

It was further provided that, where milk was diverted to the 
liquid market, the sub-purchaser should pay to the purchaser, 
in addition to the wholesale liquid price, a premium on a 
scale ranging from ^d. to i|d. per gallon according to the size 
of the consignment; and that where milk was diverted to higher 
category manufacture the sub-purchaser should pay, in addition 
to the manufacturing price, a premium of |d. per gallon during 
the months October to March inclusive, and a premium of |d. 
per gallon during the months April to September inclusive. 

1937-8 Contract Terms for the Sale of Tuberculin Tested Milk. 

At the Minister’s request the Board appointed an advisory 
committee consisting of two representatives nominated by the 
Board, two representatives nominated by the Tuberculin 
Tested Milk Producers’ Association, with an independent 
chairman, to advise the Board as to the minimum prices which 
should be fixed for Tuberculin Tested milk sold by wholesale 
and by retail. The recommendations of this advisory commit- 
tee were incorporated in the terms of the contract for the sale 
of Tuberculin Tested milk during the year beginning ist October, 
1937 - 

Wholesale Buying Prices of Tuberculin Tested Milk. — These 
prices were fixed at 2d. per gallon higher in each month than 
the corresponding prices for liquid milk other than Tuberculin 
Tested, and accordingly the monthly rates for Tuberculin Tested 
milk averaged 17s. iid. per dozen gallons. Provision similar to 
that made in the contract for ordinary milk, was made for the 
purchaser’s May publicity contribution of ^d. per gallon. 

Retail Prices of Tubercidin Tested Milk. — ^The minimum 
retail prices prescribed by the Board for Tuberculin Tested 
milk in the 1937-8 contract were fixed at rates from 2d. to qd. 
per gallon higher than ordinary retail prices according to the 
season of the year and the locality in w-hich the milk was sold. 
The following are the minimum retail prices per dozen gallons 
for the contract year 1937-8: —

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The Producer-Retailer’s Licence for 1937-8. 

The chief differences in the terms of this licence were in the 
additional clauses governing the sale of Tuberculin Tested 
mUtr and in the conditions requiring all producer-retailers to 
keep books and records for inspection by the Board. The 
minimum retail prices set out in the producer-retailers licence 
were the same as those laid down in the Board s contracts for 
the sale of Tuberculin Tested mUk and of other milk. 


The Farmhouse Cheesemaker’s Agreement for 1937-8. 

The terms of this agreement were the same as in the 1936-7 
agreement. In addition to the sums payable by the Board in 
respect of milk manufactured into cheese on farms, producers 
who q uali fied received the Accredited bonus (but not the Tuber- 
culin Tested bonus). On the otlrer hand all producers were 
liable for the general expenses levy, the quality premium levy, 
and the May contribution for publicity and research. 

Miscellaneous. 

Consumers' Committee for England . — On 22nd December, 
1937, the Consumers’ Committee for England reported* 
to the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries on the terms of the 
Milk Marketing Board’s contract for the twelve montlis beginning 
1st October, 1937. 

The Committee recalled that prices for the 1935-6 contract 
year were fixed following a recommendation by flie Committee 
of Investigation!, and that these prices were prescribed for 
1936-7 also. As regards the wholesale prices fixed for 1937-8, 
the Consumers’ Committee came to the conclusion that, in 
the absence of any estimate of costs of production as a whole 
or of the pool prices which might be expected, they were unable 
to express an opinion on the question whether, if the prices 
fixed in the two preceding years were accepted as a standard, 
the increase of fd. per gallon in the average wholesale price 
of liquid milk, provided by the 1937-8 contract could be 
regarded as reasonable. 

Dealing with the increase of Jd. per gallon in distributors' 
nominal minimum margins, the Committee remarked that for 
those distributors who perform full services and who had given 
effect, from ist October, 1937, to the increases in wages proposed 
by the Milk Distributive Trade Board, the minimum distributive 
margins under the 1937-8 contract did not appear to be excessive 
under the conditions then existing. The Committee called

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attention to the obseirvations made in the Food Council’s report 
dated 24th September, 1937, on the costs and profits of retail 
milk distribution in Great Britain* as to the possibilities of 
effecting economies in distribution to the benefit of consumers. 

Cream Prices. — ^The wholesale prices for fresh cream are 
governed by a schedule drawn up by agreement between the 
milk marketing boards concerned and representatives of the 
English, Scottish and Irish manufacturers, the latter including 
Eire and Northern Ireland. 

The schedule of prices operating in 1936 was revised. As 
from ist October, 1937, prices were increased by amounts vary- 
ing betiveen is. 6d. and 2s. od. per gallon, according to the size 
of the consignment. 

Contraventions of the Scheme. — During the year 1937, penal- 
ties, totalling ;^ii, 382, were imposed upon 429 registered pro- 
ducers for contraventions of the Scheme. Of these producers, 
82 were penalised for selling milk by wholesale otherwise than 
under a contract registered with the Board; 59 for selling milk 
by retail without holding a producer-retailer’s licence; 155 for 
failing to make returns; 104 for rendering false returns; and 29 
for retailing milk at less than the minimum retail price pre- 
scribed by the Board. 

Accounts of the Board. — A copy of tlie Board’s accounts and 
balance sheet made up to 31st March, 1937, is printed in 
Appendix III.

The 
2 retiring special members were re-elected at the annual 
general meehng of registered producers held on 28th October, 
1937-

The acreage figures included in the above table are compiled 
from the Agricultural Returns and include plantings on all 
holdings of more than one acre, of which not less than J acre is 
rmder potatoes. Producers with less than one acre under 
potatoes are exempted from registration under the Potato 
Marketing Scheme, and plantings by such producers are not 
included in the acreage figures relating to registered producers 
given in the earUer table. 

The area under potatoes in 1937 was little larger than in the 
previous year, but a higher yield per acre resulted in production 
being increased by 244,000 tons. The quality of the crop was 
generally fair, and wastage proved to be about normal. 

The Board continued to take a periodical census of the stocks 
of potatoes held by registered producers and authorised mer- 
chants.

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Prices in England and Wales. — 'Growers’ prices at Wisbech for 
the 1936 main crop (September. 1936, to iVfay. 1937), averaged 
135s- per ton for King Edwards and white varieties, which was 
22s. per ton higher than the average for the previous main 
crop season. 

Growers’ prices were moderate at the beginning of the season, 
rose steeply in October and November and remained fairly steady 
at the higher levels attained until April, when there was again 
a steep rise to 163s. 6d. per ton. Prices then fell very slightly -10 
May to an average of 162s. 6d. per ton. During the first few 
weeks of the 1937-8 season, growers’ prices were, on the average, 
6s. 6d. per ton lower than in September, 1936, and were only 
slightly above the level of September, 1933. Prices remained at 
much the same level to the end of the year. The average price 
for December was 89s. per ton, being 26s. and 46s. 6d. per ton 
lower than in December, 1935 and 1936 respectively. 

Wholesale prices followed the same general trend as growers’ 
prices, but the margin between the two averaged 5s. per ton 
less than in the 1935-6 season. Growers’ and wholesale prices 
in England and Wales for the past five seasons to the end of 
1937 are given in the tables below ; —

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Prices in Scotland. — Growers’ prices in Scotland averaged 
88s. per ton during 1936-7, a decrease of 6d. on the previous 
season, and an increase of 34s. per ton on the season 1934-5. 
During the early part of the season prices were poor, but they 
rose steadily throughout October and November and reached 
an average of 93s. 6d. per ton in December. Prices then 
remained fairly steady until April, when there was a sharp rise 
to 105s., and this level was maintained until the end of the 
season. At the begiiming of the 1937-8 season prices were 
7s. 6d. per ton above those for September, 1936, but this level 
was not maintained, and prices fell away slightly in subsequent 
months, in sharp contrast to the trend in the early months of the 
1936 season. Wholesale prices, in general, moved in keeping 
with growers’ prices, but the relationship was generally closer 
than in the previous year.

Market Regulation. 

Riddle Regulations. — From 20th November, 1936, onwards, 
no riddle regulations were in force in relation to the 1936 crop 
other than the basic riddle of inches laid down in the Scheme. 
At the beginning of the 1937-8 season larger riddles w'ere 
imposed for certain varieties. These riddles remained in 
operation, subject to minor changes, until the 2nd December 
when they were superseded by shghtly larger riddles of more 
general application. Details of the riddle regulations relating 
to the 1936 and 1937 crops are; —

Sale of ” Seconds " . — During the 1936-7 season, 27,046 tons 
of “ seconds ”, representing 3,562 applications, were 
marketed at an average farm price of 70s. per ton. 
“ Seconds ” were defined as sound, marketable potatoes, 
capable of passing through a riddle of if in. or less but stand- 
ing on a riddle of if in. The plan for the sale of such potatoes, 
under control, was first introduced in September, 1935. 

Northern Ireland . — ^At an earlier period, the Board had made 
informal arrangements with the Northern Ireland authorities 
for the regulation of the marketing of potatoes from Northern 
Ireland in Great Britain; and in February, 1937, these arrange- 
ments were given a more formal character in a covenant be- 
tween the Board and the North of Ireland Potato Marketing 
Association, the body responsible for directing the marketing of 
Ulster-grown potatoes in Great Britain. 

The covenant included the foUovdng provisions: — 

{a) the Association undertook to limit shipments to 
Great Britain to a maximum of 200,000 tons in any year 
in which available supplies of United Kingdom potatoes 
appeared to exceed the normal consumptive demand; 

(6) no steps were to be taken by the Association to limit 
shipments in any year in which there was reason to assume 
that total United Kingdom supplies were not in excess of 
requirements and in which imports of potatoes were per- 
mitted; 

(c) sales pf Northern Ireland potatoes in Great Britain 
were, with certain exceptions, to be made only to merchants 
authorised by the Board; 
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[d) the Association agreed to issue from time to time, 
after consultation with the Board, schedules indicating the 
minirnum prices at which potatoes should be sold in Great 
Britain by Northern Ireland merchants; these prices to be 
on a fair competitive level with the prices prevailing in 
Great Britain. 


Basic Acreage and the Excess Acreage Levy. 

The Board continued in 1937 to require payment of the 
excess acreage levy of ;^5 an acre from producers planting in 
excess of their basic acreage. The amount of the excess acreage 
levies received and not refunded in respect of the 1936 crop 
was approximately £18,640, representing 3,728 acres. For the 
1937 crop, the excess acreage levy was charged on approximately 
4,700 acres.

Plans for improving Trading Conditions. 

Markets Plans . — ^The Markets Plans Scheme which was 
initiated in 1935* continued throughout the 1936-7 season and 
was still in operation during the 1937-8 season. The number 
of Markets Plans was, however, considerably reduced. Plans 
were in operation in 40 districts, but at December, 1936, and 
December, 1937, the numbers were 22 and 17 respectively. The 
modification made in the Markets Plans Scheme duringthe 1936-7 
season, namely file insistence by the Board that producers should 
be represented on the Markets Plans Committees, or, alter- 
natively, that joint meetings of the Markets Plans Committees 
with producer representatives should be held at regular inter- 
vals, was continued during the 1937-8 season. The Board’s 
present policy is to take no steps to encourage the formation 
of Markets Plans Committees, and not to lend its support and 
authority except where it is fully satisfied that adequate support 
will be forthcoming from the majority of merchants concerned. 

Authorisation of Merchants . — ^As in previous years, the Board 
prescribed that, subject to certain exemptions provided for in 
the Scheme, registered producers should sell potatoes only to

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merchants authorised by the Board. The conditions of autho- 
risation remained unaltered. The number of authorised 
merchants on ist January, 1938, was 3,462, as against 3,602 
on 1st January, 1937. 

Price Recommending Committees. — Price Recommending 
Committees were first established towards the end of IQ35> and 
the numbers have since increased considerably. At tire end of 
1936 and 1937 there were respectively 12 and 29 Committees 
in widely different areas of the country. It is noteworthy that 
aU the Committees operating during the 1936-7 season resumed 
their activities at the beginning of the 1937-8 season. The Com- 
mittees consist of representatives of producers, and their pur- 
pose is to make recommendations regarding farm prices, for 
general guidance in the area concerned. These recommenda- 
tions are brought to the notice of producers through the Board’s 
market intelligence service and through the press. 

In some areas the prices recommended are used by the 
Markets Plans Committees in the calculation of wholesaler- 
retailer prices. 

Potato Exchanges. — Between November, 1935, and Novem- 
ber, 1936, Potato Exchanges were established at Warrington, 
Chelford and Wigan. Growers meet at these Exchanges on 
certain days in each week and announce on notice-boards in 
the market, a scale of prices considered appropriate to current 
transactions. These three Exchanges continued in existence, 
and m October, 1937, a fourth was opened at Worksop. 

Market Intelligence and Publicity. — The Board continued 
its market intelligence service for producers. It issues a weekly 
schedule of prices in a large number of growers’ and wholesale 
markets, which is brought to the attention of producers through 
the medium of the press; the Board also maintains notice 
boards at about 85 of the principal markets throughout Great 
Britain for the posting of up-to-date market information and 
any important announcements that the Board may desire to 
make to registered producers and authorised merchants. 

The Board again gave much attention to publicity, which 
was especially directed towards keeping the value of the 
potato prominently before consumers, and fostering improve- 
ments in the standards of potato cookery. During the 
summer the Board gave extensive publicity to home-grown 
early potatoes, window pelmets and posters being distributed to 
retailers and to fish friers and menu cards to catering establish- 
ments; while posters were exhibited on railway companies’ vans 
and on the London Underground Irailway system. Recipe 
books were brought to the attention of Women’s Institutes, 
schools and other organisations by means of a direct postal 
campaign. A campaign was instituted in October, 1937, with 
a view to encouraging improvements in cookery standards, and 
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establishments reaching a prescribed standard were awarded a 
■' Testiinomal of Merit The Board also co-operated with 
Messrs. Smith's Crisps, Ltd., in distributing free packets of 
potato crisps to school-children assembled in London on Corona- 
tion Day; and later in the year the Board prepared a tableau 
for inclusion in the Lord Mayor's Show. 

Fish Friers and Long-Term Contracts . — As the outcome of 
discussions ot matters of mutual interest between the National 
Federation of Fish Friers, Ltd., the National Federation of 
Fruit and Potato Trades, Ltd., and the Board, a tripartite 
committee consisting of four representatives of each organization 
was set up in September to explore proposals for long-term 
contracts between producers, authorised merchants and fish friers 
for the supply of potatoes at uniform prices. The Committee 
subsequently issued a report in which tliey expressed the view 
that long-term contracts behveen individuals for periods of two 
years or more were feasible, although they were of opinion that 
there was little prospect of any immediate general adoptiori of 
collective contracts amongst producers, merchants or fish friers 
for securing group responsibility for deliverj’ or payment. The 
Committee felt that the creation of long-term contracts must 
depend upon individual initiative and negotiation, and they 
did not thmk scales of prices could be indicated for tiro benefit 
of those making such contracts; but they recommended that 
the several organisations should assist with their advice in the 
drawing up of contracts and encourage the scheme generally, 
and that specimen contracts should be made available. 

The Committee further recorded their view that a tripartite 
committee appeared to be a satisfactory medium for reconciling 
the view's of their respective organizations, and suggested that , 
if their recommendations w'ere adopted, a permanent committee 
should be established {a) to watch the development of long- 
term contracts between producers, merchants and fish friers, and 
\b) to provide means for discussing trade problems affecting the 
three parties. 


Research. 

Industrial Uses for Potatoes.— Investigation into the manu- 
facture of industrial products from potatoes continued, but 
operations on a commercial scale were again limited to the 
inanufacture of cattle food from potatoes at the Wisbech factory 
of the Farmers' Marketing and Supply Company, Ltd. In 
this enterprise, the Board works in close co-operafaon with me 
Company. Of the 1936 crop, 4,350 tons were used for manu- 
facture at the Wisbech factory. The potatoes were bought at 
30S. per ton, compared with 20s. per ton in the previous season; 
but supplies were nevertheless short and the factory was unable 
15925 ^ 
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to work to capacity. It was accordingly impossible to test 
fully the economic possibilities of this manufacturing process. 
Supplies of the 1937 crop were more readily available at between 
20s. and 35s. per ton, and between September and December, 
1937, 4,250 tons of raw potatoes in all were manufactured. 
During the 1936-7 season, experiments were conducted at the 
factory in the d^ng of carrots and parsnips, witli a view to 
testing the practicability of keeping the plant in operation when 
potatoes are not available. 

Experiments were also conducted into the canning of 
ware potatoes, and into the drying of potatoes for cattle food 
by grass driers which are idle during the winter montlis. 

Blackening of Potatoes. — ^The co-operative investigation into 
the cause of blackening of potatoes on cooking, which was begun 
in July, 1936*, was continued with the aid of the grant of 
£300 per annum from the Potato Marketing Board to the 
Imperial College of Science and Technology. 

Damage from Wireworm and Eelworm. — The Board made 
a grant of £120 per annum for five years from October, 
1937, to assist an investigation into wireworm damage to crops, 
particularly potatoes, which is being conducted by the University 
of Manchester. It also agreed to contribute £200 per annum 
for three years for research work on the eelwmrm which is being 
conducted under the auspices of the West of Scotland Agricul- 
tural College, Glasgow. 

Demonstration Plots. — The Board collaborated with the 
National Institute of Agricultural Botany in establishing demon- 
stration plots for new varieties of early and maincrop potatoes. 
A Joint Committee was set up to make arrangements and to 
exercise a general supervision over the tests, and a substantial 
proportion of the cost involved is being borne by the Board. 
Demonstrations were first arranged in the 1936-7 season, and 
a new investigation covering sixteen counties was initiated at the 
beginning of tire 1937-8 season. 

Canning of Potatoes. — ^The Board co-operated with the Metal 
Box Company, Ltd., and the Fruit and Vegetable Preservation 
Research Station at Campden in a series of experiments into 
the economic and dietetic value of canned potatoes. 

Miscellaneous. 

Report of the Food Council. — In their Report for the year 
1936,1 presented to the President of the Board of Trade in 
March, 1937, the Food Council, who had reported as a Con- 
sumers’ Committee in June 1936, J on the Potato Marketing

Scheme, stated that further inquiries had not altered their opinion 
that the Scheme had so far been worked with advantage to the 
producers and no very material disadvantage to the consumer. 

The Council considered that the reduction in acreage in recent 
years suggested the advisability of suspending the levy of 
per acre on plantings in excess of each registered producer’s 
basic acreage. They suggested that the Board should take 
whatever steps might be practicable to improve the standard of 
dressing. On the other hand, they expressed pleasure that the 
conditions for the sale of “ seconds ” had been made less 
onerous, and that increased sales had been made; and that the 
assurances of the Potato Marketing Board and of persons en- 
gaged in the potato trade that prices would not rise materially at 
Christmas, 1936, and in the early part of 1937 had proved 
correct. 

As regards the Markets Plans Scheme, the Council thought that, 
as long as the producer continued to be permitted to sell direct 
to the retailer, a safeguard was provided against any excessive 
margin to the wholesaler. They were of opmion, however, that 
producers would be vise to abandon all attempts to secure 
minimum margins either for wholesalers or retailers. 

Varieties Grown by Registered Producers . — ^The Boai'd 
published an analysis of the varieties of potatoes grown by regis- 
tered producers in each county in Great Britain for the years 
1935 to 1937.* This booklet, like its predecessor (which 
analysed the returns for the period 1934 to 1936) , is illustrated 
by eight sketch maps showing the main producing areas and the 
predominating varieties in each of them. The following table 
shows the acreage in Great Britain planted with first and second 
earlies and maincrop varieties respectively, omitting acreages 
on which unspecified varieties were grown, in the tbree years 
1935 to 1937;—

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The chief feature of tliis statement is the decline in the second 
earlies, but no great significance should be attached to this as 
there is no clear distinction between the different varieties and 
potatoes grown as second earhes one year may well be grown 
as maincrop another year. As regards specific varieties, the 
Board’s analysis shows a continuous decline in the production 
of King Edwards and a steady increase in plantings of Majestic 
potatoes. These two varieties represented some 70 per cent, 
of all maurcrop potatoes in 1937 — as in 1936. Majestic are now 
the most extensively grown variety of potato. 

Standards of Dressing . — Grading Committee was set up 
by the Board in 1936 to consider what further improvements 
could be effected in the preparation of potatoes for the market 
and to prepare a plan which would be acceptable to the general 
body of registered producers. The Committee continued its 
work and reported to the Board from time to time during 1937, 

Penalties . — During 1937 penalties amounting to £1,556 were 
imposed upon 501 producers. As in the previous year, the 
great majority of the penalties were imposed for failure to 
furnish returns and other information. 

Finance . — A copy of the Board's accounts for the year ended 
31st August, 1937, is printed in Appendix III. As in previous 
years, a levy of 5s. per acre planted was made on all registered 
producers during September. The amount of annual acreage 
levy collectable in the year ended 31st August, 1937, was 
£131,322. The amount of the special levy of £5 per acre 
collectable from producers who planted in excess of their basic 
acreage was £19,547. 


ABERDEEN AND DISTRICT MILK MARKETING 
SCHEME, 1933. 

This Scheme regulates the marketing of rmlk produced in the 
counties of Aberdeen and Kincardine. 

As explained in the previous reports, the Board consists of 
the members of the Committee of Management of the Aberdeen 
and District Milk Agency, 4 representatives elected annually 
by the registered producers who are not members of the Agency, 
and 2 co-opted members. The third annual general meeting 
of the registered producers, held on 25th March, 1937, voted 
£600, the same amount as in the previous year, for division 
amongst the members of the Board, excluding the Chainnan, 
as remuneration for the year 1936; the Chairman’s remunera- 
tion is determined by the Board. The 4 representatives of 
the producers who are not members of the Agency were re-elected 
to the Board and, after consulting the Market Supply Com- 
mittee, the Board appointed Mr. James R. Rust, LL.D., 72, 
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Hamilton Place, Aberdeen, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of ilr. J. A. Mackie, one of the two co-opted 
members. 

There was little variation during 1937 in the numbers of the 
registered producers and their classification. At the end of the 
j'ear, the total number of registered producers was 825, of 
whom 509 were ordinary producers (i.e., producers selling milk 
by wholesale to or through the Board), 310 were producer- 
retailers, and 6 were producers of Certified milk. Of the pro- 
ducers selling milk by wholesale, g6 also sold a proportion of 
their milk by retail. Producers whose daily sales do not e.xceed 
one gallon and are made to not more than four customers are 
exempt from registration.

Payments to producers . — ^The payments to ordinary pro- 
ducers for their sales of milk to or through the Board are regu- 
lated on the " basic quantity — surplus ” plan provided for in 
the Scheme. In February fee Board revised the basic quan- 
tities of 62 producers and allotted basic quantities to 22 new 
producers who, pending qualification for final determinations, 
had previously been operating on interim basic quantities. 

As fee total of fee basic quantities exceeded considerably fee 
requirements of fee liquid market within fee area of fee Scheme 
and the supplies offered by fee registered producers showed a 
tendency to increase, the Board temporamy reduced all the 
basic quantities by 25 per cent, during fee period from May 
to August inclusive. The circumstances in which this adjust- 
ment was made were explained to fee registered producers at 
a special general meeting held on I3fe July, 1937-

The weighted average prices per gallon paid to the producers for 
their sales of " basic quantity ” and “ surplus ” milk over the 
year were ii-86d. and 4-626. respectively. The corresponding 
average prices for the year 1936 were i2-36d. and 4’86d. 

The deductions per gallon made from the payments to the 
producers in respect of haulage charges were calculated on the 
same scale as in previous years, viz.: — ^not exceeding 5 miles, 
^d.; over 5 but not exceeding 15 miles, |d.; over 15 but not 
exceeding 20 miles, id.; over 20 but not exceeding 30 miles, 
i-Jd.; over 30 miles, i-Jd. 

The quantity of milk sold by retail by the registered producers 
during the year amounted to 1,882,574 gallons and the sales 
made by producers of Certified milk under their own arrange- 
ments totalled 243,087 gallons. As in previous years, fire 
monthly contributions payable to the Board in respect of these 
sales were assessed at tiie rate of £2 per cow per annum calcu- 
lated on the producers’ returns of the sales and taking the aver- 
age production at two gallons per cow per day.

The milk for the manufacture of cream was sold from January 
to October at the price of y^d. per gallon, and during November 
and December at 8^d. per gallon. 

The Milk Acts, 1934 to 1937. — ^Advances amounting to £55 
were paid to the Board in respect of 17,558 gallons of milk 
used by the Board for the manufacture of butter during the 
year. 

Contributions amounting to £2,098 were made to the Board 
towards the expenses incurred in supplying to schools during 
the year a total quantity of 115,223 gallons of milk, including 
29.771 gallons of Tuberculin Tested grade, at the reduced price 
of ^d. for one-third of a pint. On ist November, 1937, about 
15,200 children were participating in the scheme, the number 
being approximately the same as at the close of the previous 
year. 

The number of Attested Herds within the area of the Aberdeen 
and District MiUc Marketing Scheme on 31st December, 1937, 
was eight showing an increase of five over the previous year. 
Bonuses amounting to £891 were paid from the Exchequer in 
respect of the sale of 214,000 gallons of rndk from these herds 
dunng the year. 

The Board carried out a further campaign of press adver- 
tising and other forms of publicity and propaganda on tlie same 
lines as m previous years. The total expenditure incurred by 
the Board amounted to about £1,500 towards which a grant 
of £500 was made from the Exchequer. 
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Supply of milk at a reduced price to necessitous persons . — 
Particulars were given in the last report* of the scheme organized 
by the Board for the sale of milk at a depot in Aberdeen at the 
reduced price of 2d. per pint to persons who are in receipt of 
outdoor poor relief. The scheme was continued throughout 1937 
but the Board expressed disappointment that the persons for 
whose benefit it was intended did not take fuller advantage of 
tile offer of milk at the reduced price. The average daily 
number of customers at the depot during the year was 64 and 
the average daily sales amounted to 14 gallons. 

Contraventions of the Scheme . — During the year a penalty 
of £10 was imposed on a registered producer in respect of a con- 
travention of the Scheme. 

Accounts of the Board . — Copies of the Profit and Loss 
Account and of the Balance Sheet of the Board as at 31st 
December, 1937, are printed in Appendix III.

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NORTH OF SCOTLAND MILK MARKETING 
SCHEME, 1934. 

This Scheme came into operation on ist October, 1934. It 
applies to the counties of Inverness, Nairn, Ross and CromarQ'’, 
Sutherland and Caithness, but by resolutions of the Board all 
producers in the Western Islands, and also those producers on 
the mainland, whose daily sales do not exceed three gallons and 
are made to not more than five customers, are exempt from 
regstratlon. 

The third annual general meeting of the registered producers 
was held on 15th October, 1937. Two of the five elected 
members of the Board were then due to retire ; one was re-elected 
to the Board and the other, who did not seek re-election, was 
replaced by a new member. After consulting the Market Supply 
Committee the elected members co-opted Mr. P. M. Pottie, 
Achareidh, Naim, and Mr. W. Michie, 62 Academy Street, 
Inverness, to membership of the Board for the year 1937-8. 

The general meeting of registered producers voted £450, the 
same amount as in the previous year, to be divided amongst the 
members of the Board, excluding tire Chairman, as remunera- 
tion for the year 1936-7. The Chairman's remuneration was 
determined by the Board at £450. 

The total number of producers registered under the Scheme 
on 31st December, 1937, was 336, of whom 126 were ordimirj’ 
producers (i.e. producers selling milk by wholesale to or through 
the Board), 195 were producer-retailers and 15 were producers 
of Certified and Tuberculin Tested milk. The total number 
of registered producers was 23 less than at the end of the 
previous year, the reduction having been made mainly by the 
deletion from the register of the names of producers entitled to 
exemption from registration. 

The total quantity of milk dealt with under the Scheme during 
the year 1937 amounted to 2,029,783 gallons, of which 1,808,889 
gallons (89-12 per cent.) were sold for liquid consumption 
within the area of the Scheme, 115,667 gallons (5-70 per cent.) 
were consigned to markets in England, and 105,2'^ gallons 
(5-18 per cent.) were sold or used for manufacture. Compared 
unth the statistics for the year 1936, these figures show small 
increases of 19,634 gaOons (0-98 per cent.) in the total supply 
of milk under the Scheme and of 9 >f 177 gallons (0-53 per cent.) 
in the sales for liquid consumption within the area of the Scheme. 
The statement on page 75 gives particulars of the sales in each 
month during the year and of the utilization of the milk. 

Prices and sales of milk for liquid consumptio 7 i . — ^The prices 
for the year 1937 were determined by the Board on the same 
scale as in the previous year. The distributors accordingly paid 
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72 North of Scotland Milk Marketing Scheme, 1934. 

a Standard Price of is. 3d. per gallon throughout the year 
for supplies to meet their estimated monthly requirements for 
the liquid milk trade. For any additional supplies of milk 
required by them, they paid the accommodation price of is. 6d. 
per gallon for quantihes under 10 gallons and is. 4d. per gallon 
for 10 gallons or more.

The prices for Tuberculin Tested and Certified milk were 2d. 
and 4d. per gallon respectively more than the prices for ordinary 
milk. 

The prices paid by the buyers of milk consigned to England 
were the re^onal hquid rmlk prices prescribed by the English 
Milk Marketing Board. 

The construction of the Board’s depot in Inverness was com- 
pleted in May, 1937. It is used for the processing and distribu- 
tion of " accommodation ” supplies of milk for distributors 
throughout the area of the Scheme, for the consignment of milk 
to England and the manufacture of milk products. 

As explained in the last report* the Board took over the retail 
distribution of rmlk in Naim and Dingwall as from ist June 
and 1st August, 1936, respectively. The profit and loss accoimts 
in respect of 1he operation of mese retail services during the 
period ended 31st May, 1937, showed that a loss had been 
incurred at both centres amounting altogether to £1,702. The 
Board continued to retail rcdlk from its depot at Nairn at the 
reduced price of 2jd. per pint until 15th November, 1937, but 
the sales were thereafter made at the retail price of 3d. per 
pint observed generally throughout the area of the Scheme. 

Prices and use of milk for manufacture. — ^The quantity of milk 
sold for manufacture during the year amounted to 84,306 gallons. 
Of that quanti^, 68,296 gallons were sold for the manufacture 
of cream at prices varying from lod. to is. per gallon, the bulk 
of the sales being made at lod. per gallon and the average price 
being io-i2d. per gallon. The remainder, 16,010 gallons, 
was sold for the manufacture of butter at prices varying from 
2d. to 4^d. per gallon.

The Board also used 18.082 gallons for manufacture; 10,383 
gallons were manufactured into cream, 5,507 gallons into butur 
and 2,192 gallons into cheese. 

Payments to producers . — The basic quantities allocated to the 
registered producers were revised as from ist April, 1937. in 
accordance with their sales during the winter months. As a 
result of this revision, an average reduction of about 5 per cent, 
was made in the basic quantities.

The weighted average price per gallon paid to the producers 
for the total sales of milk to or through the Board during the 
year w’as 13- 13d. per gallon compared rvith I3'35d. per gallon 
for the previous year. The producers pay the cost of haulage 
of milk sold by them to or through the Board. 

The total sales of Certified and Tuberculin Tested milk during 
the year amounted to 162,783 gallons, of w’hich 136,569 gallons 
were sold under the producers’ own arrangements and 26,214 
gallons were sold to or through the Board. For the latter sales. 
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the producers are guaranteed payment at not less than the 
“ basic quantity " price and, in respect of sales under their own 
arrangements, they pay monthly contributions to the Board at 
a rate per gallon equal to -fa fhs of the contributions payable on 
sales to or through the Board.* 

The producers’ retail sales of ordinary milk for the year 
amounted to 830,333 gallons, representing about 46 per cent, 
of fhe total sales for liquid consumption within the area of the 
Scheme. The contribution payable to the Board in respect of 
these sales is at a rate per gallon equal to -nr fhs of that payable 
in respect of wholesale sales. 

The Milk Acts, 1934 to 1937. — ^Advances amounting to £15 
were made to the Board in respect of 3,523 gallons of milk sold 
for the manufacture of butter during ttie year. 

On 31st December, 1937, there were five attested herds within 
the area of this Milk Marketing Scheme. Bonuses from the 
Exchequer amounting to £174 were paid through the Board to 
the owners of these herds in respect of the sale of 42,000 gallons 
of milk from the herds during the year. 

- The contributions paid to the Board in respect of the operation 
of its scheme for the supply of milk at the reduced price of -|d. 
for one-third pint for consumption in the schools amounted to 
£421. The total quantity of milk supplied during the year was 
21,258 gallons and included 14,224 gallons of Tuberculin Tested 
milk. About 3,250 children attending schools within tlie Board’s 
area were receiving milk on ist November, 1937.

Moray and Banff Draft Milk Marketing Scheme. 

The committee responsible for the submission of this draft 
Scheme, referred to in the last report,* intimated during the 
year that they did not wish to proceed further with the promotion 
of the Scheme. 

Sugar Beet Draft Marketing Scheme. 

As noted in the report for 1936,! an amended Sugar Beet 
Marketing Scheme was submitted during that year by the 
promoters (the English and Scottish National Farmers’ Union), 
and a pubhc inquiry into objections was held by Mr. F. J. 
Wrottesley, K.C. (now Mr. Justice Wrottesley) on the 8th and 
gth October, 1936. After the report of the public inquiry had 
been considered, the persons nominated for the purpose were 
notified of the modifications proposed to be made by the Minister 
of Agriculture and Fisheries and the Secretary of State for 
Scotland. An extension of time was granted to enable these 
modifications to be fuUy considered, but subsequently the 
promoters decided not to proceed with the Scheme. 

Milk Products Draft Marketing Scheme. 

This Scheme was submitted by the National Association of 
Creamery Proprietors, and otlrers, in July, 1936, for the regula- 
tion of the marketog of butter, cheese, condensed millc, dried 
milk, and cream in Great Britain. A public inquiry into the 
objections received was held in London and Edinburgh, the 
Commissioner being Mr. P. E. Sandlands, K.C. This inquiry- 
commenced on 30th November, 1936, and concluded on 29th 
January, 1937. 

Consideration of the report of the public inquiry was deferred, 
pending the introduction into Parliament of legislation to give 
effect to the Government’s long-term milk policy, which was 
announced in July, 1937.
